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I.— SCIENCE  DIVISION. 

Aid  given  towards  the  Peomotion  of  Instruction 
IN  Science. 

(a.)  Elementary  Scientific  Instruction. 

I^SJb'^  1.  The  Dumber  of  schools  examined  in  1877  was  smaller 
iiutmotiou.  than  that  examined  in  1876,  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
following  table,  which  gives  the  statistics  from  1867  to  the 
present  time.  This  decrease  was  entirely  due  to  the  with- 
drawal of  Physical  Geography  from  the  list  of  subjects  for 
which  aid  is  given ;  for  in  the  remaining  subjects  a  substantial 
increase  had  taken  place.  The  subject  added  to  the  list 
when  Physical  Geography  was  withdrawn,  viz.,  Physio- 
graphy, has  already  secured  a  large  amoimt  of  attention ; 
and  it  is  probable  that  no  less  than  5,000  candidates  will 
present  themselves  for  examination  in  it  in  May  next.

£hSSSr*c.  Every  institution  in  which  scientific  instruction  was 
given  is  counted  in  this  table  as  a  school,  whether,'as  in  some 
institutions,  there  was  only  a  class  for  instruction  in  one 
subject,  or,  as  in  others,  there  were  more  or  less  complete 
courses  of  study  in  diflFerent  branches  of  science.  The 
above-mentioned  1,348  schools  comprised  4,635  different 
classes,  from  which  32,112  students  came  up  for  examination 
in  May,  in  addition  to  3,230  self-taught  students  and  pupils 
in  classes  not  taught  by  certificated  teachers.  From  the 
results  of  the  examination  as  given  in  the  following  table 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  papers  passed  compares 
favourably  with  the  statistics  of  previous  years.  The 
number  of  candidates  who  came  up  in  honours  was  1,029,  of 
whom  85  passed  in  the  1st  class  and  192  in  the  2Dd  class. 

The  total  number  of  students  examined  in  1876  was 
33,289.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  although  there  was  a 
slight  falling  off  in   the  numbers  of   schools  and  classes.

2.  From   the  reports   on  the  general  character  of  the  Bxamina- 
examinations  which  have  been  received  from  the  examiners,    ^*°*' 

it  appears  that  the  results  of  the  examinations  are  gene- 
rally of  an  encouraging  nature.  Some  of  these  reports 
coDtain  very  valuable  suggestions  as  to  methods  of  teaching, 
&c.,  and  they  have  been  printed  and  circulated  among  the 
schools. 

3.  The  number  of  centres  at  which  examinations  were 
held  was  in  the  provinces  863,  and  in  the  metropolis  92, 
The  total  amount  paid  to  teachers  on  results  was  for  the 
year  1877,  41,4.62?.  Ss.  8d,  being  at  the  rate  of  148.  lOd  for 
each  person  imder  instruction.  In  the  previous  year  the 
rate  was  14«.  8d.  The  payments  to  each  teacher  averaged 
about  261.  10«.,  and  the  number  of  teachers  paid  was  1,566. 
The  grants  made  towards  the  purchase  of  apparatus, 
diagrams,  and  examples  amounted  during  the  year  to 
9371.  68.  O^d.,  being  an  increase  on  the  year  1876,  when 
they  amounted  to  842Z.  15s.  9c?. 

4.  The  distribution  of  schools  was  as  follows : — 1,079  in 
England  and  Wales,  114  in  Scotland,  and  155  in  Ireland. 

5.  The  number  of  competitors  for  Whitworth  Scholarships  2^*,J^^ 
in  1877  was  68.     Of  these  19  of  the  most  successful  in  ihips. 
the  theoretical  subjects  of  competition  were  admitted  to 

go  forward  to  the  examination  in  practical  workmanship, 
which  was,  as  in  previous  years,  held  at  the  workshops  of 
Sir  J.  Whitworth  and  Co.  in  Manchester. 

6.  The  number  of  local  exhibitions  for  the  year  1877  ^^^^* 
•was  12,   of  which  2  were  renewals  held   by   the  same  ISipt. 
students  in  previous  years.    The  number  of  Science  and  Art 
Scholarships  was  63,  and  of  Elementary  School  Scholarships 

56. 

7.  Short  courses  of  instruction  to  Science  teachers,  ex-  ^^^ 
tending  over  20  working  days  each,  were  given  during  the        *'*' 
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summer  in  the  following  subjects: — Biology,  by  Prof. 
Huxley,  to  31  teachers ;  Sound,  by  Pro£  Guthrie,  to  34 
teachers ;  Light,  by  Prof.  Guthrie,  to  34  teachers ;  Steam, 
by  Prof.  Goodeve  and  Prof.  Shelley,  to  25  teachers  ;  and 
Chemistry,  by  Mr.  Valentin,  to  48  teachers.  The  classes  of 
teachers  in  training  attending  the  lectures  and  laboratories 
of  some  of  the  Professors  of  the  Royal  School  of  Mines 
have  been  continued,  the  numbers  being  for  the  session 
1877-78  as  follows  :— Chemistry  16  ;  Biology  11 ;  Physics 
12;  Mechanics  11. 

8.  Five  teachers  are  attending  the  laboratories  at  Owen's 
College,  Manchester,  under  the  Minute  of  5th  June  1877 
(see  Appendix  A.,  p.  1).  The  reports  from  the  College 
on  the  working  of  these  teachers  is  very  favomuble,  and 
doubtless  the  niunber  will  increase  as  the  provisions  of  the 
Minute  become  better  known. 

9.  Further  details  with  regard  to  these  courses  and  to 
the  instruction  in  Science  in  general  will  be  found  in 
Lieut.-Col.  Donnelly's  report,  Appendix  B. 
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(6.)  Advanced  Scientific  Instmctioru 

J  0.  Royal  School  of  Mi/nes. — The  report  of  the  registrar 
of  the  school,  given  at  p.  605,  Appendix  F.,  shows  that  the 
number  of  Royal  exhibitioners  and  students  who  entered 
the  school  with  the  view  of  becoming  associates,  was  38. 
The  number  in  the  previous  year  was  31.  There  were  also 
181  students  who  entered  for  the  special  courses  of  in- 
struction, which  were  carried  on  as  usual,  partly  at  the 
Museum  in  Jermyn  Street,  and  partly  at  South  Kensington- 

11.  Dr.  Frankland  reports  that  the  progress  of  the  stu- 
dents engaged  in  practical  work  in  the  Chemical  Schools  at 
South  Kensington  was  thoroughly  satisfactory.  In  the 
research  department  many  important  investigations  were 
successfully  carried  out.  The  special  class  of  advanced 
students,  formed  in  April  last,  was  employed  in  the  prepa- 
ration of  raw  materials  for  research,  and  in  the  investigation 
of  problems  in  organic  chemistry.  Details  of  the  work  done 
will  be  found  in  Dr.  Frankland's  report  at  page  606.  The 
usual  courses  of  lectures  were  given. 

12.  The  Metallurgical  Laboratory  has  been  well  attended 
by  students. 

13.  Royal  College  of  Science,  Bvhlin, — ^The  usual  courses 
of  lectures  were  delivered  during  the  year,  and  were  attended 
by  66  persons,  of  whom  21  were  associate  students  prose- 
cuting the  full  three  years'  course,  with  the  object  of  obtain- 
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isg  the  diploma  of  Associate.  Short  courses  of  afternoon 
lectures  were  also  given,  and  were  well  attended.  The 
distinctions  gained  by  students  of  the  College  continue  to 
f  how  the  satisfitctory  results  of  the  instruction  given.  The 
catalogue  of  the  library  was  completed  up  to  1st  September 
1876.  The  reports  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Secretary  are 
given  in  Appendix  H.,  page  519. 

Research. 

14.  We  have  received  from  the  Council  of  the  Royal  aesoufch. 
Society  a  report  of  ihe  work  done   by  the  gentlemen  to 
whom  grantH  had  been  made  during  the  year  1877-78  out 

of  the  vote  of  4,000Z.  for  research.  This  vote  was  first 
made  in  the  year  1876-77,  the  correspondence  with  re- 
ference to  it  being  given  in  our  last,  uie  24th  Report,  at 
p,  7  of  the  Appendix.  But  owing  to  the  period  of  the  year 
at  which  the  vote  was  finally  sanctioned,  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Council  of  the  Royal  Society  was  not  received 
till  March  16,  1877,  and  only  2,1951.  Is.  6d.  came  into ' 
payment  put  of  that  vote,  the  remainder  being  returned  to 
the  Exchequer. 

The  last  year,  1877-78,  may  therefore  be  considered  as 
the  first  year  of  the  working  of  this  experiment.  The 
names  of  the  gentlemen  to  whom  the  grants  were  made 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Royal  Society,  the  amount 
of  the  grants,  and  the  subjects  of  research,  will  be 
found  in  the  letter  fi-om  the  Royal  Society  at  p.  14, 
Appendix  A.     ' 

Considering  the  nature  of  these  inquiries  and  the  time 
necessarily  devoted  to  preliminary  experiments,  it  was 
not  to  be  supposed  that  there  would  be  much  definite 
result  to  show  in  the  first  year.  But  on  the  whole  very 
satisfactory  progress  has  been  made,  and  much  good  work 
already  accompUshed,  several  valuable  papers  having  been 
contributed  to  the  Royal  Society.  The  correspondence  with 
the  Royal  Society  on  this  subjecct  will  be  found  at  pp.  16 
to  25  of  Appendix  A, 

II.— ART  DIVISION. 

Aid  given  towards  the  Peomotion  of  Instruction  in 
Elementary  Drawing  as  a  Part  of  National  Edu- 
cation, AND  IN  Fine  Art  as  applied  to  Industry. 

15.  The  NcUional  Art  Trainvag  School. — During  the  year  n***^^^. 
1876-77,  41  students  in  training  to  become  Art  Teachers  taKBchooL 
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and  14  national  scholai*B  in  training  to  become  de^igner8 
or  Art-workmen,  received  allowances  to  enable  them  to 
study  in  the  School  and  Museums ;  20  stud^its  were  ad- 
mitted on  payment  of  half  fees ;  and  98  others,  including 
the  students  in  training,  the  Naticmal  Scholars,  and  17  meu 
of  the  corps  of  Roy^  Engineers  received  gratuitous  in- 
struction. 

Five  students  in  training  were  appointed  to  masterships 
in  Schools  of  Art. 

At  the  annual  examinations  for  advanced  or  third  grade 
Art  certificates,  held  in  February  and  July  1 877,  21  students 
of  the  Training  School  obtained  certificates  qualifyixig  tiie 
holders  of  them  to  earn  payments  from  the  Department  bk 
Teachers  in  Schools  of  Art. 

Two  gold,  10  silver,  16  bronze  medals,  and  42  Queen's 
prizes  in  the  National  Competition  were  awarded  to  students 
of  the  Training  School,  besides  43  prizes  of  books,  &c. 
for  works  sent  in  for  examination.  The  number  of  students 
was  878 ;  and  the  fees  received  amounted  to  3,81 4i.  Is,, 
of  which  sum  260i.  7«.  was  paid  by  evening  students,  and 
8,554i.  by  day  students. 

Bt^ing  16.  The  Etching  CZoas.— This  class  has  been  conducted 

during  the  past  session  by  Mr.  A.  Legros,  Slade  Professor 
of  Fine  Art  in  University  College,  and  has  been  attended 
by  an  average  of  6  students  of  the  Training  School ;  and 
the  Wood  Engraving  Class,  under  the  instruction  of  Mr. 
C.  Roberts,  has  been  attended  by  an  average  of  nine 
students. 

sd^oois  of  ]  7.  Schools  of  Art — New  schools  have  been  established 
during  the  year  1877  at  Barnstaple,  Doncaster,  Keswick, 
and  Weymouth.  The  total  number  of  Schools  of  Art  in 
operation  throughout  the  kingdom  was  144.  The  total 
number  of  students  in  these  schools  was  29,414. 

The  annual  incre^ase  reported  in  previous  years  in  the 
work  done  in  the  schools  and  their  branches  continues 
to  be  maintained.  At  the  annual  examination  in  April 
1877,  18,131  students  submitted  138,199  drawings  or 
models ;  the  corresponding  numbers  in  1876  having  been 
17,069  students,  and  122,563  works.  In  this  competition 
15,192  students,  on  account  of  whose  instruction  payments 
were  made  to  the  committees  of  the  Schools,  were  of  the 
industrial  classes.  In  the  examinations  in  2nd  grade  draw- 
ing 4,692  students  of  Schools  of  Art  were  successful,  and 
1,392  obtained  prizes.

19.  Art  Glasses, — The  number  of  students  was  29,679  ArtoiMiei. 
in  910  classes,  the  corresponding  numbers  in  1 876  having 

been  31,158  in  883  classea  3,532  students  in  these  classes 
passed  the  examination  of  the  2nd  grade,  848  obtained 
2nd  grade  prizes,  and  505  obtained  prizes  for  works  sent 
Tip  for  inspection. 

20.  Elementaa^y    Day  Schools.  —  In   3,767  elementary  mwn^tary 
schools  549,010  children  were  taught  drawing,  and  403,208      ^ 
were  examined  at  the  annual  examination  in  March  1877. 

These  numbers,  compared  with  those  of  1876,  present  an 
increase  of  432  schools,  88,049  children  taught,  and  71,860 
examined  ;  the  corresponding  totals  in  1876  having  been 
3,335,  460,961,  and  331,348.  The  total  amount  of  the 
grants  in  aid  of  instruction  in  drawing  in  Elementary 
Schools  in  1877  was  27,965t.  is.  5d,,  showing  an  increase 
of  5,901Z.  68.  lid.  on  the  amount  granted  in  1876,  namely, 
22,063?.  17s.  6d. 

21.  Training  Colleges  for  Elementary  School  Teachers.  Training 
— At  the  examination  of  47  Training  Colleges,  in  Novem-  ^"**^ 

ber,  697  students  in  training,  teachers,  and  pupil-teachers 
obtained  certificates  for  drawing.  The  total  amount  granted 
to  the  Training  Colleges  increased  from  1,285Z.  in  1876,  to 
1,3931  in  1877. 

22.  Grants  i/n  aid  of  the  Purchase  of  JExamples,  Ap-  ®"^*<>; 
paratus,  a/nd  Fittings. — In   1875,  the   sum   granted  was  Jr  exa^iea, 
2,314?.

31,918/.  in  1873  to  49,960Z.  in  1877,  or  nearly  60  per  cent. 
of  increase^  an  amount  which  compares  favourably  with 
the  increase  of  the  means  of  instruction,  and  the  number  of 
persons  taught.

III.— SOUTH  KENSINGTON  MUSEUM. 

27.  Art  Musev/m. — Purchases. — Mr.  Richard  Thompson,  ArtMu- 
the  Acting  Director  of  the  Museum,  reports  that  owing  to  Purchases^ 
the  reduction  of  the  purchase  vote,  the  acquisitions  made 
during  the  year  were  not  numerous.  The  principal  objects 
obtained  were  two  remarkable  Limoges  enamels  by  L.  Li- 
mousin, a  triptych  by  Penicaud,  and  some  interesting 
specimens  of  Majolica. 

28.  Gifts  and  Loa/ns. — ^Numerous  donations  and  bequests  Gifts  and 
were  made  to  the  Museum  in  1877.    H.I.M.  the  Shah  of  ^""^ 
Persia  presented  a  valuable  collection  of  Persian  carpets  and 
other  textile  fabrics,  and  H,R.H.  the  Crown  Princess  of 
Germany  gave  an  interesting  enamelled  terra-cotta  panel 

of  early  B^lin  work.  Among  the  loans  may  be  mentioned 
the  important  collection  of  objects  of  early  Greek  Art, 
known  as  the  Troy  Collection,  excavated  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  Schliemann  from  the  supposed  site  of  ancient 
Troy,  some  rare  examples  of  old  Greek  glass  from  Monsieur 
Plot,  and  from  Lord  Beauchamp  a  fine  collection  of  minia- 
tures. 

Lists  of  purchases,  gifts,  and  loans  will  be  found  at  pages 
461-71. 

29.  Reproductions. — The    additions  to    this    collection  Reproduc- 
comprised  a  selection  of  electrotypes  from  Italian  bronzes  *  ^"^ 

in  the  Museum,  and  from  examples  of  Persian  metal  work, 
also  reproductions  in  plaster  of  the  Font  in  the  church  of 
St.  Bartholomew  at  Lifege,  and  of  the  two  Cantorie  origin- 
ally in  the  Daomo  at  Florence,  respectively  sculptured  by 
Donatello  and  Luca  deUa  Robbia. 
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reports  that  numerous  paiatings  and  drawings  have  beea 
purchased  for  circulation.  Some  interesting  additions  have 
also  been  made  to  the  historical  series  of  British  oil  and 
w'ater  colour  paintings.  Among  the  gifts  to  this  section  of 
the  Museum  during  the  year  were  five  valuable  studies  by 
Mons.  A.  Legros. 

Circulation.  81.  GiTcvXajtion  of  Art  directs, — The  results  of  the  circu- 
lation of  works  of  Art  to  museums  and  institutions  through- 
out the  country  continue  to  be  satisfactory.

By  "The  Dublin  Science  and  Art  Museum  Act,  1877,"  Science  and 
all  the  collections  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society,  with  some  Dub^f®'*" 
trifling  exceptions,  including  the  Society's  Library  and  the 
Joly  Library,  were  transferred  to  and  vested  in  the  Science 
and  Art  Department,  the  land  and  buildings  being  at  th6 
same  time  vested  in  the  Board  of  Works  in  Dublin.  This 
was  the  result  of  an  inquiry  made  on  the  spot  by  Lord 
Sandon,  then  Vice-President,  Sir  M.  Hicks  Beach,  then 
Chief  Secretary  for  Ireland,  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Smith,  then 
Secretary  to  the  Treasury,  during  the  autumn  of  1875. 
Lord  Sandon's  letter  to  the  Royal  Dublin  Society  and  the 
Boyal  Irish  Academy,  announcing  the  decision  of  the 
Government,  is  given  at  p.  5  of  the  Appendix.  The  agree- 
ment and  arrangements  made  with  theee  Societies  will  be 
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found  immediately  succeeding  these  letters.  In  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Lord  Sandon's  letter  the  following

We  were  most  desirous  of  commencing  the  new  Science 
and  Art  Museum  at  once,  and  steps  were  taken  for  the 
preparation  of  plans  and  estimates  so  that  the  works  might 
have  been  begun  this  year.  But  great  objection  was  taken 
in  Dublin  to  the  only  available  site — one  which  we  believe 
to  be  admirably  adapted  to  the  purpose  ;  and  a  memorial 
to  that  effect  largely  and  influentially  signed  was  presented 
to  the  Irish  Government.  We  are  also  informed  by  Lord 
Pembroke's  agent  that  his  lordship  would  object — nndet 
the  powers  resei'ved  to  him  by  the  lease  of  1855 — ^to  any 
building  on  Leinster  Lawn.  These  objections  appear  to 
us  to  be  founded  on  a  misapprehension  as  to  the  nature  of 
the  building  proposed  to  be  erected  and  the  effect  it  would 
have  on  the  present  flower  garden  in  Leinster  Lawn,  and 
we  cannot  but  regret  that  it  was  not  felt  that  the  loss  of 
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a  few  flower  beds  would  be  far  more  than  compensated  for 
by  a  handsome,  commodious,  and  well-lighted  Science  and 
Art  Museum.  But  under  the  circumstances  we  were  power- 
less in  the  matter.  No  steps  can  be  taken  for  commencing 
this  building,  for  providing  proper  accommodation  for  the 
National  Library,  or  for  enlarging  the  Art  School,  till  the 
arrangements  for  removing  the  Agricultural  Department  of 
the  Royal  Dublin  Society  are  complete,  and  even  then  the 
site  for  the  Science  and  Art  Museum  will  be  in  no  way 
comparable  to  that  across  the  end  of  Leinster  Lawn,  while 
much  delay  is  necessarily  entailed. 

The  !^yal  Dublin  Society,  who  gave  up  their  superin- 
tendence of  the  Natural  History  Museum,  Library,  and 
Botanic  Gardens  on  the  14th  August  1877,  report  up  to 
that  date  on  the  state  of  those  departments.  Their  Report 
win  be  found  at  page  524. 

We  have  appointed  Dr.  Steele,  the  late  Assistant  Secre- 
tary of  the  Society,  the  Director  of  the  new  Science  and 
Art  Museum,  and  most  of  the  former  staff  have  been  con- 
tinued in  their  oflSces. 

52.  Many  important  and  valuable  additions  have  been  Natural 
made  to  the  various  classes  of  the  Natural  History  Mu-  SiweSu 
8eum,  among  other  objects  a  specimen  of  the  fish  Ceratodua 
fosteri,  and  a  fine  collection  of  British  insects  may  be  men- 
tioned.   The  number  of  visitors  during  the  year  amounted 

to  103,616. 

53.  There  were  25,803  readera  in  the  Library  in  1877,  National 
being  an  increase  of  3,500  on  the  previous  year.  Library. 

64.  •Olaenevi/n    Botanic    Gardens.  —  The    exchange   of  oiasneyin 
plants  and  seeds  with  other  kindred  establishments  at  home  ^"^"'• 
and  abroad  was  effected  on  the  usual  extensive  scale.     The 
number  of  visitors  to  the  gardens  during  the  year  was 
257^4f3o^  being  a  large  increase  as  compared  with  former 
years. 

YI. — Geological  Survey  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

55.  Extent  of  Area  surveyed, — Professor  Ramsay,  the  Areaaur- 
Director-General  of  the  Geological  Survey,  reports  that  the  ^^^^^ 
total  area  surveyed  in  England  and  Wales  during  the  past 
year  amounts  to  1,954  square  miles,  an  increase  of  127 
square  miles  over  the  return  for  1876  ;  in  Scotland  325 
square  miles,  and  in  Ireland  776  square  miles.  The  total 
area  for  the  United  Kingdom,  exclusive  of  316  square 
miles,  re-surveyed  in  Ireland,  amounts  to  3,055  square 
miles. 
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56.  The  preparation  and  publication  of  maps  and  me- 
moirs has  been  continued.  Full  details  of  the  progress 
made  will  be  found  in  the  Directors'  reports  at  pages  489- 
504  of  the  Appendix.

and  several  evening  meetings  were  held  for  the  discussion 
of  papers  connected  with  science  and  the  useful  arts. 
There  was  an  average  attendance  at  these  meetings  of  177 
persona

branch  is  dependant  upon  the  private  resources  of  the 
Society. 

60.  School  of  Art — An  abstract  of  the  returns  connected 
with  the  School  of  Art  is  appended  to  the  report  of  the 
Assistant  Director  for  Art  at  page  336  of  the  Appendix  C. 

The  total  number  of  persons  who  visited  the  various 
departments  during  the  year  amounted  to  418,175,  showing 
an  increase  of  67,173  on  the  attendance  in  1876. 

61.  Royal  Zoological  Society  of  Ireland, — The  report  of 
the  Council  of  this  societj^,  is  given  at  page  530.  The 
number  of  visitors  to  the  gardens  was  102,416,  and  the 
receipts  from  admission  were  l,367i.  4«.  lOd. 

62.  Royal  Hibernian  Academy  of  Arts, — The  Council 
report  a  marked  improvement  in  the  development  of  the 
Academy.     The  annual  exhibition  of  works  was  attended 
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by  a  large  number  of  visitors,  and  a  steady  increase  is 
shown  in  the  receipts  therefrom.  Additional  buildings, 
given  to  the  Academy,  are  in  course  of  erection.

The  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education  have  had  under  Course  of 
their  consideration   the  resolutions  of  the  Council  of  Professors  for-  In»toPuctiou 
warded  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Smyth  in  his  letter  of  the  10th  Ju)y  1877,  ^^^<«y- 
together  with  a  statement  by  Mr.  Judd>  ^e  Professor  of  Geology^  and 
IVofessor  Ramsay's  letter  of  the  8th  November  1877. 

As  it  ^^ears  from  these  documents  that  no  sufficient  accommodation 
is  available  in  the  Royal  School  of  Mines  for  the  efficient  teaching  of 
geology,  thw  Lordslups  have  decided  to  remove  that  ooiurse  of  instruc- 
tion ii  the  Science  Schools  at  South  Kensington,  where  it  can  be  carried 
en  in  the  rooms  whidi  are  used  in  the  eariier  part  of  the  session  for 
biologieal  instruction.  My  Lords  are  consequentiy  prepared  to  act  on 
iVolbssor  Ramsay's  recommendation,  and  to  place  the  collection  of  rook 
spedmens  in  charge  of  the  Director  of  the  English  Survey.  They  trust 
iM  Professor  Judd  will  understand  that  this  change  is  made  purely 
with  a  view  to  meet  the  present  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  not  in 
SBj  wmr  as  reflecting  on  his  fitness  for  taking  charge  of  the  collections^ 
4>f  whicn  my  Lords  are  quite  satisfied. 

At  the  same  tfane  it  must  be  clearly  understood  that  such  charge  is 
taken  by  the  Director  of  the  Survey,  and  that  no  officer  of  the  survev  is 
1c«pt  in  London  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  or  looking  after  the  collec- 
tion ;  and^  further,  that  a  complete  teaching  collection  of  specimens  as

2.  They  therefore  determine  that  in  future  a  special  examination  in- 
Science  shall  be  held  in  training  colleges  in  December,  immediately  before 
the  ordinary  Christmas  examination, 

3.  The  examination  will  not  be  open  to  acting  teachers.  It  will  be 
held  in  those  subjects  only  for  which  a  special  course  of  instruction  i» 
provided  in  the  time-table  of  the  college,  and  will  be  conducted  by  one 
of  Her  Majesty's  inspectors,  or  by  an  officer  of  the  Science  and  Art 
Department.  Special  committees  will  no  longer  be  required  for  the 
training  colleges ;  such  returns  as  are  necessary  will  be  made  by  the 
principal. 

4.  No  student  in  a  training  college  will  be  allowed  to  attend  the  May 
examinations  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department,  except  in  physical 
geography  in  May  1878. 

5.  Tiie  examination  will  be  confined  to  the  following  nine  subjects : — 

1.  Mathematics. 

2.  Theoretical  Mechanics. 

3.  Applied  Mechanics. 

4.  Acoustics,  Light  and  Heat. 
6.  Magnetism  and  Electricity.

8.  Elementary  £otany. 

9.  Physiography. 

6.  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  take  up  more  than  two  subjects  in 
anv  one  year.  Women  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  more  than  one 
subject  in  a  year. 

7.  The  examination,  except  for  mathematics,  will  be  based  on  the 
syllabus  of  the  several  subjects  given  in  the  Science  Directory.  But  the 
two  stages,  elementary  and  advanced,  will  be  treated  as  a  whole,  one 
paper  only  being  set.  These  exMnination  pai>ers  will  be  framed  much 
as  the  present  May  papers  are  framed,  that .  is  to  say,  with  a  certain 
number  of  compulsory  questions  and  a  certain  number  of  optional 
questions,  some  of  the  latter  being  more  difficult  and  more  hk^hly 
marked  than  the  rest.

AKD        Society  and  of  the  Royal  Irish  Academy  in  those  preliminaiy  measures 

DA«^?^^»  ^^^^  ^'^  absolutely  necessary  to  carry  out  a  iDompreheusive  plan,  which 

tiiey  trust  will  be  worthy  of  the  metropolis  of  Ireland,  and  dhU  tiand  to 

foster  and  develop  the  natural  genius  and  taste  of  her  people. 

2.  From  the  representations  idiidi  hare  been  made  to  the  Govern- 
ment as  to  the  general  wishes  of  the  oountry ;  from  Iherecommendattom 
of  the  Commission  of  which  the  Duke  of  Leinster,  then  the  Marquis  of 
Kildare,  was  chairman  in  1868 ;  and  from  the  evidence  given  before 
that  Commission,  it  appears  that  the  time  has  now  arrived  when  the 
wants  of  the  commum^  at  large  have  outgrown  the  useful  action  of 
private  societies,  and  when  a  thorough  re-arrangement  and  consoUdation 
of  existing  iDstitutioos  have  become  essential  as  a  condition  precedent 
to  further  pro^^ress. 

3.  With  tins  view  their  Lordships  propose  to  build,  on  a  site  adja- 
cent to  Leinster  House,  a  Science  and  Art  Museum  for  Ireland,  some- 
what similar  to  that  now  existing  in  Edinburgh  for  Scotiand ;  and  to 
remove  the  Natural  History  Museum  to  the  same  building,  supplying  it 
with  funds  and  stafP  sufficient  for  its  development  into  a  NationiJ 
Museum  of  Natural  History. 

4.  The  coUections  of  the  Geologkal  Survey  and  the  industrial  col- 
lections still  retained  in  the  Royal  College  of  ^enoe  would  be  removed 
to  the  same  building,  the  former  collections  remaining,  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  survey,  under  its  officers,  for  whom  c3ices  may  pvobably 
be  provided  in  Leinster  House. 

^  S,  The  Ubrary  would  Ihen  be  transferred  from  Leinster  House  into 
the  building  now  occupied  by  the  Natural  Hiaixaj  Museuvu  and  supplied 
with  the  funds  and  staff  necessary  to  develop  it  into  a  pubho  nataona] 
library  under  the  superintendence  of  a  council  of  twelve  trustees,  eight 
of  whom  would  be  nominated  by  the  Royal  Dublin  Society  and  four  by 
the  Government.  The  officers  of  the  library  would  be  appointed  by  the 
council  of  trustees.  And  as  the  members  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society 
would  ei^oy  no  greater  privileges  than  the  public  generally,  their  present 
contribution  to  it  would  cease. 

6.  Hie  collections  of  the  Royal  Irish  Academy  would  also  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Science  and  Art  Museum,  the  officers  at  present  in  charge 
of  them  becoming  officers  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department. 

7.  The  Science  and  Art  Museum,  which  would  thus  be  an  entirely 
new  institution,  having  the  same  scope  and  object  as  the  Science  and 
Art  Museum  in  Edinburgh,  would  oe  maintained  and  managed  in  a 
similar  manner.  Its  collections  would  consist  of  purchases,  for  which  an 
annual  vote  would  be  taken  ;  of  loans,  especially  from  the  South  Ken- 
sington Museum ;  and  it  ma^  reasonably  be  hoped  of  donations  from 
public  spirited  individuals  in  Ireland, 

8.  It  is  believed  that  it  would  be  most  advisable  to  accommodate  ihe 
Royal  Irish  Aos^emyin  Leinster  House  where,  after  the  removal  of  tiie 
library  of  the  Royal  Dubhn  Society,  ample  space  may  be  found  for  both 
the  Boval  Dublin  Society  and  the  Royal  Irish  Academy,  with  well  adap- 
ted ana  dignified  rooms  for  their  meetings,  and  for  the  Ubrary  of  the 
latter  Society.  They  would  also  be  in  proximity  to  the  very  valuable  and 
interesting  artistic  and  scientific  collections  of  the  proposed  National 
Museum,  as  well  as  to  the  National  Library,  which  woidd  then  be  centred 
upon  this  spot. 

9.  Hie  Art  school  would  be  made  a  special  metropolitan  schO(^,  the 
Royal  Dublin  Society  being  reheved  of  their  management  of  and  contri- 
butions to  it. 

10.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  foregoing  arrangements,  and  to  hSord 
to  the  State  the  requisite  control  over  property  and  buildings  upon  whidi 
a  large  amount  of  public  money  is  to  be  expended,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
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obtain  an  Act  of  Parliament  amending  the  17  &  18  Vict.  c.  xdx.,  and  Appendix  A. 
to  ve«t  aU  the  buildings  and  land  now  held  by  the  Roval  Dublin  Society    mottm 
in  the  Government,  except  the  premises  fronting  on  Kildare  Place,  now       avd 
used  for   the   agricultural  museum  and  shows  by  the  Royal  Dublin      Oobbb- 
Society,  and  to  purchase,  if  possible,  the  fee  simple  of  such  part  of  the  •^'"»*o*- 
property  as  is  held  on  lease. 

11.  These  arrangements  will  necessarily  entail  the  surrender  by  the 
Royal  Dublin  Society  and  the  Royal  Irish  Academy  of  some  privileges 
which  they  now  enjoy,  and  will  deprive  them  of  some  of  those  functions 
which  they  have  hitherto  exercised ;  but  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Council  on  Education  wish  it  to  be  distinctly  understood  that  they 
in  no  way  undervalue  the  eminent  services  which  the  Royal  Dublin 
Society  and  the  Royal  Irish  Academy  have  rendered  to  Ireland.  They 
trust  that  those  services  may  still  be  continued,  for  it  may  be  observed 
that  the  autonomy  and  functions  of  the  Societies  would  be  in  no  degree 
affected,  except  as  provided  in  the  foregoing ;  nor  does  this  scheme  in 
any  way  interfere  with  the  aid  in  repairs,  &c.,  now  afforded  to  the  Royal 
Dublin  Society  for  the  maintenance  of  its  agricultural  department ;  or 
with  the  grants  to  the  Royal  Irish  Academy  for  literary  and  sdentifio 
research. 

12.  Their  Lordships  further  earnestly  desire  to  retain  the  advantage 
of  the  assistance  and  authority  which  the  continued  co-operation  of  the 
societies  with  the  Government  in  this  more  extensive  national  under- 
taking would  afford,  and  in  order  to  aid  them  in  the  administration  of  the 
Science  and  Art  Museum,  tiie  Natural  History  collections,  and  the 
Botanic  Gardens  ther  propose  to  constitute  a  Board  of  Visitors  consist- 
ing of  12  members,  4  nominated  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  6  bv  the  Royal 
Dublin  Society,  3  by  the  Royal  Irish  Academy,  the  members  to  be 
appointed  for  a  limited  time  but  to  be  re-eligible,  and  a  President  to  be 
elected  annuallv  by  the  Board.  The  duties  of  the  Board  of  Visitors 
would  be  tc  make  annual  Reports  to  the  Science  and  Art  Department, 
which  should  be  laid  before  Parliament,  on  iiie  condition,  management, 
and  requirements  of  the  Museum,  and  to  advise  on  points  affectmg  the 
administration. 

13.  The  Science  and  Art  Museum  would  be  under  a  director,  an 
officer  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department  directly  responsible  to  it,  as 
at  Edinburgh,  with  a  sufficient  staff. 

14.  The  Natural  History  Museum  would  be  under  a  curator  paid 
hj  the  State  as  at  present ;  but  he  would  be  appointed  by,  and  respon- 
sible to  the  Science  and  Art  Department,  and  not  to  a  committee  of  the 
Royal  Dublin  Society.  It  is  not  necessair  here  to  consider  the  exact 
relations  of  this  officer  to  the  Director  of  the  Science  and  Art  Museum, 
but  they  would  probably  be  somewhat  similar  to  those  of  the  Curator  of 
the  Natural  History  Museum  in  Edinburgh  to  the  Director  of  the  Science 
and  Art  Museum. 

16.  The  Botanic  gardens,  Glasnevin^  would  be  under  a  curator  paid 
bj  the  State  as  at  present ;  but  he  would  be  appointed  by,  and  respon- 
sible to,  the  Science  and  Ait  Dei)artment. 

16.  The  Director^of  the  Science  and  Art  Museum  would  act  as 
accounting  officer  for  iQl  the  votes  of  pubHc  money,  and  would  be  the 
medium  of  communication  with  the  Science  and  Art  Department. 

17.  Their  Lordships  trust  that  this  communication  will  receive  the 
eariy  attention  of  your  Sociehr.

1.  The  Government  will  allot  to  the  Royal  Dublin  Society  iii 
Leinster  House  such  accommodation,  free  of  rent  and  taxes,  as  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Government  is  sufficient  for  the  functions  of  the 
Society  still  remaining  to  it  in  science  and  agriculture.  The  conditions 
of  occupation  will  be  the  same  as  those  accorded  to  the  learned  societies 
in  Burhngton  House. 

2.  The  Government  will  propose  a  grant  of  10,000/.  to  be  invested 
by  the  Society  with  the  approval  of  the  Government,  and  to  be  made 
subject  to  the  trusts  of  the  present  charters,  or  any  alteration  of  them,  in 
full  compensation  for  any  proprietary  right  of  the  Society  in  the  lands, 
buildings,  or  collections,  with  the  exception  of  the  scientific  serials,  the 
transactions,  8ic,,  of  other  learned  societies,  and  the  works  of  Art  at 
present  in  Leinster  House,  of  which  last  a  list  shall  be  made  to  be 
approved  by  the  Government.  Provision  to  be  made  for  full  and  free 
access  by  the  public  at  all  reasonable  times  to  the  serials  and  trans- 
aotions  referred  to. 

3.  The  opinion  of  the  Librarian  of  the  British  Museum  shall  be 
taken  as  to  any  earlier  editions  of  modem  books,  or  duplicates,  which  in 
his  judgment  are  not  required  for  the  National  Labrary ;  and  such  books 
shall  be  re-transferred  to  the  Royal  Dublin  Society. 

4.  The  Society  in  future  to  provide  its  own  stftfP  of  officers  and  its 
own  printing.  But  the  Government  will  authorise  the  Stationery  Office 
to  continue  to  print  the  prooeedinffs  and  transactions  of  the  Society, 
limiting  them  strictly  to  its  scientific  work,  for  a  period  of  hve  years 
from  the  date  of  the  transfer  of  the  collections,  with  the  view  of  assi^ing 
-the  society  to  re-organise  itself  on  an  independent  basis. 

5.  The  lecture  htdl,  laboratory,  and  the  necessary  offices  to  be  reserved 
to  the  Society,  or  an  equivalent  provided. 

6.  The  existing  privileges  of  passing  through  Leinster  Lawn  and 
the  courtyard  of  Leinster  House  to  be  reserved  to  members  of  the 
Sode^. 

7.  Sulnect  to  the  consent  of  the  Director,  the  collections  in  the 
Botanical  Gaidens  and  the  Natural  History  Museum  to  be  available,  as 
heretof(Mre,  in  illustration  of  the  papers  read  before  the  Society. 

8.  Members  who  have  joined  Uie  Society  before  the  Ist  of  Janoajy 
1878,  to  be  allowed  to  borrow  books  as  at  present  from  tiie  library, 
subject  to  regulations  to  he  laid  down  by  tne  librarian,  and  to  have 
f^  admittance  to  the  Museum  at  all  times  at  which  it  is  open  to  the 
public. 

9.  The  Government  will  either  allow  the  agricultural  shows  of  the 
Society  to  be  continued  in  Kildare  Street,  affording  equal  fSsdlities  to 
those  enjoyed  at  present,  c*  provide,  either  by  grant  or  by  lands  and

the  Society  may  be  subjected  to  by  reason  of  the  removal  of  the  shows 

from  the  centre  of  the  city  to  the  suburbs,  or  by  discontinuance  of  the 
aid  given  in  the  maintenance  of  the  buildings,  and  the  (jovemment  will 
ask  for  votes  accordingly. 

11.  Vested  interests  of  officers  paid  from  public  funds  shall  be  pre- 
served, so  far  as  they  are  so  paid. 

12.  The  Society  to  be  relieved  of  any  expense  with  regard  to  the 
School  of  Art  from  and  after  the  passing  of  the  BiU. 

13.  The  libraiy  and  collections  of  the  Society  with  the  exceptions 
above-named  to  be  conveyed  to  the  Government,  to  be  placed  in  the  pro- 
posed National  Library  and  Museum,  and  to  be  retained  in  Ireland  on 
behalf  of  the  public. 

14.  The  Rc^  Dublin  Society  will  undertake  to  assist  in  the  passage 
of  the  Bill  now  before  Parliamenti  and  will  concur  in  the  introduction  of 
any  clause  or  clauses  that  may  be  necessary  to  vest  the  library  and  the 
collections  in  Her  Mcgesty's  Government  for  the  purpose  of  a  Public 
library  and  Museum. 

15.  The  Government  will  be  prepared,  at  the  request  of  the  Society, 
to  recommend  to  Her  Mi^esty  to  grant  such  a  new  cnarter  or  charters  as, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Government,  may  be  required  by  the  altered  cir- 
cumstances and  condition  of  the  Society.

Dr.  Steele  to  be  requested  to 
undertake  those  general  executive  functions  which  have  been  hitherto 
performed  by  the  committee  of  the  school. 

3.  The  staff  of  the  school  to  be  as  follows,  with  the  salaries  and 
proportion  of  fees  stated.  This  distribution  of  fees  to  remain  in  force 
untfl  they  amount  to  800/.,  when  they  exceed  that  sum  the  excess  to  be 
paid  into  the  Treasury,  or  the  scale  revised  to  provide  for  additional

4.  My  Lords  approve  of  the  accompanying  prospectus  for  the  next 
session  of  the  school. 

5.  With  a  view  of  offering  facilities  for  the  training  of  teachers, 
four  scholarships  will  be  attached  to  the  school,  open  to  students  in  the 
Schools  of  Art  in  Ireland  on  the  same  conditions  as  at  the  central  school 
at  South  Kensington.  The  admission  to,  and  the  promotion  in^  the 
class  of  students  in  training  will  be  made  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Head  Master,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Director  for  Art.  The  com- 
petition for  the  admission  to  the  training  school  at  South  Kensington 
will  still  be  open  to  these  and  other  students  in  Ireland. 

6.  With  a  view  to  increase  the  acoomomdation  in  the  School  of  Art, 
which  is  now  indifferent  and  insufficient,  my  Lords  direct  that  an  appli- 
cation be  made  to  the  Treasiuy  to  request  that  their  Lordships  will  direct 
the  Office  of  Works  in  Ireland  to  prepare  plans,  in  concert  with  the 
Science  and  Art  Department,  with  a  view  to  take  the  necessary  sum  in 
the  estimates  for  18/8-79 ;  and  that  they  will  sanction  such  works  in  the 
way  of  alterations,  deaninff,  and  repurs,  as  are  immediately  necessary 
for  opening  the  school  for  Uie  next  session  commencing  1st  October.

My  Lords  are  there&M*e  prepared  to  accede  to  the  suggestion  of  the  ''"'*^'*''' 
Royal  Irish  Academy  that  the  same  course  should  be  taken  respecting 
the  collection  of  the  Academy  as  that  which  was  adopted  by  the  Treasunr 
with  regard  to  that  of  the  Society  of  Antiquaries  of  Scotland.  Theur 
Lordships  might  not  unreasonably  have  demurred  to  placmg  the  Royal 
Irish  Academy  in  a  similar  position  to  the  Society  of  Antiquaries  of 
Scotland,  inasmuch  as  the  collections  of  the  latter,  were  aU  acquired  bv 
private  funds,  whereas  a  large  proportion  of  those  of  the  Royal  Irish 
Academy  have  been  purchased  out  of  funds  provided  by  Parliament ;

ment, I  am  directed  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  to  acquaint  vou,  for  the 
information  of  the  Royal  Irish  Academy,  that  His  Grace  has  been  in 
communication  with  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury 
and  the  Science  and  Art  Department  on  the  subject,  with  the  view  of 
devising  such  modifications  in  detail  of  the  original  scheme  proposed  in 
Lord  Sandon's  communication  of  the  9th  of  February  1877,  directed  to 
the  President  of  the  Academy,  as,  while  not  interfering  with  the  estab- 
lishment in  Dublin  of  a  comprehensive  National  Museum  of  Science  and 
Art,  would  at  the  same  time  meet  the  objections  entertained  by  the 
membcors  of  the  Boyal  Irish  Academy  to  the  original  scheme,  and  aJso  to 
the  transfer  of  the  charge  of  their  vote  from  the  Lord  Lieutenant  to  the 
Science  and  Art  Department.

Edinburgh. 

My  Lord  Duke,  Edinburgh,  27th  Feb.,  1877. 

It  was  with  great  satisfaction  that  your  memorialists  became 
aware  a  short  time  ago  of  the  intention  of  Her  Majesty's  Government 
to  apply  to  Parliament  for  an  annual  grant  of  4,000/.  to  give  further  aid 
to  scientific  research  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  learnt  that  the  admi- 
nistration of  the  grant  was  to  be  vested  in  the  Science  and  Art  Depart- 
ment of  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education. 

Your  memorialists  observe  from  your  JGrace's  letter  to  tho  President 
of  the  Royal  Society  of  London,  dated  29th  April  1876,  announcing  the 
grant,  that  it  was  proposed  to  add  the  above  sum  of  4,000/,  to  the  annual 
grant  of  1,000/.,  which  has  been  for  some  years  under  the  charge  of  a 
Committee  of  the  said  Society,  so  that  the  new  grant  to  be  voted  by 
Parliament  should  in  future  be  5,000/. ;  and  that  the  Board  for  advising 
Government  in  the  appropriation  of  the  united  sum  of  5,000/.  was  to  be 
the  said  Royal  Society  Committee  conjoined  with  the  presidents  of  15 
other  scientific  societies  as  named  in  your  Grace's  letter. 

The  representative  character  of  this  arrangement  gives  much  satisfac- 
tion to  your  memorialists. 

Your  memorialists  have  entire  confidence  that  a  committee  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  London  will  give  sound  advice  and  efficient  assistance 
to  Her  Majes^s  Government  m  all  matters  within  the  range  of  its  own 
knowledge.  But  it  is  scarcely  possible  for  that  society  of  itself  to  be 
well  informed  regarding  scientific  researches  which  may  be  carried  on  in 
sll  parts  of  the  tjnited  Kingdom,  or  regarding  the  individuals  who  may 
purpose  to  carry  on  such  researches. 

In  proof  of  this  remark,  it  may  be  allowable  to  refer  to  the  above- 
mentioned  annual  grant  of  1,000/.,  which  in  like  manner  was  intended 
by  Government  to  encourage  scientific  researches  throughout  the  whole 
kingdom.  The  administration  of  that  grant  was  entrusted  to  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Royal  Society  of  London,  which  Committee  consisted  of 
its  Council  (21  in  number)  and  21  other  Fellows  of  the  Society.  During 
liie  26  years  that  this  grant  has  continued,  the  whole  <  f  the  money 
expended  has  been  appropriated  to  experiments  and  researches  carried  on 
{with  one  or  two  exceptions)  by  Fellows  of  the  Royal  Society  of  London. 
No  part  of  the  grant  has  ever  been  applied  to  scientific  researches  in 
lidand ;  in  fact,  the  existence  of  the  grant  was  unknown  in  Lreland ; 
and  less  than  1,000/.  during  all  these  years  came  to  Scotland.  In  one 
particular  year  (viz.,  in  1864),  because  of  there  being  no  applications  to 
the  London  Royal  Society  Committee  for  a  share  of  the  grant,  the  whole 
sum  of  1,000/.  for  that  year  was  repaid  to  the  Treasury. 

Your  memorialists  impute  no  blame  whatever  to  the  Conmiittee  of  the 
Royil  Society  of  London  for  the  abo>e-mentioned  results,  but  they 
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Ai>pendiz  A.  believe,  that  had  other  societies  been  oonjoined  with  the  Committee  of 
MiiruTK    ^^^  Society  in  the  administration  of  the  1,000/.  grant,  these  results 

AXD       would  not  have  occurred. 
BPo^DBMOB       Your  memoriaHsts,  therefore,  trust  that  Her  Majesty's  Government 
^  ^    '  will  adhere  to  its  intention  of  conjoining  in  the  management  of  any 
grant  or  grants  for  scientific  research  in  the  United  Kingdom  represen- 
tatives ol  scientific  bodies,  in  Scotland  and  Ireland,  as  well  as  in 
London. 

Your  memorialists  observe,  that  in  the  letter  irom  jour  Grace,  before 
referred  to,  it  is  proposed  to  have  onlj  the  presidents  of  other  scientific 
bodies  members  of  the  combined  administrative  bod j.  It  ma^  happen, 
however,  that  the  individufJ  holding  the  oflioe  of  president  is  himself 
carrying  on,  or  intending  to  carry  on,  important  scientific  researches, 
deserving  a  share  of  the  grant.  Sir  William  Thomson,  the  Pftsident  of 
their  Society,  is  in  that  position,  as  ft*om  time  to  time  he  institutes 
scientific  researches  with  assistance  from  the  Parliamentary  Grant.  It 
seems  to  be  considered  inexpedient  that  members  of  the  administrative 
body  should  appropriate  any  share  of  the  grant  to  researches  which  they 
themselves  undertake,  and  therefore  your  memorialists  respectfully  sug- 
gest, that  should  the  president  of  any  of  the  scientific  bodies  named 
in  your  Grace's  letter  decline  to*be  a  member  of  the  administrative  body> 
it  shall  be  competent  for  the  council  of  that  society  to  name  some  other 
office  bearer  or  member  in  his  stead. 

Your  memorialists  further  suggest,  that  as  it  may  frequently  be 
inconvenient  for  the  representatives  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh, 
and  of  the  Royal  Irish  Academy,  to  attend  meetings  of  the  adminis- 
trative body  in  London  on  short  notice,  it  be  arrangea  that  meetings  of 
that  body  shall  be  held  at  stated  periods,  and  that  ten  days  previous  to 
each  meeting  the  Secretarv  shall  notify  to  members  the  applications  or 
other  business  to  come  before  the  meeting,  and  if  there  be  no  business, 
that  a  notice  to  that  effect  shall  be  sent. 

With  regard  to  the  constitution  of  the  administrative  body,  your 
memorialists  may  be  allowed  to  call  attention  to  the  circumstance,  that 
while  there  will  be,  as  members  of  it,  representatives  from  no  less  than 
12  scientiGc  societies  in  London,  only  one  such  society  in  Scotland  and 
one  in  Ireland  is  to  be  represented.  It  is  humbly  suggested  to  Her 
Majesty's  Government,  whether  this  ])ropo6ed  constitution  gives  an 
adequate  representation  of  the  various  scientific  societies  of  Scotknd  and 
Ireland.  Your  memorialists  respectfully  propose  that  there  should  be 
conferred  on  the  Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh,  and  the  Royal  Irish 
Academy,  the  privilege  of  nominating  two  representatives  for  each;  and 
if  it  be  thought  that  this  addition  would  render  the  administrative  body 
too  numerous,  this  objection  might  be  met  by  having  one  person  to 
represent  two  or  more  of  the  less  important  Ix>ndon  societies  named 
in  your  Grace's  letter. 

Lastly,  your  memorialists  desire  to  impress  on  your  Grace,  the  great 
expediency  of  taking  steps  to  notify  widely  throughout  the  United 
Kingdom  the  existence  of  the  said  two  annual  grants,  viz.,  for  1,000^. 
and  4,000;.,  and  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  intended,  so  that  the 
public  in  Scotland  and  Ireland,  as  well  as  in  England,  may  be(X)me 
fully  cognisant  of  them.

I  AM  directed  to  lay  before  your  Grace  the  following  memorial      Cobbk- 
firom  the  Council  of  the  Royal  Irish  Academy : —  bpoitdbkcb. 

Your  memorialists  learned  some  time  since  with  much  satisfitKHdon 
that  it  had  been  decided  by  Her  Majesty's  Government  to  apply  to 
Parliament  for  an  annual  grant  of  4,000/.  as  a  further  aid  to  scientific 
research  in  the  United  Kingdom.  In  your  Grace's  letter  to  the  F^e- 
flddent  of  the  Royal  Socie^  of  London,  dated  29th  April  1876,  the 
Govonment  proposed  to  invite  advice  and  assistance  in  the  appropriation 
and  expenditure  of  the  amount  above  named  from  a  Board  composed  of 
the  Grovernment  Grant  Committee  of  the  Royal  Society,  togetner  with 
the  presidents  of  fifteen  other  societies  named  m  your  Grace's  letter. 

Your  memorialists  beg  to  call  your  Grace's  attention  to  the  ft^  that 
whilst  on  this  Board  there  are  representatives  ftx>m  no  less  than  twelve 
sdentifio  societies  in  London,  tnere  is  but  one  representative  from 
Ireland^  and  one  firom  Sootland. 

It  is  submitted  that  this  arrangement  has  not  supplied  an  adequate 
repieseatation  of  Irish  and  Scottish  science. 

I  our  memorialists  therefore  respeotftilly  suggest  that  the  Royal  Irish 
Academy  and  the  Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh  should  each,  for  the 
future,  have  the  privilege  of  nommating  two  representatives. 

Your  memorialists  ooserve  that  in  your  (trace's  letter,  it  is  proposed  to 
have  only  the  presidents  of  the  Royal  Irish  Academy,  and  the  Royil 
Society  of  Edinburgh,  members  of  the  combined  administrative  body. 
Sometimes,  however,  the  person  holding  either  of  these  offices  may  him- 
sctf  be  an  appUcant  for  assistance  ftx)m  the  Parliamentary  Grant;  and^ 
farther,  in  tne  case  of  the  Royal  Irish  Academy,  a  body  which  was 
estabhshed  by  Royal  Charter  for  the  study  of  polite  literature  and 
antiquities,  as  weU  as  of  science,  it  may  sometimes  happen  that  other 
members  of  the  Council  may  be  judged  more  competent  tban  the 
prMident  to  take  part  in  the  distribution  of  funds  to  be  applied  in  aiding 
scientific  research.  It  would  therefore  seem  expedient  that  it  should  bo 
permitted  to  the  Council  of  each  of  these  bodies  to  name,  if  it  should  so 
desire,  some  other  office-bearer  or  member,  instead  of  its  president. 

Your  memorialists  further  suggest,  that  as  it  may  frequently  be  incon- 
venient for  the  representatives  of  the  Royal  Irish  Academy  and  of  the 
RojTAl  Society  of  Eainburgh,  to  attend  the  meetings'in  London  on  a  short 
notice^  it  might  be  arranged  that  those  meetings  should  be  held  at 
stated  periods,  and  that  ten  days  previous  to  each  meeting,  the  seoretaiy 
should  notify  to  members  the  applications  and  other  business  to  come 
before  the  meeting.

The  meetings  of 
the  Committee  will  be  held  at  stated  periods,  and  due  notice  will  be  given 
of  the  business  to  be  transacted. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  following  remarks 
made  by  the  President  and  Council  of  the  Royal  Society  on  certain 
statements  contained  in  your  memorial. 

"  The  assertion  that  no  part  of  the  (Government)  Grant  has  ever  been 
applied  to  scientific  researched  in  Ireland,  would  appear  to  be  based  upon 
imperfect  information,  inasmuch  as,  since  the  commencement  of  the 
grant  2,053/.  17 8.  3d,  has  been  voted  by  the  Government  Grant  Com- 
mittee for  scientific  researches  in  Ireland.  The  details  of  these  grants 
are  given  in  the  Statement  A.  enclosed  herewith. 

"The  assertion  that  the  existence  of  this  grant  was  unknown  in 
Ireland  is  not  onljr  inconsistent  with  what  has  just  been  stated,  but  is 
hard  to  reconcile  with  the  fact  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lloyd  was  a  member 
of  the  Government  Grant  Committee  at  its  first  formation  in  1850,  and 
that  distinguished  members  of  the  Ro^al  Irish  Academy  have  sub- 
sequently been  members  of  the  Committee,  and  taken  part  in  its 
proceedings. 

"  The  assertion  that  less  than  1,000/.  in  all  these  years  came  to  Scotland 
as  the  appended  Statement  B.  shows,  is  inexact.  1,459/.  lOs.  has  been 
voted  for  scientific  researches  in  Scotland,  and  275/.  must  be  fairly 
added  to  the  amount,  as  one  half  of  the  grants  made  to  Sir  William. 
Thomson  and  Mr.  Joule."

It  is  also  gratifyinglto  the  Society'8|Ck)uncil  to  learn  that,  as  suggested, 
m  its  memorial,  the  meetings  in  London  of  the  administrative  body  wiU 
be  held  at  "  stated  periods,''  and  that  due  notice  will  be  given  of  the 
business  to  be  transacted. 

The  Council  would  very  respectfully  ask  to  be  informed,  as  soon  as 
convenient,  at  what  time  of  the  year  these  stated  meetings  for 
administering  the  Annual  Grant  are  likely  to  be  held.  To  members  of 
Ihe  administrative  body  coming  to  London  from  Edinburgh  and 
Dublin,  it  is  of  consequence  to  have  this  information,  so  that  the  persons 
proposed  to  be  nominated  may  be  enabled  to  judge,  whether  it  would  be 
convenient  for  them  to  attend. 

It  is  also  important  that  persons,  who  may  intend  to  ask  a  share  of 
the  grant,  should  learn  in  good  time,  when  such  applications  may  be  sent, 
and  to  what  person  they  are  to  be  addressed. 

With  reference  to  omer  parts  of  your  letter,  I  regret  that  statements 
should  have  been  made  in  the  memorial,  which  were  not  entirely  correct. 
The  object  of  the  Council  in  making  these  statements  was  to  show  the 
great  importance  of  notifying  to  all  persons  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
engaged  in  scientific  researches,  the  existence  not  only  of  this  recent 
annual  grant  of  4,000/.  but  of  the  older  annual  grant  of  1,000/. 

The  statement  was  that  in  consequence  of  no  steps  having  been  taken 
to  make  the  annual  grant  of  1,000/.  generally  known  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  it  had  during  the  whole  26  years  of  its  existence  been  (with 
one  or  two  exceptions)  appropriated  by  the  Fellows  of  the  Royal  Society 
of  London,  whose  Council  administered  the  grant. 

For  this  result  the  Council  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh,  as 
stated  in  the  memorial,  imputed  no  blame  whatever  to  the  Royal  Society 
of  London.  It  appeared  rather  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Government,  and 
not  of  the  administering  body,  to  take  the  requisite  steps  for  giving 
publicity  to  the  grant;  and  therefore  the  memorial  of  the  Councu 
suggested  that  such  steps  should  now  be  taken  by  the  Science  and 
Art  Department  with  that  view,  in  regard  to  both  of  the  above  annual 
giants. 

The  stetement  that  owing  to  the  above  cause,  the  whole  of  the  1,000/. 
grant  had,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  been  appropriated  by  Fellows  of 
Sie  Royal  Society  of  London,  is  in  your  letter,  not  denied  to  be  correct. 

The  statement  in  the  memorial,  which  you  say  the  Royal  Society  of 
London  questions,  is  that  the  existence  of  the  1,000/.  grant  was  unknown 
in  Ireland.  It  certainty  appears  from  the  information  given  in  the 
appendix  to  your  letter,  that  the  grant  was  known,  and  payments  made 
from  it,  to  men  of  science  in  Ireland.  I  have  to  explain  tnat  the  Council 
was  led  into  the  mistake  by  a  report  of  the  Science  and  Art  Commission 
for  Ireland  in  1869,  before  which  evidence  was  led,  aflfirming  that  the 
existence  of  the  grant  was  at  that  time  unknown  in  Ireland,  and  which 
view  was  accepted  by  the  Conmiissioners     (See  Appendix ) 

It  appears  also  that  where,  as  in  the  memorial,  it  was  stated  that  less 
than  1,000/.  of  the  grant  had,  durinff  the  26  years  of  its  existence  come 
to  Scotland,  the  sum  was  actually  1,459/.  10*. 

I  might  point  out,  that  in  the  list  of  grants  given  in  your  letter,  two 
of  them  (amounting  to  120/.)  were  for  instruments  sent  to  Kew  and  to 
Nova  Scotia  on  brfialf  of  a  committee  of  the  British  Association. 

But  allowing  that  1,459/.  lOs,  had  been  sent  to  Scotland,  it  does  not 
materially  affect  the  position  taken  in  the  memorial,  that  during  a 
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Appendix  A.  period  of  26  years,  little  more  than  50/.  yearly,  on  an  average,  came  to 
MiiTUTEs    ^coUand  out  of  the  1,000/.  grant ;  and  that  there  would  have  been  many 
AMD        more  applicants  from  Scotland  had  proper  means  been  taken  to  make 
fiT»S2JS5'/^»  tbe  existence  of  the  grant  more  generally  known.

^^^^^'^  Th  b  returns  of  the  examinations  of  Science  schools  and  classes  in  1 877 
show  a  small  diminution  both  in  the  nimiber  of  students  under  in- 
struction and  of  those  who  came  up  for  examination  as  compared  with 
1876.  This  diminution  was,  however,  no  doubt  due  to  the  Minute 
of  15th  August  1876  (see  24th  Report  of  the  Science  and  Art  De- 
partment, Appendix  A.,  page  3),  which  provided  for  the  gradual 
withdrawal  of  Physical  Geography  from  the  list  of  subjects  towards 
instruction  in  which  aid  would  be  given,  and  the  substitution  for  it  of 
another  subject,  Physiography.  This  Minute  came  into  operation  in  the 
session  1876-77. 

Leaving  both  Physical  Greography  and  Physiography  out  of  considera- 
tion^  there  was  a  satis&ctory  increase  in  almost  all  the  other  subjects, 
the  total  number  of  papers  worked  being  59,718  in  1877»  as  against 
54,463  in  1876.  In  other  respects,  such  as  the  number  of  schools  and 
classes  examined,  the  examination  showed  a  similar  satisfactory  increase. 
TTie  number  of  individual  students  under  instruction  in  18/6-77  was 
55,927>  of  whom  32,112  came  up  for  examination.  In  addition  to  these 
students,  3230  persons  who  were  not  pupils  in  Science  classes  were  also 
examined.  The  total  number  of  individual  candidates  who  were  success- 
ful was  27,339,  of  whom  14,073  had  not  passed  before.  The  number  of 
schools  examined  was  1,348,  comprising  4,635  separate  classes,  and  the 
examinations  were  held  at  863  provincial,  and  92  metropolitan  centres.

Reports  have  been  received  from  several  of  the  examiners  as  in 
previous  years.  These  reports  contain  many  useful  hints  as  to  methods 
of  teaching,  aand  they  have  lieen  printed  and  drculated  among  tlie 
schools.  The  following  short  extracts  from  them  relate  to  matters  of 
general  interest : — 

Lieut.  CUirke,  R.E.,  the  examiner  in  Practical,  Plane,  and  Solid 
Geometry,  reports,  — 

'<  Although  the  general  resalts  of  the  examination  are  satisfactory,  there 
is  one  general  tendency  observable  in  a  large  number  of  papers  with  which  it 
is  necessary  to  find  fkiilt.

"I  may  state  that  many  teachers  of  this  subject  have  improved  in  their 
methods  of  teaching  ;  fewer  papers  are  sent  in  showing  no  evidence  of  proper 
instruction ;   and  a  good  many  papers  are  worked  in  a  fairly  satisfiustoiy 

way." 

Major  Seddon,  R.E.,  the  examiner  in  Building  Construction  reports, —

"Many  candidates,  too,  do  themselves  an  injustice  by  not  taking  the 
trouble  to  read  the  printed  questions  carefully.     .... 

*<Diffusene8s  is  still  too  conmion 

"  There  are  frequent  signs  of  learning  by  rote " 

Mr-  Smyth,  the  examiner  in  Mineralogy,,  reports, — 

.  .  .  .  **  The  proportion  of  good  papers  in  the  elementary  division  is 
nnusnally  large. 

<•  On  the  oUier  hand,  a  great  many  ....  appear  to  pay  attention  to 
book  laork,  but  to  neglect  ihe  study  of  the  actual  minerals." 

Professors  Huxley  and  M.  Foster,  the  joint  examiners  in  Animal 
Physiology,  report,— 

<*  The  papers  of  this  year  do  not  differ  largely  from  those  of  last  year.  On 
the  whole,  perhaps,  the  general  average  is  not  so  satis&ctory." 

Professor  Dyer,  the  examiner  in  Vegetable  Morphology  and  Physio- 
logy, reports, — 

"At  present  this  subject  makes  but  very  small  progress.  I  am  not, 
however,  in  any  serious  degree  disappointed  at  this,  because  the  change  made 
in  the  syllabus  has  been  a  very  radical  one. 

"  It  has,  however,  been  followed  by  an  entire  recasting  of  the  botanical 
examinations  of  the  University  of  London,  and  in  some  measure  of  those  of 
the  University  of  Cambridge.

In  accordance  with  the  minute  of  i5th  August  1876,  the  first  examina- 
tion in  Physiography  was  held  in  May  1877>  and  1,264  candidates  were 
examined.  It  will  he  seen  from  the  above  table  that  a  satisfactory 
proportion  of  these  were  successful.  There  has  been  a  large  increase  in 
the  number  of  classes  formed  for  the  study  of  the  subject  uiis  year,  and 
it  appears  probable  that  no  less  than  5,000  candidates  wiU  present 
themselves  for  examination  in  it  next  May. 

Short  courses  of  training  for  science  teachers  were  again  given  at  the 
Science  Schools,  South  Kensin^irton,  in  1877*  The  subjects,  &c.  were 
as  follows : — Biology,  by  Professor  Huxley,  to  31  teachers ;  Sound,  by 
Professor  Guthrie,  to  34  teachers ;  Light,  by  Professor  Guthrie,  to  34 
teachers ;  Steam,  by  Professors  Goodeve  and  Shelley,  to  25  teachers ; 
and  Chemistry,  by  Mr.  Valentin,  to  48  teachers.  Each  course  extended 
oTcr  twenty  working  days,  and  the  t  achers  attending,  who  were  selected 
from  upwards  of  500  applicants,  were  reported  in  almost  all  cases  to 
have  worked  well  and  derived  great  profit  from  the  instruction  given. 

Applications  were  received  from  172  candidates  for  admission  to  the 
winter  courses  at  the  Science  Schools^  South  Kensington,  as  science 
teachers  in  training.  Of  these,  16  were  selected  to  attend  the  course  in 
chemistTTy  12  in  physics,  11  in  mechanics,  and  11  in  biology.  A  class 
of  iO  of  these  science  teachers  in  training  has  also  been  formed  to 
attend  the  course  in  Geology,  which  subject  has  just  been  removed  to 
South  Kensington  from  Jermyn  Street  in  accordance  with  the  minute 
of  11th  December  1877  (see  Appendix  A,  p.  3,  of  this  report). 

A  circular  letter  has  recently  been  sent  to  all  persons  who  have 
attended  the  winter  courses  of  training  at  South  Kensington  since  their 
first  establishment.  From  the  replies  received,  it  appears  that  a  very 
considerable  proportion  of  the  teachers  trained  have  formed  classes,  an^ 
&re  husily  engaged  in  science  teaching,  both  in  schools  connected  with 
the  department  and  otherwise.  Several  of  these  teachers  have  attained 
considerable  scientific  distinction,  and  express  in  warm  terms  their 
sense  of  the  great  benefit  they  have  derived  from  the  training  classes  at 
South  Kensington. 

The  exact  figures  are  as  follows : — 164  teachers  have  gone  through 
one  or  more  courses ;  19  of  them  are  still  imder  instructioii  at  South 
Kensington ;  74  are  teaching  or  have  taught  science  classes  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Department;  62  have  not  yet  been  successful  in  getting 
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Appendix  B.  such  employment,  or  have  turned  to  other  pursuits ;  of  9  we  can  obtain 

LibutTcol.  "®  information ;  2  have  died.    Figures  of  this  kind,  however,  convey  so

^*^*T*     the  following  memorandum  which  Professor  Thiselton  Dyer  was  good 

enough  to  send  me : — 

"  My  relations  with  the  students  who  attended  the  courses  of  instruction 
dnrinff  the  sununer  in  which  I  have  taken  part  in  the  schools  of  the  Depart- 
ment have  necessarily  been  so  limited  that  I  have  had  little  opportunity  of 
ascertaining  what  advantage  the  bulk  of  those  students  have  subsequently 
derived  from  the  training  given  to  them. 

<'  Three  cases  which  have  come  to  my  knowledge  seem,  however,  to  be 
sufficiently  interesting  to  place  on  record  for  the  information  of  the  Depart- 
ment. 

*<  Daniel  Morris  attended  Professor  Huxley's  summer  course  in  General 
Biology  in  1674,  and  my  own  in  Botany  in  1876. 

**  In  the  Michaelmas  term  of  that  year  he  graduated  at  Trinity  College, 
Dublin,  that  University  dispensing,  I  believe,  with  actual  residence  to  an 
extent  not  permitted  at  English  Universities. 

"  Dr.  Perceval  Wright,  the  Professor  of  Botany  in  Trinity  Ck>llege,  states 
in  a  printed  testimonial  given  to  Mr.  Morris,  2Sth  November,  1676  : — 

<*  *  Unfortunately  I  cannot  claim  Mr.  Morris  as  a  pupil,  as  he  has  presented 
himself  for  examination  only ;  but  this  makes  it  the  more  important  that  I 
should  mention  that  his  is  a  solitary  instance,  since  the  institution  of  the 
Natural  Science  course,  of  a  student  carrying  off  the  first  gold  medal  who  had 
not  worked  in  the  gardens  and  museums  of  the  College.' 

**  ]V&.  Morris  wrote  to  me  at  the  same  time  spontaneously  to  state  that  his 
success — as  far  as  Botany  was  concerned — was  entirely  due  to  the  course  of 
instruction  given  by  the  Department,  as  he  presented  himself  for  examination 
without  any  other  preparation. 

'<  Mr.  Morris  held  at  this  time  the  post  of  second  master  in  the  Burnley 
Oranmiar  School.  He,  however,  expressed  his  desire  to  engage  in  a  scientific 
career,  and  he  has  since  been  appointed,  on  the  reconunendation  of  Sir  Joseph 
Hooker,  by  the  Colonial  Office  to  the  post  of  assistant  director  in  the  Royal 
Gardens,  Peraderiya,  Ceylon. 

**  Sir  William  Gregory,  the  late  Governor,  who  was  much  interested  in  the 
appointment,  and  Dr.  Thwaites,  the  director  of  the  Gardens,  consider  Mr. 
Morris's  appointment  a  very  promising  and  satisfiictory  one. 

"H.  Marshall  Ward  attended  Professor  Huxley's  course  in  General 
Biology  in  1874,  and  my  own  in  Botany  in  1876,  and  subsequently  was 
appointed  by  the  Department  to  act  as  one  of  my  assistants  in  a  similar 
course  in  1876. 

**  He  was  by  this  means  fixed  to  a  scientific  career,  and  being  supplied  with 
funds,  I  believe  through  the  assistance  of  friends,  went  to  Cambridge,  where 
I  understand  he  has  gained  a  scholarship  at  Christ's  College. 

'*  During  last  year  he  obtained,  under  my  advice,  an  appointment  as 
temporary  assistant  to  Professor  Williamson  at  Owen's  College,  Manchester, 
especially  with  a  view  to  preparing  candidates  for  the  B.Sc.  examinations  of 
the  University  of  London,  which  as  regards  Biology  and  kindred  subjects 
have  been  lately  much  re-modelled  in  conformity  with  the  examinations  of  the 
Department. 

<*  He  informs  me  by  letter  that  the  whole  of  the  candidates  under  his  charge 
passed,  and  one  took  hononrs,  which  is  certainly  an  exceptional  result. 

<<  Professor  Williamson  also  writes  to  me  in  very  warm  terms  of  Mr. 
Ward's  capabilities. 

''Miss  A.  H.  Ogle  attended  my  course  in  Botany  in  1876  as  a  paying 
student  In  the  Michaelmas  term  of  the  same  year  she  answered  the  papers 
set  in  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos  at  Cambridge,  where  I  was  one  of  the 
examiners.  Although  the  regulations  do  not  lolow  the  results  in  the  case  of 
women  to  be  officially  published.  Miss  Ogle's  marks  would  have  placed  her 
at  the  head  of  the  tripos,  and  she  did  particularly  well  in  Botany.  Miss 
Ogle  is  now,  I  believe,  head  of  a  large  middle -class  school. 
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"  It  ihaj  also  be  worth  mentioning  that  Mr.  Vines,  who  assisted  me  as  Appendix  D. 

demonstrator  in  1875  and  1876,  was  senior  in  the  Natural  Science  Tripos  at        ^^

*'  Mr.  Hill,  who  also  assisted  me  in  1876,  obtained  a  first-class  in  the  Natural 
Science  Tripos  at  Cambridge  last  year,  and  his  papers  in  Botany  were  of 
great  excellence. 

"  Whatever  may  be  thought  of  the  economic  soundness  of  the  courses  of 
instruction  given  in  the  schools  of  the  Department,  it  cannot  be  doubted  that 
it  has  already  powerfully  affected  the  teaching  of  Botany  in  the  country."

In  accordance  with  the  minute  of  5th  June  1877  (see  Appendix  A.^ 
p.  1,  of  this  report),  applications  were  invited  from  teachers  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Manchester  for  assisted  studentships  in  the 
laboratories  at  Owen's  College.  About  a  dozen  teachers  sent  applica- 
tions in,  but  only  five  of  these  are  at  present  attending  the  laboratories, 
viz.,  two  for  one  day  a  week  each,  and  th^e  for  two  days.  Doubtless 
as  the  minute  becomes  better  known  and  understood  the  numbers  will 
increase. 

The  number  of  competitors  for  the  Roval  Exhibitions  to  the  Royal 
School  of  Mines,  London,  and  Royal  College  of  Science,  Dublin,  was 
last  year  50,  as  compared  with  65  in  18/6.  Notwithstanding  this 
diminution  in  the  number  of  competitors  the  standard  of  excellence 
was,  however,  well  maintained. 

The  Local  Exhibitions,  formed  by  a  local  contribution  of  25/. 
supplemented  by  the  grant  of  an  equal  sum  from  the  parliamentary  vote, 
were  last  year  12,  of  which  two  were  renewals  of  exhibitions  held  by  the 
same  students  in  previous  years. 

The  number  of  Science  and  Art  and  Elementary  School  Scholarships 
in  1877  were  53  and  56  respectively,  as  compared  with  54  and  57  in 
1876. 

The  grants  towards  the  purchase  of  apparatus  amounted  to  927/.  18^.  3d. 
In  the  previous  year  they  amounted  to  842/.  155.  9d.  Laboratory 
ffrants  were  made  under  §  LXXI.  of  the  Science  Directory  for 
September  1876  to  81  schools,  the  total  amount  paid  being  578/.  15*. 
Grants  under  this  head  were  made  in  1876  to  84  schools,  the  aggregate 
amount  being  643/.  65. 

The  number  of  candidates  for  the  scholarships  founded  by<Sir  J. 
Whitworth  was  last  year  68,  the  number  in  1876  having  been  51. 
Forty-seven  of  these  passed  in  the  essential  theoretical  subjects,  and 
19  were  selected  to  go  forward  to  the  examination  in  practical  workman- 
ship which  was  held,  as  in  previous  years,  at  the  workshops  of  Sir  J. 
Whitworth  &  Co.  (Limited),  Manchester.  The  examination  for  prizes 
of  scholars  appointed  in  1874,  1875,  and  1876  was  also  held.  The 
results  of  these  competitions  are  printed  on  p.  41. 

The  applications  for  the  circulating  collections  of  scientific  apparatus 
have  been  very  numerous. 

A  list  of  the  places  to  which  the  collections  have  been  sent  is  given  on 
p.  196. 

A  list  of  the  officers  of  the  Royal  Engineers  who  were  employed,  as  in 
previous  vears,  in  inspecting  for  the  Science  and  Art  Department  is 
pvexi  in  the  next  pa^e ;  at  p.  40  is  a  list  of  the  Royal  Exhibitioners.  This 
18  followed  by  the  hst  of  the  candidates  successful  in  obtaining  Whit- 
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Appendix  B.  worth  scholarships  in  1877;  and  the  results  of  the  examination  in  18/7 
LiErT.-CoL.  ^^  *^®  scholars  appointed  in  1874,  1875,  and  1876.    To  these  succeed 
DoNKBLLY's  at  p.  42  a  list  of  the  local  exhibitions  and  scholarships.    After  which 
Bepobt*     come  at  p.  46  the  list  of  Science  schools  examined  in  May  1877,  showing 
the  number  of  students  under  instruction  in  1876  and  1877,  with  the 
prizes  and  medals  obtained  bj  each  school  in  those  years,  and  the  fees  re- 
ceived from  students  during  the  session  1876-77.    The  table  showing 
the  classes,  subjects  taught,  and  number  of  students  in  each  subject  in 
the  Science  schools  in  January  1878  is  given  at  p.  76.

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1.  Report  of  the  Assistant  Director  for  Art  on  Schools  of  Bowlbb, 
Art  and  Art  Examinations. 

Art  instruction  is  promoted  by  regrulations  under  which  aid  is  given : — 
First,  to  Elementary  Schools  for  the  Poor  where  drawing  is  taught  con- 
currently with  reading  and  writing,  and  is  specially  directed  to  the 
improYement  and  refinement  of  the  perceptive  powers  of  the  children ; 
Second,  to  Diocesan  and  other  Training  Colleges,  in  which  the  teachers  of 

Elementary  Schools  obtain  certificates  as  teachers  of  drawing ; 
Third,  to  Classes  for  Children  above  12  years  of  affe  and  artisans ;  in  these 
classes  the  primary  instruction  of  the  children  is  carried  further  than  in 
the  Elementary  Schools,  and  they  are  associated  with  adult  students  in 
the  study  of  form,  light  and  shade,  and  linear  drawing ; 
Fourth,  to  Schools  of  Art  which  are  entirely  devoted  to  Art  instruction, 
and  where  the  student,  after    having  obtained    sound    elementary 
knowledge,  pursues  the  technical  study  of  Art  in  the  direction  required 
by  his  occupation ; 
Fifth,  to  selected  students  of  Local  Schools  of  Art,  to  enable  them  to 
attend  the  National  Art  Training  School,  which  is  maintained  fyr 
training  Art  teachers,  designers,  and  Art  workmen. 
Elementary  Schools. — The  number  of  children  under  instruction  has 
increased  during  the  year  from  460,961  to  549,010,  of  whom  403,208 
were  presented  for  examination.     The  aid  given  by  the  Department 
amounted  to  32,831/.  7*.  ^*,  divided  among  3,767  schools,  an  average 
of  8/.  14*.  4rf.  per  school. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  examined  has  been  accom^ 
panied  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of    exercises  worked  at  the 
examination  of  each  School,  showing  that  the  instruction  in  drawing  ii 
becoming  more  general  in  a  double  sense.

Mr.  Campbell,  assistant  examiner  in  the  Art  Division,  has  visited 
253  of  these  schools  in  London  to  observe  the  teaching  in  actual  pro- 
gress.   The  following  extracts  from  his  report  are  of  interest : — 

"  The  Public  Elementary  Schools  of  the  Metropolitan  district  fall  naturally 
under  two  heads  :  those  under  the  School  Board  for  London,  and  those  known 
as  British,  Church,  Parochial,  National,  and  other  Denominational  Schools. 

*'  The  Board  Schools  possess  peculiar  advantages.  The  time  set  apart  for 
drawing  is  liberally  fixed  at  two  hours  for  each  boy,  and  one  hour  and  a  half 
for  each  girl  per  week.  The  children  are  relieved  from  all  necessity  of 
finding  their  own  materials. 

"  In  Schools  included  under  the  second  head  no  uniformity  exists  in  reference 
to  amount  of  time  for  drawing.  Whilst  in  no  instance  does  instruction  in 
drawing  occupy  more  than  two  hours  per  week,  it  sometimes  has  only  one 
half  hour  allotted  to  it.  The  children  are  generally  required  to  provide  their 
own  materials,  and.  in  many  instances,  the  parents,  either  through  disinclination 
or  actual  poverty,  fidl  to  supply  what  is  necessary.  .  .  .  The  subject  of 
Geometry  is  thus  often  entirely  neglected,  and  the  same  cause  acts  as  an  im- 
pediment to  the  efficient  teaching  of  Freehand  and  Model  Drawing.    .... 

"Deficient  or  improper  use  of  the  black-board  is  a  frequent  defect  of 
system.  In  some  schools  it  is  wholly  unemployed ;  in  others  only  to  a  partial 
extent  It  may  be  received  as  a  general  statement,  that  where  a  firee  and 
intelligent  use  of  the  black-board  is  practised,  the  results  obtained  are  better 
than  where  its  employment  is  limited  or  unknown."

Training  Colleges,— f  Me  B.,  p.  276,  gives  the  results  of  examination  m  [^

Appendix  G.  each  of  these  Colleges,  and  shows  the  total  number  of  students  and 

Ebpobt     ^^  teachers  of  Public  Elementary  Schools  who  have  this  year  qualified 

BT  Mb.     themselves  to  teach  drawing  to  be  697,  or  88  more  than  last  year. 

BowLEB.        Art  Classes. — Although  the  numbers  under  instruction  in  these  classes 

have  slightly  fallen  off,  the  numbers  of  students  brought  up  for,  and 

who  sent  up  works  for,  examination^  has  somewhat  increased,  the  totals 

this  year  bemg  29,579  under  instruction,  14,297  examined.    The  grants 

in  aid  have  decreased  firom  7^3151.  to  6,624/.    Details  are  given  in  table 

C,  p.  278. 

Science  Classes. — 159  of  these  have  earned  payments  on  account 
of  artistic  merit  shown  in  geometrical  drawings,  drawings  of  machines, 
or  of  building  construction.    See  table  D.,  p.  309. 

Unaided  Classes.— Certtdn  schools  and  classes  of  a  public  character, 
which  are  not  entitled  to  grants  from  the  Department,  have  been 
examined  with  the  results  shown  in  table  E.,  p.  314. 

Schools  of  Art. — Abstracts  of  the  reports  of  Committees  of  Schools  of 
Art  are  given  at  pp.  316-385.  Table  F.,  p.  386,  gives  the  results  of  the 
instruction  as  snown  by  the  examinations.  Candidates  for  the  2nd 
grade  examination  would  appear  to  have  been  sent  with  less  preparation 
than  usual,  an  increase  of  more  than  2,000  having  taken  place  in  the 
number  of  candidates,  while  those  successful  are  nearly  100  fewer  than 
last  year.  This  result  may  in  part  be  due  to  more  tune  having  been 
allowed  to  candidates  for  freehand  and  model  drawing,  so  that  errors  and 
incompleteness,  formerly  attributed  to  rapid  working,  now  show  more 
plainly  the  student's  want  of  power  to  draw  correctly.  The  marked 
decrease— from  1,400  to  896 — in  the  number  of  3rd  grade  prizes  is  due, 
at  least  in  part,  to  the  change  of  system  mentioned  in  my  last  report, 
under  which  works  are  now  submitted  to  the  examiners  under 
monograms  or  numbers  so  as  to  secure  equality  of  standard  in  the 
award  of  prizes.  This  has  had  the  effect  of  so  raising  the  standard  that, 
while  in  1876  all  the  schools  but  two  obtained  one  or  more  3rd  grade 
prizes,  this  year  26  schools  failed  to  obtain  any. 

Of  students  of  Schools  of  Art  examined  in  the  2nd  grade,  nearly  40 
per  cent,  were  successful.    In  the  Art  classes  only  25  per  cent,  succeeded. 

The  return  of  candidates  examined  in  the  new  Local  Advanced 
Art  Examinations  appears  for  the  first  time  in  this  table. 

Table  G.  shows  the  financial  position  of  the  Schools  of  Art.  It  will 
be  seen  that  the  amount  received  in  fees  has  increased  from  33,348/.  to 
35,346/.,  while  the  local  subscriptions  have  declined  from  6,565/.  to 
6,376/.,  and  the  grants  from  the  Department  from  15,834/.  to  14,972/. 

Table  H.,  p.  396,  is  a  summary  of  the  numbers  under  instruction  in  all 
the  various  schools  and  classes  aided  by  the  Department  in  18/7  and 
previous  years,  and  table  I.  gives  the  total  aid  granted  by  the  Depart- 
ment in  aid  of  this  instruction,  and  is  followed  by  a  summary  showing 
the  rate  of  increase  which  has  taken  place  during  the  last  five  years  in  the 
number  of  students,  of  work  produced,  and  of  fees  and  the  grants  in  aid. 

The  increase  of  7,338/.  in  the  grants  is  almost  entirely  on  behalf  of 
the  Public  Elementary  Schools. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  prizes  issued  is  given  at  p.  399. 

National  Competition  of  Schools  of  Art.  —  The  report  of  the 
examiners  appears  at  p.  402,  and  a  list  of  successful  students  at  p.  405. 

Art  Certificates  of  the  Third  Grade. — A  list  of  those  who  have  this 
year  obtained  these  certificates  is  given  at  p.  411. 

Alterations  have  been  made  in  the  examinations  for  them  by  which 
greater  stress  is  laid  on  the  power  of  drawing  the  figure. 

The  special  prizes  given  by  the  Plasterers*  Company  are  noticed  at 
p  412. 

The  report  of  the  Registrar  of  the  National  Art  Training  School  is 
given  at  p.  4 12.  It  shows  a  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  stu-

16.  Report  on  the  National  Competition  of  the  Works 
OP  Schools  of  Art,  1877. 

The  drawings  sent  up  from  Schools  of  Art  and  branches  for  exa- 
minatioD  this  year  were  138,199.  Of  these  790  were  referred  to  the 
national  competition,  a  decline  in  number  due  to  an  alteration  in 
arrangement  by  which  only  works  previously  prized  were  admitted. 

1st  Day's  Examination.— Figure  Drawing  and  Painting.

The  competition  in  figure  drawing  showed  more  vitality  than  last  year, 
and  there  is  less  purely  mechanical  labour.     The  new  system  adopted 
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of  distinguisbing  the  drawings  by  a  device  and  motto,  instead  of  by  the  Appendix  C . 
name  of  the  school,  renders  it  dimcult  to  remark  on  the  relative  positions    Rgp^j  or 
of  the  various  Schools  of  Art ;  but  an  examination  of  the  Medal  List  Examiners 
shows  that  in  groups  8b.  2  and  8c  all  the  gold  and  silver  medals  and   ^,^^0^^™ 
a  large  majority  ox  the  bronze  medals  were  carried  off  by  London   national 
Schools,  South  Kensington  gaining  the  gold  medal  for  the  antique,  and    Medals. 
Lambeth  for  the  life,  drawing.    The  full-size  drawings  from  the  antique 
sent  up  on  this  occasion  were  less  good  than  last  year,  when  one  gained 
an  extra  gold  medal.    Drawings  on  this  scale  are  not  included  in  the 
terms  of  the  competition  for  the  gold  medal,  on  account  of  the  diffi- 
cidties  involved  in  determining  the  comparative  degrees  of  merit  where 
the  conditions  are  dissimilar,  but  they  should  be  encouraged  by  the 
masters  as  affording  one  of  the  most  valuable  means  of  instruction. 

Second  Day. — Design  with  Architecture  and  Modelling.

But  few  examples  of  architectural  design  were  submitted,  and  in 
some  of  these  a  want  of  due  relation  between  the  exterior  and  interior 
demgn  was  observed,  important  features  of  the  elevation  having  no 
correspondingly  important  parts  in  the  plan,  e.g.,  a  bow  thrown  for- 
ward in  a  garden  front  of  a  house  was  divided  within  into  several 
of  the  smaller  offices. 

Of  a  large  number  of  drawings  for  plasterers'  work  it  was  observed 
that  they  were  merely  geometrical  diapers  generally  designed  in  a 
manner  ver^  unfit  for  the  material,  and  ^ave  no  evidence  of  tiie  large 
amount  of  fine  work  of  the  kind  which  exists  throughout  the  country. 

Some  designs  for  surface  decoration  were  injured  by  the  juxtaposition 
of  patterns  in  which  the  treatment  was  naturalistic,  with  others  of  a 
purely j^eometric  or  conventional  character,  and  in  other  cases  flowers  and 
leaves  were  introduced  with  their  natural  form  of  growth,  while  the 
colour  was  arbitrary  and  had  no  relation  to  the  natural  hues  of  the 
flowers. 

With  few  exceptions,  the  designs  showed  little  feeling  for  colour ; 
they  were  either  dirty  and  lifeless  when  the  aim  was  sober  colouring,  or 
criide  and  violent  when  bright  tints  were  used  ;  not  unfrequently  the 
two  faults  were  to  be  found  in  the  same  design. 

The  modelling  showed  a  slight  advance  on  last  y^ar,  although  there 
was  no  work  considered  of  sufficient  merit  to  obtain  a  gold  medal. 
Although  the  silver  medal  was  well  gained  by  a  model  from  life,  there 
was  a  general  want  of  technical  fa^ity  ana  little,  knowledge  of  the 
conventional  canons  of  proportion  of  the  human  figure.

Difficulty  was  found  in  estimating  some  of  the  designs  for  fabrics 

owing  to  the  small,  portion  of  the  design  sent  up  being  insufficient 

o  show  the  effect  of  its  repeats,  or  to  show  whether  the  student  himself 
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Appendix  g  understood  what  this  effect  would  be.    At  least  four  repeats  should 
Rbpost  of  ^®  shown  of  any  "  all  over  "  pattern. 

ok^ComS?      Some  lace  designs  were  objectionable  from  the  combination  in  one 
TiTiov  K>B  design  of  elements  too  obviouslj  derived  from  different  periods  or  even 
^woKAL  from  different  kinds  of  manufacture ;  and  one  design,  otherwise  good, 
was  spoiled  by  the  use  of  incongruous  styles. 

Some  damasks  were  faulty  from  the  introduction  of  too  florid  curves, 
more  appropriate  to  other  kinds  of  manufacture  than  to  damask,  in 
which  the  fabric  should  be  covered  with  broad  flat  forms  spedally 
arranged  to  give  value  to  the  interchange  of  surface  which  is  the 
characteristic  of  the  material. 


Fourth  Day. — Painting  in  Oil  and  Wat«b  Ck>LouRs.

The  competition  was  a  good  one — ^the  groups  of  still  life  showing  a 
remarkable  general  progress.  No  less  than  four  gold  medals  were 
awarded  in  this  class.  Here,  as  in  the  designs,  when  students  aimed  at 
brightness,  or  stren^h,  of  colour  they  showed  a  want  of  sensibility  by 
making  their  imitations  of  nature  too  crude,  or  rank,  and  when  en- 
deavouring to  work  in  a  quiet  tone  the  colours  had  a  tendency  to  be 
dull  and  dirtv.  The  monochrome  painting  in  oil,  on  the  other  hand, 
was  remarkably  poor,  most  of  the  attempts  being  very  heavy  and  low 
in  tone.  In  sepia,  a  very  useful  class  of  study  on  account  of  the 
breadth  of  tone  attainable  by  simple  means,  some  good  examples  were 
sent  up,  one  school  showing  remarKable  excellence. 

An  admirable  drawing  of  a  machine  obtained  a  gold  medal. 

Although  not  precisely  within  the-  scope  of  this  Report  the  Director 
for  Art,  as  Exi^miner  in  the  Advanced  Local  Examinations,  takes  the 
opportunity  of  remarking  on  the  extraordinary  inferiority  of  the  antique 
drawings  submitted  for  that  examination  as  compart  with  those  sent 
up  for  the  national  competition.  The  fifteen  hours  allowed  are  amply 
sufficient  for  the  production  of  an  accurate  and  tolerably  complete 
drawing.  A  Frencn  or  Belgian  student  would  in  that  or  less  time  (12 
to  16  hours  being  the  limit  usually  allowed  in  their  schools  for  this 
cUss  of  study)  turn  out  a  figure  not  only  thoroughly  well  drawn,  but 
highly  and  artistically  finished.  Though  so  high  a  standard  of  com- 
pleteness cannot  perhaps  be  expected  from  our  English  students,  there 
IS  no  reason  why  the  drawings  sent  up  for  this  examination  should  not 
at  least  be  correct  in  outline  and  proportion,  and  give  evidence  of  a 
knowledge  of  light  and  shade.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  thataU  but 
two  or  three  of  the  drawings  examined  failed  lamentably  in  these 
respects.  The  competition  from  the  life  was  better,  probably  because 
the  students  in  the  schools  are  obliged  fVom  the  nature  of  the  ease  to 
limit  the  time  spent  over  their  drawings  from  the  living  model,  and  so 
gain  the  habit  of  putting  more  energy  and  directness  ink«  such  work.

Trajning  Schools. 


Sir, 

I  HAVE  the  pleasure  to  submit  mv  report  on  the  National  Art 
Traimng  School  for  the  year  ending  dlst  Jul^r  1877.  I  am  happy  to  wr 
that  it  ediibits  a  steady  maintenance  of  its  attractiveness  and  effi- 
ciency. In  the  period  over  which  this  report  extends,  from  Ist  October 
1876  to  dlst  July  1877,  the  number  of  "students  in  training"  receiving 
instruction  has  been  41,  and  of  "  national  scholars  "  14.  lliese,  besides 
being  free  students,  received  weekly  allowances  varying  from  lOs.  to  35s. 

During  the  year  the  Art  Schools  at  Burmingham,  Nottingham, 
Wolverhampton,  Aberdeen,  and  Bidefbrd  have  received  the  temporary 
assistance  of  teachers  from  the  Training  School,  and  Art  Masters  have 
been  appointed  firom  its  classes  to  the  schools  of  Dover,  Lincoln,  Brid- 
port,  Dublin,  and  the  Royal  Architectural  Museum,  Westminster,  during 
the  same  time. 

Two  students  in  training  have  retired  from  the  dass  receiving  allow- 
ances. 

During  the  year  the  Art  Schools  of  Cork  and  Limerick  have  each  sent 
one  student  to  the  class  of  students  in  training,  and  the  sdiool  at  Soutii 
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Kensington  has  contributed  one,  making  a  total  of  three  received  into  Appendix  0. 
the  class  in  the  year. 

The  Art  Schools  of  Halifiuc,  Belikst,  Frome,  Newcastle-under-Lyne, 
Sheffield,  Cork,  Limerick,  Liverpool,  Leicester,  and  South  Kensington 
have  sent  each  one  national  scholar  to  the  school  during  the  jear. 

Nine  students  in  training  have  been  engaged  in  ffiving  instruction 
in  dislarict  schools  and  elementary  day  schods  in  London  as  a  part  of 
their  training.  Two  national  scholars  have  left,  their  time  naving 
expired.  And  the  time  of  five  others  has  been  extended  by  one  session, 
they  having  shown  special  aptitude  for  their  work. 

A  total  number  of  98  students  have  attended  the  schools  without 
payment  of  fees;  these  have  consisted  of  41  students  in  training,  14 
national  scholars,  26  who  had  won  free  studentships  by  obtaining  medals 
in  the  annual  national  competition,  or  by  passing  examinations  of  ti^e 
hiffhest  grade;  and  also  of  students  formerly  in  tramina,  and  ex-national 
scholars,  17  men  of  the  Royal  Engineers  have  receivea  free  instruction, 
and  20  students  have  been  admitted  on  pavment  of  "  half-fees." 

The  number  of  individual  students  of  all  classes  attending  the  schools 
during  the  year  has  been  87B,  of  these  384  were  males,  and  494  females* 
The  total  amount  of  fees  paid  by  them  was  d,814{.  7t.,  of  this  sum 
260/.  7s»  was  paid  by  evening  students  only,  and  the  balance,  3,654/.,  by 
dav  students. 

The  schools  were  open  for  study  203  days  during  the  year,  and  the 
smallest  attendance  recorded  being  174  on  we  1st  January  18779  &nd  the 
largest,  523,  on  the  24th  November  1876.  The  total  number  of  atten- 
dances on  the  203  days  was  83,644,  the  average  daily  attendance  412. 
These  numbcars,  as  compared  with  last  year,  show  an  increase  of 
314/.  78.  in  fees,  of  25  in  number  of  students,  of  8,349  in  the  total 
number  of  attendances,  and  of  41  in  the  average  daily  attendance.  On 
an  average  6  students  have  attended  the  etching,  and  9  the  wood 
engraving  class. 

In  the  annual  National  Competition  of  1877>  the  |^neral  or  fee-paying 
students  of  these  schools  won  2  gold  medals,  2  silver  medals,  and  6 
bronze  medals,  8  Queen's  prises  of  books ;  besides  31  priaes  of  books 
in  the  Lo(»]  Competition.  The  students  in  training  and  the  national 
scholars  won  in  the  same  competitions  8  wlver  medals,  10  bronze  medals, 
and  17  Queen's  prizes  of  books;  making  a  total  of  2 gold  medals,  10 
silver,  and  16  bronze  medals,  25  Queen's  prizes  of  books,  and  31  local 
prizes  won  by  the  students  in  these  schools.  At  the  2nd  grade  examina* 
tion  in  May  last,  which  consists  of  examinations  by  printed  papers  in 
geometry  and  perspective,  and  exercises  in  freehand  and  model  drawing, 
103  students  "  passed,"  54  won  ''  prizes,"and  39  obtained  the  full  cer- 
tificate. 

At  the  3rd  or  highest  ffnde  examination  17  students  of  this  school 
obtained  the  teacher's  certificate. 

Of  the  prizes  to  the  value  of  200/.  offered  by  Messrs.  Watherston  and 
Brogden  for  designs  fcv  a  desert  service,  one  of  50/.  was  awarded  to 
Mr.  O.  Gibbons,  and  one  of  20/.  to  Mr.  W.  H.  Singer,  late  students  in 
this  school. 

Prizes  of  5/.  and  2/.  \0s.  were  offered  by  the  Famky  Iron  Company  for 
the  two  best  arrangements  of  coloured  Imcks,  the  1st  was  awarded  to 
Mr.  J.  Ward,  the  2nd  was  awurded  to  Mr.  W.  H.  East,  and  one  was 
purchased  for  2/.  from  Miss  A.  I.  Walford. 

Two  prizes  4>f  31.  each  and  two  of  21.  each  were  offered  by  Messrs.  Qiffe 
of  Leeds,  also  for  decorated  and  coloured  bricks.  Two  of  these  of  the 
value  of  5/.  were  taken  by  Miss  A.  I.  Walford,  one  of  31.  by  Mr.  W.  Broad, 
and  one  of  21.  by  Mr.  W.  Bell,  and  many  others  were  purchased. 

A  prize  of  10/.  10«.  offered  by  Messrs.  Hardwicke  and  Bogue  for  a 
design  for  a  cover  of  a  monthly  magazine  was  carried  off  by  Mr.  T. 
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Apptodix  0.  Dalgleith^  who  also  made  the  dvawing  on  the  wood  block   for  en* 
NA;riowAj.   graving.

SiK,  March  1877. 

I  H  AVB  to  report  to  you  that  I  hare  recently,  at  your  request  been 
to  Germany  to  learn  somemat  of  the  practical  working  of  the  great  Art 
and  Science  institutions  of  that  country.  I  went  again  to  Brussels  and 
Basseldorf,  and  also  visited  the  schools  at  Berlin  and  Breslau. 

At  Brussels  I  was  able  to  see  the  larae  artisan  school  at  St.  Josse 
ten  Noode  in  full  working  conditioii.  itere  were  about  350  students 
present,  the  nu^oiity  in  weir  working  cAothea,  in  leathern  aprons  and 
sabots,  had  evickntiy  come  direct  from  their  woriL  to  the  school  without 
having  had  the  wish  or  perhaps  ^e  opportitnity  of  removing  the  signs 
by  wluch  their  trades  or  oooupatkms  could  be  easily  known. 

The  elementarr  black  board  work  was  done  by  the  young  students 
standing  at  boards  fixed  against  the  walls. 

My  previous  conviction  as  to  the  ezcellenoe  of  the  method  of  teaching 
ornament  and  light  and  shade  was  confirmed  at  this  visit  s  but  the 
pxactiee  in  building  construction  and  geometiy  being  almost  exdusivdy 
done  from  copies  struck  me  as  inferior  to  our  own  methods  of  teaching 
those  sections. 

The  modelling  school  was  very  good,  and  had  a  peculiarity,  viz.,  that 
of  teaching  a  carver  to  moddl  fiom.  the  latest  piece  of  architectural 
carving  of  any  excellence  that  has  been  done  in  the  town.  This  gives 
the  young  carver  an  idea  of  the  last  Ihing  the  architects  have  produced 
and  which  is  generally  recognised  as  good ;  but  tbe  practice  obviously 
tends  to  fix  his  style  in  the  trade  groove  in  which  his  model  is  worked. 
**  Much  use  was  made  of  the  casts  from  the  imique  wooden  panels  of 
Oudenarde^  which  are  the  finest  examples  of  Italian  work  in  Belgium. 
They  are  particularly  well  suited  for  modelling,  and  should  be  in  every 
modeDing  school. 

At  Dusseldorf  the  elementary  school  was  also  in  activity,  as  I  have 
already  reported,  the  work  is  not.  so  excellent  that  it  forms  any  subject 
for  especial  remark.  In  the  higher  classes  the  antique  drawings  for  the 
pass  to  the  life  were  being  executed  on  a  large  scale  on  gr6y  paper  and 
with  a  certain  convent  tonal  imitation  of  the  whiteness  of  the  cast  done 
with  an  abundance  of  white  dialk.  The  general  impression  that  these 
works  make  is  that  of  being  not  very  truthful  in  tone  and  of  being 
much  overworked.  The  disadvantage  of  grey  paper  for  such  purposes 
was  well  shown  in  certain  figures  where  the  planes  of  light,  uid  lightest 
halftone  were  very  sli^tly  different^  yet  were  deany  present,  and 
necessary  to  be  distinetiy  maricedin  order  to  secure  the  proper  recession 
of  the  edge  contours  of  the  figure.  These  would  be  comparatively  easy 
to  indicate  on  white  paper,  but  were  wanting  in  definition  and  positive 
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deftrness  in  the  gkriiig  mass  of  white  chalk.    In  this  method  the  AppendUO. 
highest  lights  have  rather  the  effect  of  a  glittering  impasto  of  white        — 
chalk  than  of  absolute  lightness,  and,  further,  are  liable  to  be  lost  in  a        mS^  "^ 
few  days  by  the  ordinary  wear  and  tear  of  the  studio.     The  dBTect  was    Spaskbs. 
unpleasant  and  untrue,  and,  in  addition,  evanescent,  by  reason  of  the 
material. 

In  Berlin  there  are  several  distinct  schools  for  the  education  of  artists 
and  designers,  of  these  the  principal  are : — 

The  Royal  Academy  of  Fine  Arts. 

The  Academy  for  Architecture. 

The  Academy  for  Industries. 

The  Museum  and  School  for  Industrial  Art. 

The  Royal  Academy  of  Fine  Art,  under  the  Directorship  <^  A.  Von 
Werner,  has  been  reconstituted  within  the  last  three  years,  and  atthouffh 
lodffed  in  buildings  that  were  not  designed  for  the  pm-pose  of  Art  study, 
and  in  a  space  quite  insufficient  for  the  number  of  students  in  the 
Academy,  has  produced  some  excellent  work.     The  inconvenience  of 
^ese  schools  and  lack  of  accommodation  quite  prevent  the  development 
c^  the  whole  system.     In  the  elementary  course  the  drawing  is  done  in 
stump  or  charcoal  mixed  with  crayon,  ver^  seldom  on  tinted  paper ;  the 
models  that  are  used  are  very  peculiar,  being  casts  from  nature  of  busts 
and  faces,  and  casts  from  the  ousts  of  hving  or  modem  sculptors;  the 
idea  in  this  being  that  the  rigidity  of  the  antique  is  thus  properly  shown 
by  contrast  mih.  the  more  flexible  forms  of  the  casts  from  nature.    The 
busts  of  modem  sculptors  were  carefolljjr  chosen  and  confined  to  tibese 
that  had  a  living  texture  or  any  animation  in  expression,  or  light  and 
shade.    No  copies  from  the  flat  of  any  kind  are  used,  but  a  large  collec- 
tion of  heads  and  other  figure  engravings,  Uthographs,  and  photomphs, 
is  made  to  serve  an  imp<»tant  use,  viz.,  th^  are  firamied  and  e^bited 
in  the  room  in  which  the  special  branch  of  study  to  which  they  bdong 
is  carried  on ;  thus,  in  the  life  room,  Hfe  studies  made  by  Schnonr  or 
Schlegel  or  other  old  German  masters  are  exhibited,  and  often  the  model 
is  plaiced  in  the  same  attitude  and  light  and  shade  that  these  drawings 
represent,  to  give  the  students  a  true  idea  of  their  predecessor's  work 
and  its  fitness  to  the  end  in  view. 

So  also  in  the  antique  room  excellent  drawings  done  by  artists  of 
renown  are  hung  up  to  stimulate  the  students ;  examples  of  every  sort 
of  manipulation  are  brought  before  their  observation,  and  their  critical 
power  is  stimulated  into  activity  by  fhese  opportunities  of  comparing 
different  styles  and  systems  of  work.  So  in  the  studio  for  draperies, 
where  photographs  and  engravings  of  various  schools  gave  illustrutions 
of  numberless  methods  of  casting  drapery,  and  its  changes  in  character 
in  different  historic  schools  of  painting,  &c.,  and  the  same  thing  in  the 
composition  room,  where  the  lecturer  on  the  subject  has  everything  he 
can  want,  ancient,  mediaeval,  recent  and  modem,  to  illustrate  his  theories. 
Of  course  from  a  large  collection  of  engravings  it  frequ^itiy  happens 
that  an  example  of  bad  style  and  bad  execution  is  found.  Iiiis  also  is 
used  as  something  that  students  are  to  avoid. 

Students  while  still  in  the  antioue  or  elementary  section  frequently 
draw  the  head  from  the  living  model  as  an  encouragement  to  themselves 
and  a  test  for  their  teacher's  guidance. 

In  the  punting  school  the  model  is  placed  for  32  hours,  and  all  studies 
are  made  the  size  of  life.  The  draped  model  is  sometimes  so  arranged 
with  background  and  accessories  as  to  be  completely  made  up  as  for  a 
picture ;  this  is  then  treated  as  a  picture,  and  is  worked  out  with  that 
end  in  view,  rather  than  with  regard  to  the  literal  facts  of  the  model. 
At  other  times  the  half-length  nude  figure  is  painted  the  size  of  life.

Spabkbs.   permitted,  of  course  no  glazing  is  allowed,  in  tact,  the  tints,  whether 

of  light,  half-tone,   or  shadow  are  carefully  tiiought  out,  and  then 

rendered  by  the  simplest  pigments,  and  put  down  on  the  canvas  in  the 

simplest  way. 

Nothing  can  exceed  the  brilliancy  and  truthfulness  of  the  results,  but 
they  must  be  viewed  at  a  distance  sufficient  to  allow  the  mosaic-like 
texture  to  disappear. 

It  is  a  very  valuable  method,  as  it  ensures  thoughtful  work  on  the 
part  of  the  painter,  and  encourages  deliberate  manipulation  in  the  place 
of  clever  pamting,  which  too  often  is  attained  by  a  sacrifice  of  truth. 

It  is  apparently  not  difficult  to  bring  about  this  result,  and  is  done 
by  insisting  that  no  touch  is  put  down  on  paper  that  does  not  mean 
something  in  the  cast;  thus  the  student  is  made  to  imitate  thought- 
fully, touch  for  touch,  what  is  before  him  early  in  his  career. 

At  the  discretion  at  the  professor,  the  student  in  the  painting  school 
is  made  to  paint  from  still  life  as  a  relaxation  from  study  in  the 
life  school,  also  to  counteract  certain  tendencies  to  trick  in  the  treat- 
ment of  draperies  for  instance,  which  may  come  from  the  endeavour  to 
render  rapidly  the  ever  changing  folds  of  the  model's  clothing.  It  is 
also  used  as  a  test  of  taste  in  arrangement,  and  in  power  of  combining 
colours  difficult  to  harmonise. 

One  characteristic  practice  is  that  each  student  throughout  the  aca- 
demy is  compelled  to  draw  from  the  nude  model  two  hours  a  day.  The 
arrangement  of  the  building  are  too  imperfect  to  allow  of  two  life 
classes,  and  the  number  of  students  is  too  large  to  occupy  one  room, 
therefore  the  class  consists  of  two  parts,  one  meeting  from  5  to  7  and 
the  second  from  7  to  9  every  evening.  This  is  regiffded  as  the  main 
stem  around  which  all  practical  art  groups  itself,  it  is  on  this  account 
compulsory. 

Tne  lighting  of  the  life  class  is  ingenious.  The  model  is  on  a  plat- 
form, and  at  a  height  of  about  nine  feet  above  it  a  semi-circular  rail  is  fixed 
around  this  platform,  on  this  the  gas  burners  are  made  to  travel,  so  that 
the  light  can  be  changed  from  one  side  to  the  other  of  the  model. 
Small  burners  screened  from  the  students  are  used  to  light  up  dark 
shadows  in  the  model,  just  enough  to  show  detail. 

The  gas  arrangements  of  the  model  are  all  enclosed  by  a  projecting 
canopy  of  metal,  so  that  no  ray  of  direct  light  can  escape  to  caazle  the 
students ;  the  gas  burners  by  which  the  latter  work  are  all  car^Uy 
screened  from  the  model. 

The  anatomical  class  meets  twice  a  week,  and  every  student  must 
make  four  hours'  practice  in  that  time. 

The  method  of  mstruction  is  by  causing  careful  and  finished  drawings 
of  the  bones  to  be  made  from  the  skeleton  by  the  whole  class,  after  the 
professor  has  explained  the  use  and  artistic  importance  of  every  process, 
tuberosity,  groove,  roughness  and  depression.  Then  outlines  are  made 
trom  bones  that  have  the  attachments  and  insertions  of  the  muscles 
marked  on  them  in  colour. 

The  study  of  muscular  anatomy  is  made  on  the  staae  plan.  Casts 
firom  the  subject  and  papier  macbe  models  are  extensively  used.  The 
work  is  drawn  almost  the  size  of  life,  so  that  the  small  French  anato- 
mical figures  are  used  for  reference  only. 

Very  careful  demonstrations  are  made  of  the  eye,  nose,  mouth,  and 
ear;  large  models  of  these  features,  and  the  demonstrations  of  the  pro- 
fessor put  the  student  in  possession  of  all  the  frets  of  these  parts,  deep» 
superficial,  and  physiological. 
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On  one  of  the  days  on  which  the  anatomy  work  is  done,  a  two  hours'  Appendix  0. 
study  is  made  from  drapenr  on  the  lay  figure,  this  is  often  painted  and  i^bpost  bt 
drawn  to  a  point  of  high  finish.    On  this  account  the  lay  figures  have        Mx. 
often  one  oast  of  drapery  upon  them  for  several  successive  weeks,  and  a    SP'Aakbs. 
Itfge  studio  is  set  apart  for  this  subject  alone.    In  it  the  walls  are  hung 
with  photographs  of  drapery  which  has  been  arranged  on  lay  figures  in 
various  materials,  and  with  various  uses  and  intentions. 

In  connexion  with  the  Academy  is  a  valuable  atelier  system  of  in- 
struction. 

The  professors  have  each  a  studio,  and  some  two,  where  their  students 
work  after  they  have  passed  through  the  schools.  Into  these  studios 
other  students  than  those  of  the  academy  may  enter  as  private  pupils  of 
the  professors.  These  studios  are  most  useful  adjuncto  to  the  academy 
system  and  the  classes  in  general. 

In  addition  there  are  i£ree  meister  ateliers  or  head  masters'  studios 
into  which  the  best  studento  graduate. 

The  chiefs  are  Professors  Knaus,  A.  Von  Werner,  and  Begas  for  figure, 
historic  art,  and  sculpture  respectively.  There  is  also  an  en|praving 
studio,  but  the  [Mrofessor,  Mandel,  is  aunost  entirely  without  pupils. 

The  whole  organisation  is  excellent,  and  will  no  aoubt  produce  capable 
painters  when  the  insufficient  accommodation  that  is  now  pressing  on 
the  school's  development  is  improved. 

The  pupils  all  pay  fees,  about  61,  a  year,  and  these  are  adjusted  in 
amount  to  the  class  in  which  the  student  works ;  the  highest  are  paid 
for  the  practice  in  the  masters'  studios. 

^tudente  must  on  first  entering  the  academy,  give  satisfikctory  proof  of 
being  well  educated,  and  of  having  some  acquaintance  with  art  practice. 
Then  on  admission  they  enter  a  two  years  course  of  light  and  shade 
from  the  cast  and  life,  higher  perspective^  shadows,  rofleotions,  and 
anatomy.  The  middle  course  oonsiste  of  painting,  drawmg,  and  model- 
ling from  life,  with  practice  in  composition  and  lectures  on  historic  art 
The  final  course  is  when  the  student  enters  the  studios  of  the  higher 
professors. 

There  is  in  the  same  building  a  preparatory  school  for  the  academy, 
which  also  takes  ite  own  character,  as  ladies  are  admitted  to  its  advan- 
tages, which  is  not  the  case  in  the  academy  itself.  In  this  lower  school, 
light  and  shade  from  the  bust,  nearly  always  with  backgronnds,  and 
elementary  work  in  ornament  is  taught,  also  perspective,  and  to  some 
extent  figure  drawing  and  anatomy.  It  is  independent  of  the  academy 
although  it  serves  as  a  preparatory  school  for  it. 


The  Gewerbe  Museum  under  Director  Grunow  is  a  large  institution 
which  was  instituted  but  a  few  years  ago  by  private  enterprise,  on  the 
plan  and  after  the  example  of  the  Museum  of  South  Kensington.  It  is 
now  practicaliy  supported  by  a  grant  from  the  Government. 

The  Museum  is  arranged  for  the  use  of  the  studente  and  others  who 
are  working  at  any  special  industrial  subject,  that  is  to  say,  it  has  no 
regard  to  chronology  or  geography,  but  is  planned  so  that  all  the  glass, 
or  wood  carving,  or  enamels,  or  of  whatever  other  dass  the  objects  may 
be,  are  placed  together ;  the  technical  craft  being  the  basis  of  the  arrange- 
ment. 

Schools  under  the  management  of  Director  Ernst  Ewald,  of  consider- 
able size  and  importance,  luive  now  grown  around  this  central  museum, 
and  the  directors  are  anxious  to  establish  branch  or  district  schools  in 
various  parte  of  Berlin,  as  affiliated  classes,  all  to  work  with  the  main 
aim  of  improving  the  taste  and  handicraft  of  the  artisans  engaged  in 
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Appendix  0.  art  industries,  but  at  the  same  time  to  educate  any  other  persons  who 
U^^^j  j5y  may  submit  to  the  traininff. 

Mb.  These  schools  mre  mixed,  that  is,  both  men  and  women  work  together 

Spabkss.    in  the  same  class  rooms ;  this  is  somewhat  unusual  in  Grermany. 

There  are  600  students,  and  16  professors ;  10  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
number  are  free  students,  the  >eet  pay  about  69.  per  month,  and'to  some 
a  money  scholarship  is  granted  to  enable  them  to  develop  their  gifts,  and 
to  allow  them  to  study  oy  day  at  original  composition  in  design. 

The  elementaiT  classes  draw  from  the  large  copies  in  Jacobsthal's 
Grammatik  der  Omamente  the  AiU  size  of  the  originals. 

A  few  of  these  copies  mre  tinted  with  two  or  three  flat  washes,  these 
are  copied  by  the  students  in  sepia  or  indigo,  or  other  simple  tint,  with 
the  view  of  giving  them  dexterity  in  the  laying  on  of  flat  tints  exactly  in 
the  right  place. 

A  large  number  of  Greek  frets  is  among  the  copies  above  mentioned  ; 
these  are  used  for  the  same  purpose  and  answer  weU,  inasmuch  as  the 
various  changes  of  direction  of  the  forms  in  which  the  tints  are  to  be 
placed  give  ample  exercise  to  the  student  to  combat  difficulties  in  flat 
washing.  Precision  of  touch  and  an  entire  absence  of  retouching, 
stippHng,  or  repairing,  are  insisted  on. 

The  application  01  this  praotioe  to  higher  work  is  made  when  the 
student  imitates  the  cast  in  light  and  shade  in  tempera,  the  benefit  of  exact 
thoughtful  imitation  of  tints  is  then  seen.  The  outfit  of  the  student 
consists  of  a  small  wooden  box  in  which  are  six  pots  of  mixed  colour, 
graduated  in  tone  from  the  lightest  to  the  darkest  tint  that  will  be 
needed  to  imitate  the  cast.  This  colour  is  used  on  a  palette,  and  the 
work  proceeds  step  by  step  from  beginning  to  end  in  the  most  straight- 
forward manner. 

It  is  an  excellent  exercise,  and  one'  that  would  be  well  to  encourage  in 
the  schools.  Its  advantages  are  those  that  belong  to  distemper  painting. 
They  are  valuable  in  giving  exactness  in  the  estimate  of  tones  and  gra- 
duations ;  in  the  directness  of  the  work  itself,  as  each  tint  is  put  down 
in  its  right  place  at  once,  without  requiring  any  retouching  or  mending, 
and  the  German  method  of  teaching  dispenses  with  softened  edges,  but 
insists  on  the  regions  of  tints  being  marked  distinctly  with  precision,  the 
true  effect  of  the  soft  edge  of  ashMow  is  given  by  three  or  more  changes 
in  the  tone  as  it  passes  from  light  to  dark. 

The  effect  of  block  printing  is  a  result  of  this  teaching,  but  this  is  not 
disadvantageous,  inasmuch  as  the  maiority  of  students  who  work  in  this 
material  are  designers  who  are  engaged  in  designing  for  prints  of  various 
textures,  or  those  who  are  being  prepared  for  this  occupation. 

In  general  it  is  assumed  that  tempera  is  the  material  in  which  de- 
signers should  work  in  preference  to  water-colour  or  even  oil. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  develop  the  still-life  section,  not 
even  for  decorators. 

The  modelling  section  is  excellent,  and  has  a  large  and  beneficial 
influence  on  the  arts  of  the  town.  Berlin,  like  London,  is  a  town  of 
brick  construction,  the  bricks  are  either  covered  with  stucco,  or  relieved 
with  stone  carving,  or  decorated  with  terra-cotta.  The  excellence  of  the 
ornamental  deaigns  is  remarkable  all  over  the  town  and  its  suburbs,  and 
I  suppose  some  recent  buildings  in  brick  and  terra-cotta  are  the  finest 
ever  constructed  of  this  material.  The  character  of  fitness  is  found 
everywhere  in  these  applications  of  the  decorating  material,  and  gives 
evidence  of  sound  principles  in  teaching. 

These  principles  are  first  no  doubt  given  to  the  architects  who  design 
the  builaings,  out  a  considerable  amount  of  the  credit  is  due  to  t£e 
modellers  and  otrvers  who  carry  out  the  artist's  design. 
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In  the  Geirerbe  school  it  is  not  surprising  to  find  that  100  students  Appendix  0. 
out  of  a  total  of  600  are  modellers,  the  oare  tak^  in  their  education  is  j^,^,  ^^ 
vejy  great.  Me. 

The^  are  taught  to  model  from  photographs  of  Italian  ornament,  nev^    Spabkbb. 
firom  lithograpmi  nor  drawings,  and  are  further  so  instructed  that  they 
alter  the  relief  firom  that  shown  in  the  original. 

This  work  goes  on  until  the  student  has  aU  forms  of  Italian  ornament 
at  his  command,  and  has  further  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the  prin- 
ciples on  which  is  constructed.  Then  he  composes  and  carries  out  sub- 
jects under  his  teacher's  eye,  this  brings  him  into  the  practical  region 
of  his  artistic  life,  as  he  can  sell  his  design  if  it  is  a  practicable  one. 
Men  and  women  work  togethw  to  their  mutual  advantage. 

Another  section  is  that  of  majolica  paipting,  a  revival  by  an  Italian  artist 
with  students  under  him,  which  is  being  done  entirelyby  the  ancient 
methods,  in  rooms  set  apart  in  the  Grewerbe  Sohule.  The  result  when 
good,  tiiuit  is  to  say  when  body,  enamel,  glaie,  and  colours  are  success- 
fully applied  and  wdl  fired  is  excellent,  but  the  fidlures  are  so  many 
thaA  tms  happy  result  is  not  frequently  attained,  and  it  is  to  be  doubted 
if  a  commercial  success  will  be  the  result  of  the  adventure. 

A  principle  of  this  school  seems  to  be  that  no  professor  should  be  a 
teacher  only ;  the  Directcnrs  therefore  seek  for  men  m  various  professions, 
such  as  architects,  designers,  &c.,  who  can  give  a  part  of  tneir  day  or 
evening  to  the  classes ;  the  tendencies  to  pedagogic  degeneracy,  often 
said  to  characterise  men  who  give  all  their  time  to  teaching,  is  justly 
feared. 


A  veryuseful  institution  has  been  founded  by  the  architects  of  [the 
town.  They  have  a  house  of  meeting  with  which  is  joined  a  club  for 
social  purposes.  A  large  hall  or  exhibition  room  in  the  building  is  set 
apart  for  the  public  displav  oi  all  products  that  the  architect  is  concerned 
in  using  or  producing,  other  than  those  required  in  the  mere  construc- 
tion of  a  bmlding.  There  are  marqueterie  floors,  stoves,  curtains,  fur- 
niture, glass,  china,  various  applications  of  handrails,  staircases,  wall 
decorations,  &c.,  also  vessels  of  metal  and  potterv  as  ornament.  These 
are  constantly  added  to  and  changed,  and  the  exhibition  forms  a  gauge 
of  the  advancing  taste  in  the  decorative  arts.  The  textile  reproductions 
of  Byzantine  and  Cktthic  tissues  are  remarkably  picturesque.  In  furni- 
ture the  best  olijeets  are  copies  from  the  RenaissaDceperiod,  and  a 
certain  pseudo  Frendi  style  which  is  not  objectionable.  The  designers  in 
this  section  are  behind  our  own  both  in  simpficity  of  construction  and.taste. 

Some  of  the  most  beautiful  imitations  or  revivals  were  seen  in  the 
tarsia  panels  of  proper  wood  inlays  for  doors  and  other  parts  of  a  room 
requiring  decoration.  They  are  growing  into  extensive  use,  and  are 
interesting  as  being  the  direct  product  of  the  Gewerbe  schule. 

Some  of  the  textile  reproductions  are  excellent,  especially  those  of 
Byzantine  origin,  where  a  flat  treatment  with  interwoven  threads  of 
gold  is  a  principle  of  the  design.  Others  of  commoner  material  in  wool, 
and  even  in  hemp  and  cotton,  were  quiet  and  unobtnisive  in  tone  and 
colour,  and  often  in  excellent  taste. 

The  iron  work  is  remarkably  good.  There  seems  to  be  quite  a  school 
for  smiths'  work  in  Berlin,  the  cast-iron  work  is  of  wwld-wide  renown 
for  its  fineness  and  mechanical  perfection.  In  every  quarter  of  the 
town  the  iron  designs,  and  execution  of  the  same,  are  alike  excellent,  and 
the  very  general  use  of  grilles  to  the  basement  windows,  sometimes  to 
the  ground  floor  windows,  and  almost  always  to  those  of  the  hall  door 
and  &nlight,  in  the  beet  class  of  houses  keeps  up  a  substantial  demand 
for  designs  of  good  quality  which  are  remarkably  well  worked  out. 
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Appendix  c.      The  stove  commobly  used  U  a  constniction  of  tiles,  made  of  suitable 
BspoBT  BT  ^^^®  '^^^  shape  to  be  useful  as  to  the  diiDensioDS  of  the  flues  and  for 
Ms.       the  purposes  of  the  bond,  it  is  usually  white,  and  giyes  a  large  fidd  for 
8PABKV8    the  ingenuity  of  the  designer. 

A  modem  demand  for  a  fire  that  shall  be  visible  has  necessitated 
various  modifications  of  the  Gtoman  stove  of  the  past  generations,  and 
has  resulted  in  ingenious,  and  on  the  whole  good  architectural  designs 
for  fire-places.  Trie  material  of  which  the  tiles  are  made  is  of  ordinary 
character,  but  the  enamel  with  which  it  is  covered  is  really  perfect 
'in  whiteness  and  texture. 

It  is  worth  mentioning  tbat  the  architects  are  almost  always  the 
desi^ers  of  these  house  fittings,  and  that  designers  not  educiied  as 
architects  are  almost  unknown.  This  is  perhaps  a  point  that  might  be 
dwelt  on  at  length  when  we  consider  that  training  in  the  construction, 
proportion,  and  details  of  the  different  styles  of  building  and  use  of 
mouldings,  is  one  of  the  most  needful  points  in  the  education  of  a 
designer. 


The  Academy  for  Architects  in  Berlin  is  a  peculiar  institution  that  will 
shortly  disappear.  At  the  present  time  Berlm  is  the  only  large  town  in 
German)r  without  a  polytechnic  school,  and  the  various  arts  taught  in 
such  an  institution  are  now  found  badly  housed  in  separate  buddings 
with  separate  organisations  of  directors  and  professors.  But  a  recent 
Act  of  Parliament  has  ordered  that  a  polytechnic  school  capable  of 
accommodating  from  2,000  to  4,000  students  shall  be  erected,  in  wnich  the 

Present  divided  schools  for  architecture,  en^neeriog,  and  industries  shall 
B  united.  The  English  system  of  apprenticing  or  articling  of  pupils  to 
eminent  men  who  are  engmeiBrs  or  architects  is  practically  unknown  in 
Germanv,  and  the  State  tokes  almost  the  whole  expense  and  responsi- 
biUtgr  of  educating  students  in  these  professions,  and  ev^-n  to  some 
extent  of  provichng  them  with  work  after  they  are  educated.  It  is  clear 
that  noUiinff  analogous  to  this  exists  in  our  own  county,  and  that  the 
thorough  education  secured  by  the  German  plan  is  not  easily  gained  in 
this  country. 

llie  bases  on  which  the  whde  ardiitectural  education  is  founded  are 
twofold,  one,  the  artistic,  and  one  the  constructive. 

On  the  one  side  mechanical  construction  in  its  widest  sense,  tiiat  is 
to  say,  as  applied  to  all  known  materials  firom  stone  to  iron  and  wood  is 
thoroughly  undertaken;  and  on  the  other  side,  the  artistic,  the  fuU 
meaning  and  effect  of  antique  proportions,  mouldings,  and  the  sesthetic 
conditions  of  all  the  great  historic  styles  are  elaborately  analysed  and 
understood. 

The  work  in  the  building  academy  is  done  under  great  inconvenience 
on  the  score  of  space,  lie  Schenkel  Museum  in  which  the  work  is 
carried  on  was  designed  by  the  architect  whose  name  it  Yhohs  for  the 
accommodation  of  from  150  to  200  students ;  this  number  has  been 
recently  raised  to  above  1,000  with  obvious  inconvenience  and  loss  of 
contort  to  the  students  and  teachers. 

llie  plan  of  teaching  architecture  is  this : — 

A  four  years'  course  is  provided  for  younff  men  who  give  sasiafactory 
proof  of  having  received  a  good  general  education.  In  their  progress 
thev  take  first  the  simple  Greek  proportions,  and  their  constructive  and 
sesthetic  meaning,  and  work  out  first,  studies  based  on  Bottcher's  prin- 
ciples, then  they  design  some  specified  building  such  as  a  tomb,  a  town 
gate,  or  some  other  simple  construction.  Later,  Italian,  Romanesque, 
and  Gothic  are  taken  up  in  the  same  manner,  lliis  branch  of  their 
education  is  to  serve  the  one  end  of  artistic  efliect  and  the  true  principles 
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of  the  different  styles.  But  at  the  same  time  the  proper  knowledge  of  Appendix  C. 
the  builder  is  carefully  kept  in  view,  and  is  treated  as  a  separate  study  ^jt^oin  bt 
from  that  part  of  the  course  which  develops  the  artist.  Ms. 

The  examinations  are  frequent  and  very  searching.     Measuring  actual    Spabxbs. 
buildings  is  given  as  an  examination  exercise,  and  not  as  a  part  of  the 
instruction  as  with  us. 

The  private  and  public  buildings  in  Berlin  and  other  Grerman  towns 
give  ample  evidence  of  the  thorough  training  of  German  architects  under 
this  system,  but  at  the  same  time  there  is  a  certain  coldness  or  uncom- 
promising exactness  about  the  whole  that  seems  somewhat  as  if  the 
classic  lines  by  which  the  architect's  education  is  so  rigidly  circumscribed 
bad  cramped  the  picturesque  element  in  his  art,  and  had  decided  the 
exact  form  and  proportion  of  everything  to  the  smallest  moulding.  In 
the  practice  of  Gothic  architecture  the  result  of  this  plan  of  education  is 
indisputably  one  that  gives  great  prominence  to  the  advantages  of  our 
own  system,  or  absence  of  system,  in  the  education  of  the  architect. 

In  the  section  of  design,  however,  the  Berlin  school  has  manv  advan- 
tages over  similar  institutions.  The  professor,  Herr  Jacobsthal,  the 
author  of  a  very  practical  work  on  the  Grammar  of  Ornament,  is  a 
most  accomplished  teacher.  The  result  is  that  German  architects  are 
found  capable  of  dealing  with  details  of  ornament  in  a  degree  far  sur- 
passing that  of  the  average  professional  designer  here.  Hence  no  doubt 
the  superiority  of  the  ironwork,  terra-cotta  panels,  and  classical  or  Italian 
details,  which  truly  ornament  and  do  not  overload  their  buildings. 


The  Royal  Academy  of  Industrial  Art  is  a  science  school,  under  the 
direction  of  Herr  Reuleaux,  in  which  mathematics  as  the  basis  of  science 
are  especially  taught. 

Physics,  chemistry,  minerolo^,  machine  construction  and  draining, 
bridge  building  and  drawing,  ship  building  and  drawing,  and  ornamental 
and  iigure  drawing  so  far  as  they  apply  to  or  help  the  above  subjects 
are  taught.  These  latter  sections,  however,  were  not  carried  very  far, 
and  sci^cely  call  for  special  remark. 

The  most  remarkable  thing,  and  one  worthjr  of  note  and  imitation, 
was  the  system  of  I^rofessor  Consentius  in  teaching  mechanical  drawing. 
The  object  to  be  represented,  for  instance,  a  buffer  of  an  engine  or  a 
feed  pump,  is  described,  and  its  use  defined,  and  the  conditions  under 
which  it  is  to  be  worked,  form  the  basis  of  its  size,  shape,  and  strength ; 
these  are  worked  out  theoretically,  and  a  sketch  is  made  with  all  the 
measurements  marked  on  it.  The  professor  now  makes  a  drawing  on 
paper  of  hurge  size,  about  five  feet  square,  to  the  real  scale  of  the  object  or 
larger.  He  draws  with  a  brush  and  Indian  ink,  and  outlines  the  work 
'  with  a  line  from  a  quarter  to  half  an  inch  in  width,  then  projects  the 
shadows,  and  tints  the  whole  with  the  conventional  colours  which 
indicate  the  different  materials. 

These  lar^e  drawings  are  copied  line  for  line  by  the  students,  who 
work  their  drawings  to  a  reduced  scale  with  ordinary  materials.  The 
large  drawings  and  small  copies  are  finished  simultaneously.  The 
shfuling  to  indicate  round  or  spherical  parts  of  the  machine  is  done  with 
a  series  of  flat  washes  not  softened  together  at  all,  but  left  as- overlapping 
,  tints.  The  skill  with  which  these  large  drawings  are  done  on  paper 
pinned  to  an  upright  board,  with  brushes  and  the  free  use  of  colour,  is 
remarkable. 

The  drawings  when  finished  form  a  collection  of  diagrams  useful  in 
the  school  for  illustrations  to  lectures. 

The  ornamental  drawing  is  done  somewhat  on  the  same  system.    The 
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AMWBdiz  0.  professor,  Herr  Jaoobstiud,  will  draw  and  finish  a  design  on  the  black* 

]^^^  ^j  board  to  a  large  scale,  such  as  a  scnroll  of  acanthos  in  a  square.    Hie 

Mb.        students  then  take  the  same  form  and  distribution  oi  parts,  and  from  H 

Spabkbs.    inake  a  design  that  could  be  worked  out  in  any  given  material,  such  as 

terra- cotta,  carving  in  soft  stone,  cast-iron,  wrought-iron,  marble  inlay, 

low  reUef,  and  so  on.    The  adaptation  of  the  design  is  made  during  a 

two  hours'  lesson. 

The  Grammatik  der  Omamente  is  used  as  a  book  of  styles,  and  not 
only  as  a  book  of  freehand  copies. 


In  Breslau  great  activity  prevails ;  a  new  museum  for  Silesia  is  in 
course  of  construction,  and  with  it  will  be  connected  a  school  for  fine 
art>  especially  painting  and  sculpture. 

A  Gewerbe  school,  under  Director  Herr  Fielder,  has  been  recently 
established,  in  which  the  usual  science  subjects  are  taught  excellently 
well,  with  the  addition  of  such  branches  of  art  practice  as  are  neceswy 
for  the  engineer  and  architect.  These  are  freenand  drawing,  drawing 
firom  ol]jects,  a  little  light  and  shade,  and  perspective. 

All  the  fr^and  drawing  is  used  as  an  outline,  into  which  tints  are 
washed  with  water-colour  background  and  pattern,  usually  of  different 
tints,  to  accustom  the  students  to  flat  washing. 

Model  drawing,  quite  as  we  understand  it  in  England,  is  just  be- 
ginning to  take  its  place  in  the  course,  and  is  the  only  instance  of  this 
section  being  in  use  that  I  have  seen  in  Germany. 

The  constant  practice  in  all  these  schools  is  to  draw  with  a  time 
limit.  A  drawing  from  measurement  of  a  window  frame  and  fittings  was 
in  prcMrress,  for  whi(^  thirty  hours  was  allowed,  and  in  that  time  a  large 
scale  mnished  drawing  is  produced  accurately  representing  eveiy  detail 
in  a  very  clear  and  good  style  of  drawing. 

In  the  same  town  is  an  art  school,  under  the  professorship  of  H. 
Michaelis,  open  to  men  and  women  of  idl  classes  in  the  daytime  and  also 
in  the  evening.  The  buildings  were  very  small  for  the  purposes  of  the 
school,  and  work  was  obviously  being  carried  on  at  great  inconvenience. 
A  fine  room  fat  modelling,  under  Professor  Michaelis,  accommodated 
from  35  to  45  students,  and  these  were  fully  exercised  in  archit«*tuial 
carving,  the  use  of  mouldings  and  their  decoration,  the  treatment  of 
natural  forms  for  the  decoration  of  panels,  spandiils,  &c. 

A  good  feature  in  the  school  is  a  large  collection,  made  by  the  pro- 
f^sor,  of  plants,  flowers,  &c.,  cast  from  nature,  and  arranged  in  groups 
on  a  plaster  ground.  These  are  very  numerous,  and  serve  as  the  stock 
from  which  students  obtain  their  facts  during  the  winter  months  when 
^e  natural  forms  themselves  are  not  to  be  procured. 

A  set  of  models  of  elementanr  ornamental  forms  for  sculptms'  and 
painters'  use  is  also  here,  from  which  a  selection  could  be  advantageously 
made  for  the  use  of  our  schools. 

The  system  adopted  in  this  school  for  teaching  the  principles  of 
ornament  and  fireehand  drawing  simultaneously  is  wtxihy  of  note.  A 
considerable  collection  of  diagrams  of  lar^  nxe  has  been  made  by  the 
professor.  One  of  these  is  hung  full  in  view  of  all  tiie  students  of  the 
dass  for  a  week,  or  longer  if  the  details  of  the  drawing  demand  much 
attention  or  are  minute.  The  teacher  demonstrates  the  construction  on 
the  blackboard  beside  tiie  original,  and  the  students  work  it  out  to  a 
scale  that  is  chosen  by  the  teacher.  These  are  done  in  various  materials, 
light  and  shade  examples  with  charcoal,  other  designs  with  sepia  or 
pencil,  as  is  obviously  dictated  by  the  nature  of  tiie  dnwing  to  be  copied. 
The  students  have  in  this  manner  many  executive  difficulties  to  over- 
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ccmie,  but  the  treatment  of  the  copies  is  simple,  so  that  no  time  is  spent  Appendix  0. 
in  mere  mechanical  tinting  or  stippling.  Rbpost  by 

The  practical  result  of  this  exercise  is  that  the  students  acquire  some-    ^^  ^^^ 
thing  of  principles  of  styles  and  materials  in  ornament,  and  at  the  same 
time  learn  a  gieat  deal  of  practical  handicraft. 

The  classes  also  take  a  useful  line,  and  wood  carving,  designing, 
and  other  work  is  carried  out  by  the  students  under  the  care  of  the 
professor,  for  trade  purposes.

In  Aix-la-Chapelle  there  is  a  large  polytechnic  school  under  the 
director,  Herr  von  Kaven,  housed  in  a  fine  building,  with  accommodation 
for  500  students,  with  their  various  class  rooms  for  lectures,  laboratories, 
libraries,  drawing  schools,  offices,  studios  for  the  professors,  &c.  The 
course  is  a  four  years  one,  and  the  cost  to  the  students  for  fees  about 
71,  lOs.  annually.  Drawing  is  only  one  of  the  subjects,  and  was  more 
or  less  confined  to  accurate  mechanical  or  architectural  work,  but 
Professor  ReifiP,  a  painter  himself,  who  has  the  management  of  this 
section,  naturally  endeavoured  to  develop  the  talents  of  those  students 
who  appeared  to  have  natural  gifts  in  an  artistic  direction.  Conse- 
quentlv  it  was  not  surorising  to  find  that  charcoal  and  chalk  drawing 
nrom  the  cast  was  added  to  the  other  section  of  drawing  with  instru- 
ments. In  this  division  I  saw  some  excellent  work  in  charcoal  and 
stump,  especially  some  large  copies  firom  Vandyke  and  Rembrandt, 
from  large  photographs  of  the  original  pictures. 

A  curious  application  of  pastel  work  is  made  in  this  school.  It  is 
used  to  tint  in  effect-s  to  architectural  and  engineering  drawings  in 
perspective.  The  outlines,  usually  done  freely  with  a  strong  line,  is 
rapidly  coloured  with  pounded  colour  or  soft  crayons,  and  sraduated 
and  nibbed  together  with  cotton  wool  and  stump.  It  is  a  rea^  method 
of  obtaining  effects  with  a  very  small  expenditure  of  time. 

A  practice  worthy  of  remark  is  this : — ^The  best  drawings  in  the 
annual  competition  are  photo-lithoffraphed  and  printed  for  sale  and 
general  circulation.  A  collection  of  tnese  for  the  past  years  is  a  valuable 
record  of  the  quality  of  the  work  done  in  the  architcKiture  classes,  and 
the  knowledge  that  the  successful  work  will  thus  pass  into  a  permanent 
record  is  a  sfimulus  to  the  student  to  produce  a  worthy  drawing. 

It  was  remarkable  to  what  an  extent  photography  was  made  a  medium 
of  instruction  in  the  schools  of  engineering  and  building  construction. 
Prints  of  every  description  of  building  and  engineering  work  are  col- 
lected from  every  part  of  the  world,  and  student  see  the  actual  progress 
of  works  not  yet  finished  in  India,  America,  Russia,  England,  and 
other  countries. 

A  very  extensive  collection  of  photographs  also  has  been  made  from 
ancient  and  other  buildings  in  Italy  and  elsewhere,  and  the  result  seemed 
to  me  to  be  a  greater  freedom  of  ideas,  shown  in  original  designs,  than 
is  common  in  German  polytechnic  designs.  This  was  nowhere  more 
seen  than  in  the  Gothic  designs,  which  as  a  rule  in  Germany  are  dry, 
uninteresting,  and  more  or  less  lifeless  when  compared  with  the  better 
class  of  English  design ;  but  in  Aix-la-Chapelle  there  was  a  truer  per- 
ception of  the  flexible  character  of  the  style,  and  certainly  a  more 
picturesque  treatment  than  I  had  hitherto  seen  in  Germany. 
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Appendix  C.      lliere  appears  to  be  a  new  life  and  very  great  activity  in  the  schools  all 

Rbpobt  by  °^^  Germany.    These  are  for  the  most  part  still  experimental,  and  can 

Mb.        scarcely  be  said  to  have  made  a  deep  impression  on  the  national  arts, 

Sparkbs.    i^Qd  for  the  present,  perhaps,  the  individual  impress  of  the  several 

professors,  who  are  usually  men  of  eminence,  is  the  most  remarkable 

thing  in  connexion  with  them. 

They  are  Government  institutions,  and  so  far  difPer  from  our  own. 
They  have  certain  advantages  in  being  thus  founded,  among  which  may 
'  be  mentioned  the  independence  of  theprofessors,  who  are  responsible  to 
their  Director  and  the  Minister  of  Trade  alone;  they  have  excellent 
buildings,  and  as  the  instruction  is  almost  gratuitous,  they  have  a  con- 
siderable power  over  the  attendance  of  the  students.  On  the  oth^ 
hand  they  are  liable  to  lose  the  individuality  which  is  secured  by  our 
more  independent  system,  and  are  more  prone  to  fall  into  the  lines 
which  doctrinaires  may  prescribe  for  them.

APPENDIX. 


The  programme  for  the  Gewerbe  museum  schools  as  regards  fees  and  plan 
of  instruction  is  as  follows  : — 

The  schools  are  open  daily  from  9  till  4  o'clock,  and  from  7^  to  9|  each 
evening  ;  also  on  Sunday  morning  from  8  to  12. 

The  school  year  is  from  October  to  Jane,  and  is  dicided  into  three  quarters 
of  three  months  each. 

The  fees  vary  from  3«.  per  quarter  to  30^.  for  the  same  time,  according  to 
the  class  and  the  length  of  time  the  student  attends. 

An  entrance  fee  of  3*.  is  payable  by  each  student  A  certain  number  of 
free  students  is  admitted,  and  in  a  few  cases  scholarships  are  granted,  but  the 
whole  sum  at  the  command  of  the  director  for  this  purpose  is  only  45L  per 
year. 

The  plan  or  course  of  instruction  is  as  follows  : — 

There  are  13  cUisses,  the  1st  is  elementary,  and  consists  of  plane  practical 
geometry  and  the  construction  of  elementary  geometric  ornament  and  free- 
hand drawing.  These  are  drawn  on  the  black  board,  and  their  use  and 
application  described  hy  the  teacher. 

The  2nd  Class  carries  on  tho  construction  and  application  of  ornament 
further  and  a  systematic  course  is  entered  on.  In  this  way  string  courses, 
terminations,  supports,  foliage,  flat  ornament,  natural  forms,  vessels,  and  furni- 
ture are  treated  of  as  to  their  principles^  and  are  all  drawn  from  large  well 
executed  copies  of  Greek,  Roman,  or  Renaissance  works.  These  two  classes 
take  from  one  to  two  years  of  the  elementary  students'  time. 

Now  the  student  can  make  a  choice  between  three  croups,  which,  roughly 
speaking,  come  under  the  heading  of  Architecture,  Pamting,  and  Modellmg. 

The  first  of  these  groups  consists  of  class  3,  descriptive  geometry,  pro- 
jection and  perspective  of  shadows,  and 

Class  4,  architectural  drawing  proper,  and  here  capitals,  shafts,  bases,  and 
architraves,  and  cornices  of  Greek  and  Roman  orders  are  drawn  on  the  black 
board  by  the  teacher,  and  copied  by  the  student 

This  is  followed  by  round  arch  construction  and  other  arrangements  in 
designs  for  fayades  and  whole  buildings  of  the  Italian  palaces  and  other 
buildings  of  the  Renaissance  time. 
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The  second  group,  that  for  the  painter,  conrists  of —  Appendix  C. 

Class  5,  drawing  ornament  from  the  cast,  as  picturesque  imitation,  in  which        — 
light,  shade,  and  reflection  are  studied.  ^"^?^  ^^ 

There  are  four  methods,  which  can  be  followed  according  to  the  teacher's     Sparkbb. 
advice. 

ITiese  are — 

1    In  tempera  with  four,  at  most  five  tints. 

2.  In  water-colours  for  shadows,  and  tempera  for  the  lights. 

3.  With  the  stump  for  shadows,  and  white  chalk  for  lights. 

4.  With  chalk  or  pencil,  with  or  without  white  chalk  for  lights. 

Class  6. — Elementary  figure  drawing  from  the  cast — that  is  heads,  busts, 
and  extremities,  both  human  and  animal  forms. 

Class  7  is  the  ordinary  antique  and  life  studies  of  the  schools. 

Class  8  is  painting  from  animals,  this  is  almost  compuUorily  confined 
to  the  painting  of  bir£i  and  smaller  things,  which  are  preserved ;  also  drawing 
from  casts  of  the  larger  animals. 

Class  9  is  anatomy,  human  and  animal,  especially  those  most  frequently 
used  in  ornament,  drawing  from  bones,  and  casts  of  dissected  figures  and 
limbs.    In  this  section  proportion  is  theoretically  tanght. 

Class  10. — Flower  drawing  and  painting;  this  also  means  the  Use  of  plants 
and  flowers  in  design,  and  is  based  on  general  botanical  principles. 

The  third  group  is  for  modellers,  and  consists  of  Class  1 1  for  ornament,  and 
Class  12  for  figure  and  fi^;are  design. 

The  final  class  is  the  history  of  style,  and  is  a  practical  class  for  design. 

In  addition  to  these  are  composition  classes  for  the  students  who  have 
passed  the  above  course,  who  are  entering  into  the  practical  work  of  their 
professions  or  trades.    The  classes  are  divided  into— 

I.  Practical  designing  of  frimiture,  vessels,  and  constructive  ornament. 
II.  Surface  decoration. 

III.  Figure  decoration. 

IV.  Modelling. 


The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Hoyal  Academy  of  Fine  Art  in  Berlin  is

Numerous  donations  and  b^uests  have  been  made  to  the  Museum  I>onat;ions. 
during  the  past  year.    Her  Majesty  the  Queen  presented  to  the  Art 
Library  a  copy  of  the  catalogue  of  the  works  of  Raphael  in  the  Royal 
Library,  Windsor  Castle. 

H.LM.  the  Shah  of  Persia  presented  a  collection  of  Persian  carpets 
and  other  textile  fabrics,  many  of  them  of  great  interest,  and  valuable 
as  fine  examples  of  design  and  colour. 

H.R.H.  the  Crown  Princess  of  Germany,  an  interesting  enamelled 
terra-cotta  panel  of  early  Berlin  work.  From  the  Minister  of  Public 
Instruction,  France,  we  have  a  collection  of  33  pieces  of  Sevres  porcelain, 
illustrating  the  work  at  present  carried  on  at  that  great  national  esta- 
blishment. 

An  extensive  and  valuable  collection  of  miUtary  and  civil  decorations 
and  historical  medals,  numbering  over  650  specimens  in  gold,  silver, 
and  bronze,  has  been  presented  in  the  name  the  late  J .  W.  Flemminff 
by  his  widow ;  this  collection  is  in  the  course  of  arrangement  and  wifl 
shortly  be  exhibited  to  the  public. 

Owing  to  the  great  reduction  of  the  purchase  votes  the  acquisitions  of  Purchases, 
suitable  objects  by  purchase  has  necessarily  decreased.  The  principal 
examples  bought  were  two  remarkable  Limoges  enamels,  one  a  portrait 
of  Charles  de  Uuise,  Cardinal  de  Lorraine,  by  L.  Limousin,  the  other  a 
triptych  by  Penicaud.  Some  interesting  specimens  of  majolica  were 
also  obtained. 

The  systematic  annual  reductions  of  the  purchase  votes  of  the  Museum 
are  much  to  be  regretted,  and  must  in  a  short  time  seriously  affect  the 
circulation  of  objects  through  the  country.  The  very  great  reduction  of 
this  year  is  especially  serious  on  account  of  the  rare  opportunity  afforded 
of  acquiring  objects  of  an  instructive  character,  by  the  Pans  Interna- 
tional Exhibition. 

Late  in  the  year  we  received  on  loan  firom  Athens  the  important  col-  Dr.  Sohlie- 
lection  of  earlj  Greek  Art  known  as  the  Troy  Collection,  excavated  from  SJ^'"  ^^" 
the  hill  of  Hissarlik  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  SchUemann.   ^^^^' 
The  specimens,  which  number  over  4,000,  consist  of  pottery,  works  in 
gold,  silver,  and  bronze,  stone,  and  glass.    The  collection  was  arranged 
under  the  personal  superintendence  of  Dr.  Schliemann. 

Among  other  important  loans  ma^  be  mentioned  one  from  Monsieur  Loans. 
Piot,  consisting  of  upwards  of  100  pieces  of  rare  and  beautiful  examples 
of  old  Greek  glass,  and  from  Lord  Beauchamp   a  fine  collection  of 
miniatures  containing  upwards  of  350  portraits. 

No  additions  have  yet  been  made  to  the  Museum  buildings^  although  BuUdhigs. 
a  large  portion  of  the  dices  was  pulled  down  two  years  since  at  very 
great  inconvenience  to  the  Department,  in  order  to  allow  of  the  building 
of  a  new  reading  room,  the  present  Art  reading  room  bein^  notoriously 
unhealthy  from  overcrowding.  The  unsatisfftctoiy  state  of  the  Library 
and  readmg  room  has  been  reported  for  several  years.  The  numbw  of 
readers  increases  steadily  year  Dv  year,  the  inconvenience  increasing  in 
like  ratio  ;  the  books  are  placea  in  double  rows  on  the  shelves,  greatly 
adding  to  difficulty  of  administration.  The  amount  of  overcrowding 
may  easily  be  understood  from  the  fact  that  nearly  one  half  the  number 
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ippciidixD.  of  readers  attempting  to  study  in  our  two  small  reading  rooms  has  been

The  Museums  of  Edinburgh  and  Dublin  are  not  included  in  ihese 
returns. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  665  paintings  and  drawings  were  lent  to 
Schools  of  Art  for  the  purpose  of  copying,  and  99«S  specimens  and  draw- 
ings on  deposit  loan.  From  the  Art  Library  578  volumes  of  books  and 
2,506  drawings,  prints,  and  photographs,  were  circulated  among  the  Art 
sdiools. 
Educational  On  the  close  of  the  Science  Loan  Collection  large  numbers  of  the 
iluscum.  objects  exhibited  were  presented,  lent,  or  bought  for  the  Educational 
Museum,  and  have  added  greatly  to  the  interest  and  importance  of  that 
collection.  The  new  additions  occupy  the  greater  portion  of  the  western 
gidleries  of  the  late  International  Exhibition,  kindly  lent  for  this  pur- 
pose by  Her  Majesty's  Commissioners  for  the  Exhibition  of  1851.

Major  Festino,  R.E.,  the  Assistant  Director  sp^nally  entrusted  with 
the  charge  of  the  buildings,  including  lighting,  heating,  ventilation,  &c., 
reports  as  follows : — 

''  With  the  prospect  of  the  commencement,  during  the  year,  of  the  new 
Library  building,  it  was  necessaiy  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  remove 
the  range  of  temporary  buildings  which  occupied  the  site. 

"  This  range  contained  the  principal  public  entrance  to  the  Museum, 
some  of  the  Museum  of&ces,  and  the  Educational  Library  and  Collec- 
tions. 

"These  last  had  already  been  removed  to  the  galleries  on  the  other 
side  of  Exhibition  Road,  by  which  a  better  room  had  been  set  free  for 
the  Educational  Library  and  Reading  room,  in  a  part  of  Uie  range  which 
it  is  not  necessary  to  pull  down  at  present,  and  which  has  now  been  con- 
nected with  the  permanent  portion  of  the  Museum  by  a  temporary 
covered  passage. 

"  Office  room  to  make  up  for  that  destroyed  had  been  obtained  by 
erecting  temporary  partitions  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  old  Sheep- 
shanks galleries,  and  the  door  at  the  South  end  of  the  South  East 
Court  has  been  opened  as  the  public  entrance  to  the  Museum.  These 
arranffements  having  been  maae  the  site  was  quickly  cleared. 

"The  total  consumption  of  gas  in  the  Museum  schools,  kc,  at  South 
Kensington  has  been  28,170,100  cubic  feet,  and  the  amount  paid  for  it 
and  for  the  outside  lamps  together  was  5,015/.  The  consumption  of  gas 
at  the  Bethnal  Green  Museum  was  4,719,600  cubic  feet,  costing 
826/.  7*.  Id. 

**  The  heating  apparatus  was  at  work,  as  usual,  jfbr  about  seven  months 
in  the  year,  during  which  period  the  mean  temperature  of  the  Museum 
was  58'8°,  that  of  the  outside  air  having  been  45*5^.  The  amount  of  coke 
consumed  in  the  whole  establishment  was  1,686  chaldrons,  costing 
1,180/.  4s.  M,  At  the  Bethnal  Green  Museum  114  chaldrons  of  coke 
(costing  79/.  Is.  6c/.)  were  consumed.

Educational  Division. 

*'  At  the  dose  of  the  Special  Loan  Collection  of  Scientific  Apparatus  it  Educational 
appeared  that  the  majority  of  the  English  and  several  of  the  foreign  division, 
exhibitors  were  willing  to  allow  their  contributions  to  remain  on  loan. 
These  loans,  together  with  various  gifts  and  purchases  from  the  coUeo- 
tion,  were  incorporated  with  the  permanent  Educational  Collection, 
which  abrcMkdy  comprised  numerous  examples  of  scientific  apparatus,  both 
loans  and  the  property  of  the  Museum.

"No  important  change  in  the  arrangements  of  the  Museum  and  ™®"**»*<^' 
Galleries  has  been  possible  during  the  past  year,  although  much  re- 
vision in  relation  to  classification,  &c.,  is  very  desirable ;  but  the  crowded 
state  of  the  courts  renders  it  difficult  to  keep  up  the  existing  classifi- 
cation consistently  with  the  proper  exhibition  of  the  objects. 

"  The  number  of  objects  acquired  by  purchase,  gift,  or  bequest,  during  Acquisitions 
1877  was  2,044,  as  against  3,062  in  1876.   The  most  important  purchases  dunnR  the 
were  two  specimens  of  Limoges  enamel  from  the  collection  of  Mr.  Henry  ^^^' 
Danby  Seymour.      One  is  an  oval  medallion  portrait  of  Charles  de 
Guise,  Cardinal  de  Lorraine  (b.  1524,  d.  1574) ;  it  is  surrounded  by 
eight  enamelled  plaques,  in  colour  and  grisaille,  and  is  attributed  to 
Leonard  Limousin.    The  other  is  historically  of  great  interest.     It  is  a 
triptych,  formed  by  a  combination  of  nine  plaques ;  in  the  centre  the 
Annunciation,  with  rows  of  ao^els  above  and  below ;  in  the  left  volet 
are  Louis  XIL  and  St.  Louis,  with  the  arms  of  France  above  and  below ; 
and  in  the  right  volet  are  Anne  of  Bretagne  and  St.  Anne,  with  the  arms 
of  France  and  Brittany  above  and  below.     It  is  by  Nardon  Penicaud

lected  by  the  late  J.  W.   Fleming,  Esq.,  F.R.C.S.E.,  and  Surgeon-      "^^ 
Major  of  the  4th  Royal  Irish  Draeoon  Guards,  presented  in  his  name  by 
his  widow,  Mrs.  Fleming.     C.  T.  Maud,  Esq.,  of  Bath,  added  to  his 
previous  gifts  of  paintings  and  drawings  by  bequeathing  an  oil  painting 
of   fruit,  by  G.  Lance,  A.R.A.      Mrs.    White  also  bequeathed  two 
portraits,  the  Princess  Caroline  of  Brunswick,  by  Sir  Thomas  Lawrence, 
and  Lady  Anne  Hamilton,  by  James  Lonsdale.    M.  Legros  also  pre- 
sented four  studies  of  heads  from  the  life,  and  a  landscape  from  nature, 
all  in  oil,  being  examples  of  ^me  studies  for  the  use  of  students. 

"  The  loan  collections  have  beea  kept  up  with  the  same  care  as  in  Loan  Col- 
former  years,  objects  of  great  interest  being  frequently  declined,  or  their  lectionji. 
exhibition  postponed,  for  want  of  space,  l^e  principal  loan  collection 
of  the  year  is  that  of  Dr.  Schliemann,  consisting  of  the  objects  discovered 
by  him  during  the  excavation  of  the  hill  of  Hissarlik,  the  supposed 
site  of  Greek  Ilium  and  ancient  Troy.  The  extent  of  this  collection 
necessitated  the  further  crowding  togetner  of  the  glass  cases  in  the  loan 
court.  A  valuable  collection  of  121  snuff  boxes.  Sec,  was  lent  by  Mr. 
George  Mitchell,  of  Bolton  Street,  Piccadilly ;  and  since  that  gentleman's 
death  an  intimation  has  been  received  that  he  has  bequeathed  the  whole 
coUection,  together  with  other  objects,  to  the  Museum. 

*'  No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  picture  galleries  since  the  last  Picture 
report,  the  coUectfbns  lent  by  the  Right  Hon.  Earl  Spencer,  K.G.,  and  Galleries. 
W.  Fuller  Maitland,  Esq.,  or  Stanstead,  being  still  exhibited  on  loan."

Circulation. 

"  The  usual  systematic  circulation  of  paintings^  drawings,  and  other 
examples,  including  32  glass  cases  contaming  objects  socially  selected 
as  examples  for  use  in  Stage  1 5  of  the  course  of  Art  mstruction,  has 
been  carried  out  during  the  year.  The  tables  appended  show  the 
details,  as  also  the  various  contributions  made  to  exhibitions,  annual 
meetings,  and  conversazioni  in  connexion  with  Schools  of  Art  throughout 
the  oountijr. 

"  The  principal  exhibitions  to  which  loans  of  objects  in  glass  cases, 
paintings,  drawings,  &c.,  have  been  sent  are  as  follow  : — 

"1.  Derby;  held  firom27th  June  to  17th  December  1877,  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  funds  to  complete  the  new  building  for  the  School 
of  Art.  The  number  of  visitors  was  47>590,  and  the  receipts 
2,004/.  4s,  bd.    The  committee  report  a  loss  of  1,217/.  13s.  \d. 

"2.  Dundee ;  held  from  1st  October  1877  to  12th  January  1878,  for 
the  purohase  of  paintings  and  other  Art  objects  for  the  gallery  of  the 
public  Museum,  a  proportion  of  the  surplus  to  be  given  to  the  School 
of  Art.  The  number  or  visitors  was  64,0/6,  and  the  receipts  1,759/.  \2s. 
The  committee  reported  that  only  a  small  surplus  (about  10/.)  resulted. 

"3.  Penzance ;  held  from  10th  to  15th  September  1877,  in  aid  of  the 
fdnds  of  the  School  of  Art.  The  number  of  visitors  was  2,960,  and  the 
receipts  90/.,  the  estimated  surplus  being  30/. 

"4.  Warrinffton ;  held  fiwn  4th  October  to  24th  November  1877,  to 
acquiro  funds  for  the  purchase  of  Art  objects  for  a  new  gallery.  The 
number  of  visitors  was  8,233,  and  the  receipts  230/,  As,  ba.  The 
oonunittee  roportcMl  a  surplus  of  15/. 

''In  addition  to  the  contributions  to  these  exhibitions,  the  local 
museums  established  in  various  localities  have  been  assisted  with  the 
usual  annual  deposit  loans;  viz.,  Nottingham — ^the  Art  and  Corpora- 
tion Galleries,  Midland  Institute,  Birmingham — ^the  Wedgwood  insti- 
tute, Burslem — ^the  Mechanics'  Institute  Museum  in  connexion  with  the 
School  of  Art,  Hanley — and  the  Smith  Institute,  Stirling."

"  The  electrotypes  comprised  a  selection  from  the  Italian  bronzes  in  the 
Museum,  and  some  of  the  recently  acquired  examples  of  Persian  metal 
work. 

"  The  plaster  casts  included  roproductions  of  the  font  of  the  12th 
century  in  the  churoh  of  St.  Bartholomew  at  Li^e,  and  also  of  the 
two  cantorie  originally  in  the  Duomo  at  Florence,  one  sculptured  by 
Donatello,  and  the  other  by  Luca  della  Robbia."

"  1.   The  attendance  of  readers  in  the  Art  Library  has  continued      South 
during  the  past  year  to  increase ;  the  numbers  being  26,527  against    ^JS*^ 
24,033  in  1876.  Musbum. 

"  2.  No  additional  accommodation  for  readers  has  been  obtained ;  and  Attendance, 
the  increased  use  of  the  reading  rooms,  notwithstanding  their  being  Want  of 
badly  lighted,  badly  ventilated,  and  in  the  evenings  excessively  over-  Jg^^^** 
crowded,  prove,  if  additional  proof  were  wanting,  how  eager  the  public 
and  students  are  to  avail  themselves  of  the  important  and  valuable  col- 
lections now  included  in  the  Art  Library.    Until  the  new  buildings,  for 
which  the  plans  are   ready,  are   erected,  there   will   continue  to  the 
students  and  to  the  officers  of  the  library  constant  pressure  of  the 
difficulties  inseparable  from  the  temporary  and  insufficient  housing  of 
the  collection. 

''  3.  Owing  to  the  crowded  state  of  the  shelves  the  system  of  classifi- 
cation of  the  books  has  been  considerably  interfered  with,  and  cannot  be 
fully  developed  until  the  Library  escapes  from  its  present  inconvenient 
quarters. 

"  4.  Book-binding  has  been  continued  as  heretofore,  employing, 
according  to  the  system  adopted  some  years  ago,  distinguishing 
colours  to  mark  the  classification  ;  394  have  been  so  bound;  361 
worn  by  use  have  been  repaired.  A  few  volumes  constantly  in  the  hands 
of  readers  are  at  lenprth  worn  out  and  must  be  replaced. 

''  5.  The  acquisitions  to  the  collection  have  not  been  so  important  as  Additions  to 
in  some  former  years,  owing  to  the  diminution  of  the  grant  for  purchases  Library, 
and  to  the  increasing  cost  of  all  such  books,  drawings,  and  prints  as 
are  necessary  to  complete  the  collection.  Rare  works  have  become 
rarer,  owin^  to  their  withdrawal  from  the  market  hj  the  competition  of 
public  institutions  on  the  Continent  and  in  America,  and  the  buying 
power  of  money,  especially  as  respects  drawings  and  prints  of  ornament, 
is  much  less  than  it  was  some  years  ago. 

"  An  increase  in  the  already  insufficient  grant  was  much  needed,  in- 
stead of  which  a  diminution  has  taken  place. 

**  6.  Among  books  presented  to  the  library  should  be  mentioned  the 
important  catalogue  or  the  works  forming  the  Raphael  Collection  in 
the  Royal  Library,  Windsor  Castle,  commenced  by  the  late  Prince 
Consort  and  completed  by  Her  Majesty  the  Queen,  printed  by  command, 
and  presented  to  the  Art  Library  by  Her  Majesty;  also  the  catalogue, 
prepared  Tby-Mr.  George  Scharf,  of  the  pictures  at  Woburn  presented 
by  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Bedford. 

"  Of  works  purchased  there  may  be  noted  the  following : — Universal 
System  of  Household  Furniture,  bv  Ince  and  Mayhew,  with  upwards  of 
300  designs.  This  volume,  published  in  the  last  century,  has  become 
rare,  and  is  calculated  to  be  of  much  service  to  designers  of  ornamental 
fiimiture  and  all  the  finer  kinds  of  cabinet-makers'  work.  Costumes 
des  XIIP,  XIV%  et  XV«  sidles,  par  C.  Bonnard,  200  coloured  plates, 
2  vols,  4«<>,  Paris,  1829-45.

Architecture  Komane  du  Midi  de  la  France,  par  H.  Revoil,  3  vol9.,foL, 
Paris,  1864-73.  L' Architecture  Ottomane,  with  illustrations  by  various 
artists ;  an  important  work,  published  under  the  authorisation  of  the 
Turkish  Government,   large  foL,  Constantinople,    1873.

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Arabes,  Architecture,  Menuiserie,  Bronzes,  &c.  (with  engravings  and 
lithographs),  foL,  Pans,  1868-/3.  Some  of  these  works  are  duplicate 
copies,  purchased  to  supply  not  only  the  increasing  renuirements  of 
readers,  but  also  the  demand  made  on  the  resources  of  tne  Library  by 
the  circulation  of  books  to  provincial  schools  of  art. 

"  7>  Very  few  specimens  have  been  added  to  the  collections  intended  to 
illustrate  the  history  and  progress  of  printing  and  book-ornament  and 
of  book-binding ;  such  examples  as  would  be  of  value  to  the  Art  Library 
are  now  eagerly  sought  by  private  and  foreign  buyers.  An  interesting 
Book  of  Hours,  with  full  page  and  marginal  illuminations,  has  b^n 
obtained,  printed  on  vellum  in  Gothic  character,  by  Gilles  Hardouyn, 
at  Pans,  1521.  A  specimen  ma^  also  be  mentioned  of  early  Augsburg 
printing  "  Opus  Ruperti  Abbatis  Tuiciensis  de  Victoria,  &c. " ;  this  is 
the  work  of  Anthony  Sorg  in  1487,  who  is  supposed  to  have  printed  for 
the  monastery  of  SS.  Ulric  and  Aifra,  where  a  press  was  erected  in  1472. 
Of  the  later  period  of  book  ornament  and  illustration  specimens  have 
been  purchased,  showing  the  work  of  Eisen,  Marillier,  Gravelot,  and 
others,  of  the  ISth  century.  Also,  a  somewhat  rare  little  volume  of 
Political  Caricatures  by  Lord  George  Townshend.  A  few  good  speci- 
mens of  book-binding  have  been  added  ;  among  them  a  folio  example  of 
French  16th  century  binding  in  the  style  of  Grolier,  of  excellent 
design ;  an  interesting  piece  of  raised  needlework-binding  in  gold  and 
silver  thread  on  crimson  velvet,  English,  of  the  17th  century;  in  the 
st^le  of  the  work  done  by  the  runs  at  Nicholas  Ferrar's  house  at  Little 
Gidding;  an  Italian  binding,  about  1700,  richly  tooled,  and  bearing  the 
arms  of  Pope  Clement  XL;  a  curious  piece  of  French  binding  of  1759 
in  paper,  overlaid  with  silver  and  gold  tinsel  protected  by  talc.  This 
last  was  presented  by  Henry  Willett,  Esq. 

''  8.  Duplicates  of  works  of  special  value  both  to  readers  in  the  library 
here  and  to  the  provincial  schools  have  been  purchased  to  a  limited 
extent ;  as,  '*  Decorations  Int^rieures,"  &c.  des  Epoques  I^uis  XIIL 
and  XIV.,  par  L.  Adams ;  Die  Omamentik  des  Mittelalters,  C.  A.  Von 
Heideloff,  and  other  minor  works,  as  well  as  some  of  those  noted  in 
paragraph  6. 

'*  9.  Booksellers'  lists,  catalogues  of  sales  and  of  new  works,  British 
and  foreign,  have  been  systematically  examined,  and  all  books  coming 
within  the  scope  of  the  collection  noted,  and  such  of  them  purchased 
as  the  funds  of  the  libranr  permitted.  A  tabular  statement  drawn  up 
by  Dr.  Appell,  Assistant  Keeper,  showing  the  number  cf  books,  essays, 
pamphlets,  &c.,  on  art  subjects,  known  to  have  been  published  in  their 
respective  countiies  during  the  past  year  is  given  at  p. 

**  The  total  number  recorded  is  608  of  which  502  have  been  acquired. 

"  10.  The  number  of  original  drawings  and  designs  acquired  last 
year  has  been  982.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  a  large  collection  of 
designs  for  wall  paper  by  the  late  Mr.  Owen  Jones,  contained  in  10 
volumes,  these  wore  presented  by  his  sister  Miss  C.  Jones ;  a  volume 
containing  various  designs  for  jewellery,  some  of  the  16th  century,  others 
of  the  17th  and  18th ;  a  collection  brought  by  Mr.  Caspar  Qarke  firom 
Persia  of  patterns  and  transfers  for  Persian  surface  decoration  by  artists 
of  repute  in  their  own  country ;  a  very  large  collection  of  patterns  for 
transfer  printing,  and  other  decoration  of  pottery ;  a  volume  contain- 
ing original  designs,  tinted,  for  chimnej  pieces,  dating  from  the  year 
17/4;  another  of  about  the  same  penou  containing  22  designs  for 
ceilings,  among  them  some  excellent  examples ;  also  two  volumes  of 
original  designs  for  architectural  decoration,  Italian  work  of  the  17th 
century ;  some  interesting  drawings  on  a  laige  scale  of  Egyptian  anti- 
quities hoxa  the  accurate  pencil  of  the  late  J,  Bonomi,  and  others  by 
Catherwood  and  by  Owen  Jones;   a  few  good   drawings  of  Indian 
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architecture  of  the  Mohammedan  period,  and  a  aeries  bj  O.  Jones  giving  Appendix  D. 
phuis,  elevations,  &c,  of  various  mosques  at  Constantinople.  ^    — 

*'  A  few  original  drawings  prepared  for  Professor  Gruner,  of  Italian  "^?ra^^ 
terra-cotta  architecture  have  been  added  to  the  fine  series  of  such  KBnsiirch 
illustrations  already  in  possession  of  the  Library.  Mumir 

*'  A.  volume  containing  a  collection  of  remarkable  Japanese  drawings 
on  silk  has  been  purchased ;  the  binding  of  this  curious  volume,  enriched 
with  finely  wrought  metal  mounts,  is  also  a  good  example  of  the  art- 
work of  that  country. 

"11.  The  nimiber  of  prints  added  to  the  collection  has  been  13,298.  Engravings. 
Among  these  may  be  mentioned  a  series  of  engravings  from  the  frescoes 
that  formerly  decorated  the  H6tel  de  Ville,  Paris,  which  perished  when 
the  buildingf  was  burnt  in  1871 ;  these  were  presented  by  the  munici- 
pality of  Paris  through  the  Pr^fet  de  la  Seine. 

"  Some  additions  have  been  made  to  the  collection  of  the  works  of '  the 
Little  German  Masters,'  including  specimens  of  H.  S.  Beharo,  Pencz, 
and  Aldegrever,  obtained  at  the  sale  of  the  cabinet  of  the  Rev.  J.  B. 
James ;  a  few  good  pieces  have  been  added  to  the  collection  of  early 
engravings  of  goldsmiths'  ornament  and  of  French  gun  decoration  and 
other  omamentol  metal  work.  The  series  of  engraved  alphabets  and  early 
initial  letters  has  received  some  interesting  additions  as  weU  as  the 
portfolios  containing  works  enriched  with  ornament  by  De  Bry,  Wierx, 
Hollar,  DeUa  BeUa,  &c. 

"  A  large  collection  of  upwards  of  850  ornamental  title  pages  has  been 
secured,  of  the  16th,  17th,  and  Idth  centuries,  including  many  designed 
by  great  artists  and  engraved  by  the  most  skilful  men  of  their  day ;  also 
a  collection  of  engraved  designs  for  vases,  mounted  in  a  volume  and 
forming  a  series  of  upwards  of  300  pieces. 

"  The  collection  intended  to  illustrate  the  art  and  practice  of  etching  Etchings. 
has  received  some  additions.  Mr.  A.  Legros  has  presented  choice  im- 
pressions of  some  of  his  life  studies;  *  L'Eau  Forte'  for  1877>  and 
'L' Illustration  Nouvelle*  as  weU  as  other  ezaniples  of  the  modem 
French  school  have  been  received ;  works  also  of  Strutt,  Lewis,  Cooke, 
&c.,  have  been  added. 

"  12.  The  series  of  engraved  national  portraits  has  been  but  slightly  OoUeotion  ot 
augmented ;  the  high  prices  now  asked  for  the  engravings  of  ^uinent  S^fSStg 
persons  of  the  last  century  have  rendered  the  acouisition  of  good  im- 
pressions  difficult  unless  at  a  larger  expenditure  tnan  can  be  afforded 
nrom  the  present  grant.  One  hundred  have  been  added;  donations 
have  also  been  received  from  Col.  Sir  Herbert  Sandford,  R.A.,  and  from 
Geoi^e  Smith,  Esq.,  F.S.A. 

"  13.  The  number  of  photographs  added  to  the  collection  has  been  Photo- 
1,179.  graphs. 

*'  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  an  important  series  of  41,  represent- 
ing, full  size,  a  selection  of  the  splendid  works  of  goldsmiths'  and  other 
art  contained  in  the  ^oval  Chapel  Munich,  {Die  Reicke  Capelle) ;  these 
are  admirably  coloured  from  the  originals,  and  served  as  models  for  the 
mreparation  of  a  series  of  fiic-simile  reproductions  published  by  Fr.  X. 
Zettler;  a  collection  of  278  photographs  of  miscellaneous  art  objects 
chiefly  belonging  to  the  Museum  of  Industrial  Art,  Berhn,  and  exhibited 
at  the  Loan  CoUestion  which  was  brought  together  there  in  1872 ;  80 
autotypes,  full  size,  of  the  well-known  cravon  portraits  by  Hans  Holbein 
of  celebrated  personages  of  the  court  of  King  Henry  VIII. ;  a  series  of 
42  photographs  coloured  from  the  originals,  of  objects  either  lent  to 
the  central  Museum  or  belonging  to  the  permanent  collection.  These 
photogn^hs  are  used  for  exhibition  especially  with  the  ''circulating 
collection;"  150  autotypes,  small  size,  of  portraits  of  the  principal 
painters  of  the  school  of  Antwerp  since  Quinten  Matsys ;  14  autotypes 
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of  Jean  Goujon's  sculptures  forming  the  'Grande  Frise  du  Louvre, 
AppendiiD.  parig.'   26  photographs  of  the  admirable    bas-reliefs  round  Giotto's 
Rbpokt  on   Tower,  Florence ;  40  pnotographs  of  architectural  details  firom  casts  used 
SoiTTn      in  the  Architectural  School  of  the  Royal  Academy ;  26  photographs  from 
Toir^^   the  interesting  series  of  drawings  and  desi^s  by  Watteau,  lately  lent 
MuBBFM.    to  the  Bethnal  Green  Branch  Museum  by  Miss  James. 
Circulation       **  14.  One  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventeen  drawings,  diagrams, 
on)rawings,  ^nd  prints,  and  1,189  photographs  belonging  to  the  Art  Library  collec- 
tions have  been  lent  auring  the  past  year,  either  for  exhibition  in  the 
Art  Museum  or  at  the  Bethnal  Green  Branch  Museum,  at  Edinburgh^ 
Dublin,  or  other  museums  and  schools  of  art,  or  for  use  in  the  lecture 
theatre. 

"  A  large  collection  of  drawings,  illuminations,  prints,  &c.,  to  which 
considerable  additions  have  been  made  this  year,  continues,  as  heretofore, 
deposited  in  charge  of  the  Art  Museum  for  use  in  the  circulating  series. 
"  16.  The  cataloguing  of  all  books  acquired  has  been  earned  on  as 
heretofore.

Educational  and  Scientific  Collections. 

Mr.  a.  C.  Kino,  the  Keeper  of  the  Educational  Library  and  Collec- 
tions reports  as  follows  : — 
Bducalional      ««  J.  Tub  Library. — 1,737  books  and  pamphlets  have  been  added  to 
1  rary.         ^^^  Library  in  1 877  by  donation,  loan  for  exhibition,  or  purchase. 

"  The  donations  are  641  in  number,  chief  among  these  stands  the 
collection  of  Reports  of  the  Geographical  and  Geological  Surveys  in  the 
western  territories  of  the  United  States,  presented  by  Professor  Hay  den. 
Geologist  iu  charge,  through  Colonel  Sir  Herbert  B.  Sandford.  These 
Reports  were  accompanied  bv  six  models  of  ancient  rock  and  cave 
dwellings,  and  by  a  series  of  photographs.  A  large  collection  of  cata- 
logues, plans,  &c.,  relating  to  tne  Centennial  Exhibition  at  Philadelphia, 
has  also  been  received  through  Col.  Sir  H.  B.  Sandford.  The  Imperial 
Academy  of  Sciences,  Vienna,  has  contributed  21  vols,  and  seven  maps 
relating  to  the  voyage  of  the  frigate  'Novara,'  to  be  added  to  the 
collection  of  literature  on  the  same  subject  alr^y  presented  by  the 
Austrian  Commission  at  the  Exhibition  of  1862,  and  the  Royal  Uni- 
versity of  Norway,  Christiania,  has  forwarded  46  text  books  and  [four 
maps  as  additions  to  former  gifts. 

**  The  Syndics  of  the  Canibridge  University  Press  have  sent  copies  of 
their  recent  educational  publications. 

**  In  consequence  of  the  addition  of  *the  principles  of  agriculture'  to 
the  list  of  subjects  in  which  examinations  are  held  by  the  Department,  it 
has  become  necessary  to  add  to  the  Library  the  best  recent  works  on 
this  subject.  The  Royal  Agricultural  Society  of  England,  the  BaUi 
and  West  of  England  Society,  and  the  Highland  and  Agricultural 
Society  have  contributed  current  volumes  of  their  Transactions. 

**  Twenty-nine  publishing  houses  have  sent  377  volumes  for  exhibition 
and  reference  in  the  reading  room.

"  The  above-named  Collections  are  exhibited  in  the  Branch  Museum 
of  the  Department  at  Bethnal  Green,  under  precisely  the  same  regula- 
tions as  those  which  govern  the  parent  museum  at  South  Kensington. 

The  Food  Collection. 

"  Professor  A.  H.  Church,  of  the  Roval  Agricultural  College,  Ciren-  Pood  OoUto- 
oester,  who  is  charged  "with  the  scientinc  superintendence  of  the  Food  ^^^ 
Collection,  has  made  considerable  advance  in  the  re-arrangement  of  it 
since  the  last  annnal  report.  The  work  is  necessarily  slow,  and  as  the 
time  which  Professor  Church  is  enabled  to  give  to  it  is  limited  by 
arruigement,  some  considerable  period  must  yet  elapse  before  the  col- 
lection is  completely  re-modelled  on  the  bases  decided  upon. 

''  The  additional  examples  of  substances  illustrating  the  Collection 
received  during  the  past  year  were  but  few  and  not  sufficiently  impor- 
tant to  be  enumerated. 

''In  the  division  illustrative  of  the  Adulteration  of  Food  further 
progress  was  made  by  Mr.  Bell,  Principal  of  the  Laboratory  attached 
to  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  at  Somerset  House,  and  the  int^ded 
series  of  examples  is  nearly  completed,  promising  when  finished  to  be  a 
very  important  and  instructive  set  of  illustrations. 

"  The  circulation  in  the  provinces  of  objects  belonging  to  the  general  Circulation, 
museum  is  not  confined  to  the  Art  Division  but  apphes  also  to  the 
Food  Collection.  A  tjrpical  set  of  cases  illustrating  the  Collection  has 
existed  for  manv  years,  and  from  time  to  time  has  been  sent  to  various 
localities.  In  the  last-  annual  report  it  was  stated  that  this  circulating 
set  o£  cases  had  been  withdrawn  for  the  purpose  of  revision  and  re- 
arrangement in  harmony  mth  the  general  collection.  Professor  Church 
has  recently  been  engaged  in  this  work,  and  has  nearly  completed  an 
entirely  new  set  of  cases  of  a  much  more  comprehensive  character  than 
those  previously  used.  It  is  expected  that  in  the  course  of  a  short  time 
the  new  circulating  set  of  food  cases  will  be  ready  to  be  sent  out  on  loan. 

"  In  July  last  permission  was  obtained  for  the  loan  of  some  repre- 
sentative illustrations  of  the  Food  Collection  to  the  Congress  on  Domestic 
Economy  at  Aston  Uall,  Birmingham.  Eleven  cases  were  selected, 
comprising  some  of  the  more  important  examples,  and  these,  together 
with  thirty  framed  diagrams  and  printed  labels,  were  accordingly  sent  to 
Birmingham,  and  remained  there  until  the  following  November. 

"  An  application  having  been  made  to  My  Lords  by  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  intend^  Parke's  Museum  of  Hygiene  proposed  to  J>e 
instituted  at  University  College-  for  any  duplicate  samples  of  edible 
substances  that  might  exist  in  the  Collection,  authority  was  given  for

**  Labels  ana  labelling, — ^This  work  is  always  going  on.  During  the 
past  year  3,648  labels  of  different  kinds  were  prepared  for  the  Food 
Collection,  mostly  printed,  and  others  written  bv  nand,  or  formed  of  cut 
letters  pasted  on  strips  of  wood  lathing.  In  this  number  are  included 
such  duplicates  as  may  be  wanted  to  re-place  those  becoming  soiled^ 
and  in  the  case  of  large  descriptive  labels,  such  as  are  taken  into  stock 
for  issue  to  local  museums,  science  schools,  &c.  The  total  number 
of  labels  done  for  the  Food  CoUection  during  the  last  10  years  will 
give  some  idea  of  the  quantity  constantly  requinng  to  be  prepared.

DOUBLBDAY   COLLECTION    OF   LbpIDOPTBRA. 

"  This  Collection  (lent  by  the  trustees  of  the  late  Mr.  Henry  Double-  ^?S^^^ 
DAY,  of  Epping)  having  been  discovered  to  be  affected  to  a  certain  ex-  *^"*<^**'*- 
tent  by  mites,  which  if  allowed  to  increase  would  seriously  injure  the   ' 
specimens,  Mr.  Murray  undertook  the  task  of  cleansing  and  disinfec- 
ting it.    This  work  he  did  throughout  the  entire  collection,  and  so 
effectually  that  scarce  any  trace  of  ii^ury  is  now  to  be  perceived  in  any 
of  the  drawers.    As  stated  in  the  last  report  the  Doubleday  Collection 
is  exhibited  in  a  room  specially  appropriated  to  it,  to  which  visitors 
are  admitted  without  restriction,  except  that  of  previous  application  to 
the  attendant  in  charge  or  to  the  door  keeper.    The  number  of  such 
visitors  during  the  jrear  was  1,492,  being  a  very  considerable  increase ; 
indicating  the  great  interest  taken  in  the  subject  of  Entomology  at  the 
east  end  of  the  metropolis. 

"The  catalogue  of  the  contents  of  the  cabinets  comprised  in  tiie 
Doubleday  Collection,  in  two  separate  parts,  2i.  each  part,  did  not  sell 
80  well  as  might  have  been  anticipated,  only  45  parts  having  been  dis- 
posed of  at  Bethnal  Green  during  the  year. 

Animal  Products  Collbctton. 

"  During  the'past  year  but  few  additions  were  made  to  the  Collection  Animal 
illustrative  of  the  industrial  application  of  Animal  Products ;  and  owing  P'wiuctB. 
to  the  necessity  of  providing  adequate  space  for  the  display  of  the  im- 
portant collection  of  East  Indian  objects  belonging  to  I1.R.H.  the 
Prince  op  Wales,  very  many  of  the  cases  belonging  to  the  Collection 
were  temporarily  placed  m  the  basement  of  the  building,  or  were  alto- 
gether withdrawn  irom  exhibition.  Arrangements  are,  however,  now  in 
progress,  consequent  on  the  removal  of  His  Royal  Highness's  collection 
to  the  Paris  International  Exhibition,  for  restoring  all  the  cases  belonging 
to  the  Animal  Products  Collection  to  their  former  places,  as  well  as  for 
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Appendix  D.  improving  the  general  classification  and  the  manner  of  showing  many 
of  the  examples.  Additional  space  is  much  wanted  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  Collection,  and  until  that  is  in  some  way  obtained  it  is 
simply  impossible  to  exhibit  all  that  belongs  to  it.  This  want  is  spe- 
cial^ observable  in  the  sections  of  Wool  and  Woollen  goods.  Silk,  and 
Leather,  three  very  important  divisions  of  the  Collection.  There  is  also 
very  limited  means  of  hanjpi^  the  examples  enclosed  in  glazed  frames, 
and  the  large  printed  descnptive  labels  belonging  to  the  Collection. 

''  Among  the  few  donations  to  the  Collection  during  the  past  year 
may  be  mentioned  a  valuable  and  instructive  set  of  specimens  of  raw 
silk  from  China^  Japan,  and  Europe,  given  by  Messrs.  H.  W.  Eaton 
and  Sons,  of  Broad  Street,  E.C.  A  very  good  model  of  a  Jacquard 
loom  was  lent  by  the  maker,  Mr.  J.  Walkbr. 

''The  purchases  comprise  samples  of  printed  deer-skin  leathers  of 
Japanese  manufacture ;  pearl-bearing  oysters  from  Shark's  Bay,  South 
Australia;  a  very  fine  walrus  tusk;  a  carved  rhinoceros  horn  from 
China;  aud  some  imusually  good  ornaments  formed  of  feathers  of 
natural  colours  from  Rio  de  Janeiro. 

^*  Labeli  and  labelling, — 715  labels  of  various  kinds  were  prepared 
during  the  year,  either  new  labels  or  in  renewal  of  such  which  haa  become 
damaged  or  spoiled  by  exposure ;  but  included  in  that  number  are  those 
prepared  in  duplicate  or  triplicate  to  meet  such  requirements. 

"  The  work  of  labelling  and  preparing  labels  is  constantly  goin^  on  in 
the  Collection,  and  necessarily  so,  the  rule  beiuR  that  nothing  is  exhi- 
bited without  a  label  of  some  sort.

2.  Collection  of  Ship  Models  and  Marine  Engineering. 

''  At  the  close  of  the  Exhibition  of  Scientific  Apparatus,  held  in  1876, 
most  of  the  contributors  to  it  of  models  of  ships  and  objects  connected 
with  marine  engineering  consented  to  lend  their  objects  as  they  stood 
fbr  exhibition  in  connexion  with  the  models  of  ships  and  marine 
engineering  already  in  the  Museum.  This  added  very  considerably  to 
the  extent  and  value  of  the  collection,  and  it  would  have  been  difficult 
to  find  anywhere  a  finer  display  showing  the  historical  progress,  for 
about  150  years,  of  science  relating  to  ships  and  their  gear  and  taclde, 
than  that  contained  in  the  collection  lent  to  the  Museum  during  the 
pastyear. 

"  Late  in  the  year  1877>  however,  some  important  objects  were  with- 
drawn. Nevertheless,  a  valuable  series  of  ship  models,  kc.  still  remains, 
and  forms  a  very  attractive  feature  to  the  general  pubUc. 

'*  A  new  edition  of  the  catalogue  embracing  the  entire  collection  as  it 
stood  during  the  years  1876-77  was  compiled  and  published.  As  fkr  as 
possible  the  dimensions  of  the  actual  ships  represented  by  the  models 
were  given,  and  any  further  particulars  connected  with  them,  such  as  the 
date  of  buUd,  the  material  employed  in  their  construction,  and  any  note- 
worthy features  regarding  the  fitments  or  machinery  of  the  ships  were 
also  stated.    The  number  of  catalogues  sold  to  the  public  was  44.

Hrssux.  J  jj^yg  ^  report  that  the  paintings  under  my  charge  continue  to  be  in 
a  satisfiictory  condition,  every  care  being  taken  to  prevent  any  tendency 
to  decay  or  accidental  injury  while  open  for  study  and  inspection  by  the 
public. 

The  increase  of  the  vote  from  400/.  to  1,000/.  has  enabled  me  to 
piurchase  numerous  paintings  and  drawings  for  circulation  as  examples 
for  study  in  the  country  schools,  and  for  use  in  the  training  schools. 
Some  interesting  additions  were  also  made  to  the  historical  series  of 
British  oil  and  water-colour  paintings,  and  bein^  placed  in  the  gallery 
allow  of  other  specimens  being  withdrawn  for  circulation  and  educational 

furposes.  A  fine  water-colour  drawing  by  Paul  Sandby,  and  one  by  Albert 
[artland,  a  modern  artist,  are  among  the  most  important  in  this  latttf 
category.  Three  ffood  oil  paintings  on  plaster  by  Sir  Wm.  Thomhill/ 
from  a  nouse  whidi  was  being  destroyed  m  the  City,  were  purchased  for 
a  trifling  sum,  and  are  placed  in  the  Museum  as  an  illustration  of  the 
decorative  art  of  his  time ;  .and  a  fine  sketch  by  the  same  artist  for  the 
ceiling  of  the  Painted  HaU  at  Greenwich  was  the  only  other  oil  painting 
bought  during  the  year. 

Among  the  gifts  to  the  Museum  during  the  past  year  are  five 
admirable  studies  by  Mons.  A.  Legros,  the  Slade  Proiessor  at  University 
College.  These  studies  were  done  before  the  students  in  the  school  at 
University  College  for  their  instruction ;  I  find  them  valuable  examples 
to  our  students  in  the  National  Art  Traininja;  School.  They  are  plaoed 
in  the  gallefy  and  withdrawn  from  time  to  tmie  as  required.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  lay  before  you,  for  the  information  of  the 
Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education,  my  Annual  Report  of 
the  Greological  Survey  of  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Museum  of  Practical 
Greology,  and  the  Mining  Record  Office. 


1.  Geological  Survey  of  England  and  Wales. 

Mr.  Bristow,  Senior  Director,  reports  for  England  and  Wales,  that  TotolMyi 
the  total  area  surveyed  during  the,  year  1877  amounts  to  1,954  square  "^''^^^T^ 
miles,  and  that  the  number  of  Unear  miles  of  boundary  traced  amounts  to 
8,221.    This  shows  an  increase  of  127  square  miles  over  the  return  for 
the  previous  year  (1876),  of  217  square  miles  over  the  return  for  1876, 
and  of  552  square  miles  over  the  return  for  the  year  1874. 

In  the  north-western  district,  under  Mr.  Aveline's  superintendence.  North-

A  special  request  was  made  to  the  Earl  of  Derby,  Minister  for  Foreign 
Affairs,  by  General  Count  Meuabrea,  Ambassador  from  the  King  of 
Italy,  forHhree  engineers  on  the  staff  of  th^.  Geological  Survey  of  that 
country  to  receive  instruction  in  field  geology  on  the  Geological  Survejr 
of  England.  Accordingly  Signers  Giorgi,  Travaglia,  and  Canevaczi 
were  placed  with  Mr.  Goodchild,  who  performed  the  duty  in  summer,  in 
connection  with  his  ordinary  work.  Facilities  for  inspecting  mines  and 
works  in  the  north  of  England  were  also  afforded  to  these  gentlemen  by 
means  of  introductions  given  to  them  by  Mr.  Howell.

Gbological  Survey  (Scotland). 

Professor  Geikie,  Director  for  Scotland,  reports  that  during  the  year 
525  square  miles  have  been  surveyed,  being  25  square  miles  more  than 
was  returned  in  the  previous  year.  In  the  course  of  the  work  1^77 
miles  of  boundary  lines  were  traced. 

For  details  of  area  surveyed  see  Table  2. 

The  whole  of  that  part  of  Scotland  that  lies  between  the  Firths  of 
Tay  and  Clyde  on  the  English  border  has  thus  been  surveyed,  with  tbe 
exception  of  about  127  square  miles  which  remain  to  be  surveyed  by 
Mr.  Peach,  in  the  counties  of  Roxburgh  and  Dumfries.  Other  olficers 
of  the  Survey  are  now  at  work  under  charge  of  the  District  Surveyor 
(Mr.  James  Geikie)  in  the  district  immediately  south  of  the  Grampian 
mountains ;  others  are  at  work  on  the  Moray  Firth,  in  the  counties  of 
Nairn  and  Banff,  and  the  work  has  been  extended  into  Elgin  and 
Inverness,  with  the  view  of  obtaining  a  larger  basis  for  the  prosecution 
of  the  northern  survey. 

Professor  Geikie  also  continued  the  series  of  preliminary  traverses 
referred  to  in  previous  reports,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Home,  who  has  a 
general  charge  of  the  work  in  the  neignbourhood  of  Moray  Firth. 

During  the  past  year  4,150  specimens  of  fossils  have  been  collected 
to  illustrate  the  Silurian,  Old  Red  Sandstone,  and  Carboniferous  for- 
mations in  the  counties  of  Ayr,  Berwick,  Dumfries,  Edinburgh,  Fife, 
Haddington,  Kirkcudbright,  Renfrew,  and  Wigton,  2,653  of  these  have 
been  named. 

In  the  Museum  of  Science  and  Art  in  Edinburgh,  much  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  illustration  by  fossils  and  rock  specimens  of  the  geo- 
logy of  the  basin  of  the  Forth.  Mr.  Etheridge,  jim.,  and  Dr.  Purves 
have  been  conjointly  engaged  in  tableting  and  arranging  fossils,  and 
during  the  year  have  placed  2,500  specimens  in  the  cases  of  the 
Museum. 

Four  hundred  and  ninety-seven  rock  specimens  have  been  collected. 
The  larger  number  of  these  have  been  obtained  for  the  purpose  of 
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foimiog  a  typical  collection  of  the  rocks  of  the  basin  of  the  Forth  to  Appendlz  B. 
accompany  the  fossil  series  in  the  Museum  of  Science  and  Art.    They  g~ — 
are  now  placed  in  the  cases  of  the  Museum.  F^v^?. 

One  map  (No.  4),  on  the  one-inch  scale  has  been  published.      It    Vumbay.'

been  published,  on  the  scale  of  40  feet  to  an  inch.     Other  vertical  sec- 
tions illustrative  of  the  Clyde  and  Stirlingshire  coal-fields  have  been 
drawn  for  the  engraver. 

.  Two  horizontid  sections  have  been  published  (Nos.  7  and  8),  and 
others  are  in  preparation.  These  have  been  drawn  across  illust^tive 
parts  of  the  country  to  show  the  structure  of  the  ground  in  Stirlingshire, 
Lanarkshire,  Dumbartonshire,  and  the  Old  Red  Sandstone  and  Carboni- 
ferous areas  in  the  south-east  of  Scotland. 

Gbolooical  Survey  (Ireland). 

Professor  Hull,  the  Director  for  Ireland,  reports  that  during  the  year  Total  area 
776  square  miles  of  firesh  ground  have  been  examined  and  surveyed,  ■"'▼«y«d- 
embracing  1 ,407  miles  of  boundary  and  coast  lines.     In  addition  to  this 
316  square  miles  have  been  re-surveyed,  making  in  all  1,092  square 
miles,  with  1,698  miles  of  boundary  and  coast  complete.

During  the  year,  four  sheets  of  maps  have  been  published,  viz.,  Nos.  JfejSP'*" 
34,  40,  41,  94,  while  ten  sheets  are  in  various  stages  of  preparation,  '""®^ 
viz.,  Nos.  39,  61,  52,  64,  62,  64,  66,  68,  69,  73.    The  total  number  of 
published  sheets  on  the  scale  of  one  inch  to  a  mile  now  amounts  to 
166. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  published  one  map  on  the  six-inch 
scale,  viz.,  sheet  21,  Leitrim,  and  another  (Sheet  46,  Tyrone)  is  nearly 
ready  for  publication.  Both  these  maps  show  the  position  of  beds  of 
workable  coal  in  their  respective  coal-fields. 

During  the  year,  three  new  memoirs  have  been  published,  viz.,  one  Mernoin. 
by  Mr.  E.  T.  Hardman,  comprising  sheet  36,  which  contains  the  Tyrone 
coal-field,  the  most  important  coal-field  in  Ireland.  The  memoir  is  an 
exhaustive  treatise  on  the  district,  and  contains  a  series  of  chemical 
analyses,  by  Mr.  Hardman,  of  the  coals  and  ironstones  found  therein. 
Mr.  Baily  contributed  the  palseontological  details.  The  second  memoir 
is  on  the  geological  structure  of  sheet  69,  by  F.  W.  Egan,  anil  the  third 
on  that  of  sheet  70  b^r  Mr.  Nolan. 

Mr.  Baily,  the  Acting  Palaeontologist,  states  that  3,261  fossils  have  PaUeonto- 
been  examined  in  connexion  with  the  published  explanations  of  sheets  iSSSf^T 
68,  69,  94,  96,  and  considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  those  of  ^^^ 
sheets  66  and  67. 

Only  about  600  fossils  were  collected  during  the  year.    This  small  Fowils 
number  being  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Silurian  rocks  of  Wexford  are  «>Uoot«<l« 
mostly  unfossiliferous,  which,  however,  forms  a  good  reason  why  they 
shoula  be  more  diligently  searched. 

During  the  year  f  made  a  lengthened  tour  in  Ireland  accompanied  by  Correlation 
Professor  Hull,  the  Director,  to  make  myself  personally  acquainted  witn  pLj*""^  ^^ 
the  nature  of  the  work  that  of  late  years  has  been  done,  and  that  is  now  Bamsay.

Cumbria  we  passed  into  Scotland,  and  after  having  traversed  as  much 
as  was  necessary  of  that  country  we  were  able  in  a  definite  manner  to 
correlate  the  various  sub-divisions  of  the  Silurian  formations  in  both 
countries,  also  f^om  our  intimate  knowledge  of  the  geology  of  North 
Wales,  Mr.  Aveline  and  myself  were  enabled  to  correlate  the  divisions 
of  the  upper  Silurian  strata  of  Cumberland  with  those  of  North  Wales 
in  an  exact  manner.  Having  finished  this  1  went  with  Professor  Geikie 
over  a  considerable  portion  of  the  work  now  in  progress  north  of  the 
Tay.

Of  the  above,  2,356  specimens  have  been  handed  to  the  Museum 
Department  for  incorporation  and  arrangement  in  the  cases,  and  3,718 
collected  in  the  field  have  nearly  all  b^n  named,  and  the  particulus 
entered  in  the  Survey  Catalogue.  Besides  the  above,  two  collections 
have  been  added  through  purchase.  First,  one  belonging  to  the  late 
Dr.  Norris  of  Charmouth,  composed  of  lias  and  Oolite  species,  and 
numbering  2,900  specimens ;  the  second  belongmg  to  the  late  Mr.  Penny, 
and  numbering  2,790  specimens.  Both  these  collections  have  been 
carefuU^  gone  over,  but  are  not  yet  completely  named.  They  will  be 
largely  incorporated  with  the  series  in  the  Museum,  and  will  help  to 
fillffaDS  now  partly  unrepresented. 

lables  of  distribution  of  species  have  also  been  constructed  to  illus- 
trate the  memoir  on  East  Yorkshire,  by  Mr.  Foz-Strangways,  and  Mr. 
Jukes-Browne's  work  in  Cambridgeshire. 

Various  private  collections  have  oeen  examined  and  the  species  named 
in  the  Survay  Catalogue  for  reference  if  necessary. 

Mr.  Etheridge  gave  much  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  the  Cata- 
logues of  the  Silurian,  Cretaceous,  and  Tertiary  fossils  exhibited  in  the 
Museum.

Catalogues  of  the  Cambrian  and  Silurian  Fossils  and  of  the  Terllaiy, 
and  Quatemanr  Invertebrate  Fossils  have  been  prepared  during  the  past 
year.  They  have  been  printed  and  are  now  nearly  ready  for  publi- 
cation. 

The  naming  of  the  Liassic  and  Inferior  Oolite  Fossils  contained  in 
Wall  Cases  4  and  5  has  been  carefully  i^vised,  and  the  specimens  have 
been  cleaned  and  re-mounted. 

The  Miocene  Plants,  the  Quaternary  Invcrtebrata  and  the  Mammalian 
remains  from  the  Crag,  have  been  cleaned  and  re-tabletted. 

The  revision  of  the  synonyms  of  the  Palaeozoic  Fossils  has  involved 
considerable  alteration  in  their  arrangement. 

S^dmens  amounting  to  2,356  in.number^  selected  from  theoolJaotions  Sj^ 
obtained  from  Messrs.  Lyoett,  Day^^  Cunmngton,  and  Buckman,  afid  * 
from  those  made  by  the  officers  of  the  Survey  have  been  received  from 
the  Palseontological  Department.    Of  these,  1,944  specimens  have  been 
mounted  and  pait  of  them  placed  in  the  Museum,  but  for  want  of  space 
a  large  proportion  cannot  be  exhibited. 

Rrofessor  Huxley's  memoir  on  "  Stagonolepis  Robertsoni "  has  been 
published. 

The  plates  illustrating  Mr.  £.  T.  Newton's  memoir  on  the  "  Fossil 
Chimseroid  Fishes  "  referred  to  in  Professor  Huxley's  last  report,  have 
been  drawn  on  stone,  and  the  letter-press  has  for  some  time  been  ready 
for  the  printers. 

The  most  important  purchase  made  during  the  past  year  is  that  of  F"wli*>««' 
Mr.  Penny's  oculection,  whi(^  consists  of  mora  than  2,800  specimens 
from  various  geological  horiions. 

Professor  Huxley  calls  attention  to  the  fine  series  of  Oolitic  Cephalo-  Donattons.

IB  already  so  much  indebted;  and  to  tiie  fossils  and  other  vegetable 
remains  from  the  London  Clay  presented  by  W.  H.  Shrubsole,  Es().

(3.)  Mining  Record  Office. 

Mr.  Robert  Hunt,  the  Keeper  of  Mining  Records,  reports  that  the  Mining 
organisation  of  the  Mining  Record  Office  is  now  so  coniplete  that  his  q^^ 
reports  from  year  to  year  present  but  little  variation.    He  commenced       ^' 
in  May  his  visits  to  the  mines,  collecting  their  returns,  and  obtaininff 
general  information  for  the  use  of  the  office.    First  he  travelled  through 
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the  mininff  districts  of  Devonshire  and  Comwaliy  returning  to  London 
in  July,  where  he  remained  compiling  the ''  Mineral  Statistics  *'  for  1876 
until  July  25th.  In  August  he  proceeded  hy  the  way  of  the  Mendips 
into  Somersetshire  and  onwards  to  St.  Ives  in  Cornwall,  where  he  took 
advantage  of  the  vacation  to  recruit,  by  rest,  his  health,  and  during  this 
time  the  "  Mineral  Statistics  for  1876  "  received  his  attention  and  he 
succeeded  in  passing  the  volume  through  the  press,  and  publishing  it  in 
the  month  of  September,  more  than  tli^  months  earlier  than  its  publi- 
cation in  the  previous  vear. 

The  disturoed  condition  of  our  metalliferous  mines  rendered  it 
important  that  Mr.  Hunt  should  visit  all  the  lar^e  tin  and  copper  mines 
in  the  west,  and  he  spent  the  whole  of  October  in  this  duty,  arranging 
at  the  same  time  for  the  copying  of  the  plans,  &c.,  of  mices  for  preser- 
vation in  this  office. 

Mr.  Hunt  completes  his  report  with  a  list  of  the  plans,  &c.  that  have 
been  deposited  in  the  Mining  Rocord  Office  during  the  year.

The  conduct  and  progress  of  the  students  engaged  in  practical  woik 
in  the  laboratories  has  been,  with  very  few  exceptions^  thoroughly  satis- 
fihotory. 

In  the  research  department  of  these  laboratories,  the  highly  important 
investigations  bv  Mr.  Norman  Lockyer  on  cosmical  and  terrestrial  spec- 
troscopy have  been  suooessfull;^  continued,  and  the  results  have  been 
communicated  to  the  Royal  Society. 

On  the  17th  of  April  last,  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Council  on 
Education  sanctioned  the  formation  of  a  class,  not  exceeding  five  in 
number,  of  advanced  students,  the  cost  of  whose  chemicals  and  appa- 
ratus the  Science  and  Art  Department  agreed  to  defray,  on  the  under- 
standing that  I  would  remit  all  fees  on  account  of  such  students,  and 
provide  an  assistant  to  help  me  in  superintending  their  work. 

In  accordance  with  this  arrangement,  I  immediately  formed  such  a 
class  and  employed  it,  up  to  the  end  of  the  summer  session,  in  the  pre- 
paration of  raw  materials  for  research.  Since  the  conunencement  of  the 
winter  session,  in  October  last,  all  the  members  of  this  class  have  been 
engaged  in  the  investigation  of  problems  in  the  department  of  organic 
chemistry. 

During  the  preceding  summer  session,  Mr.  Thorne  successfully  carried 
out,  under  m;^  direction,  an  extensive  series  of  experiments  on  the 
intrinsic  illuminating  power  of  benzol,  one  of  the  light-giving  con- 
stituents of  coal-gas.  We  found  that  this  liquid  had  a  much  higher 
illuminating  power  than  any  other  material  himerto  experimented  with. 
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Thus  when  1  lb.  of  it  was  diffused  in  vapour  in  hydrogen  gas,  it  ftsre  AppeadixF. 
as  much  light  as  5f  lbs.  of  8{)ermaceti  candles,  and  when  diffused  in  itsp^  bt 
liffht  oarburetted  hydrogen  it  yielded  the  illuminating  effect  of  Tfjs  lbs.  Pb.  Fbahk- 
of  spermaceti.    The  results  of  this  investigation  have  been  published  in       i^wd. 
the  Journal  of  the  Chemical  Societr. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  in  which  the  firee  students  of 
the  Research  Laboratory  have  been  engaged : — 

1.  Mr.  H.  A,  Lawrance  has  been  investigating  the  action  of  sulphurous 
anhydride  upon  plumbic  ethide  and  stannic  ethide.  He  has  made  salis- 
factory  progress^  but  the  work  can  scarcely  be  completed  before  June 
next. 

2.  About  25  years  ago,  the  organic  radicals  ethyl  and  methyl,  whose 
combinations  with  hy£oxyl  form  common  alcohol  and  methylic  aloohol> 
were  isolated,  and  it  has  iJways  been  considered  very  important,  f^m  a 
theoretical  point  of  view,  that  these  isolated  radicids  should  be  made  to 
recombine  with  hydroxy!,  and  thus  reproduce  the  alcohols  from  which 
they  were  originally  obtoined;  but  fUl  attempts  to  effect  such  a  re- 
combination have  hitherto  failed.  Mr,  Dobbin  has  been  entrusted  with 
an  investigation  having  this  ol^ect  in  view.  He  has  worked  most  assid- 
uously, and  I  hope  in  my  next  report  to  be  able  to  state  results  which 
promise  to  be  of  considerable  intmst. 

3.  Mr,  James  John  Bowrey  has  been  occupied  with  researches  on 
various  poisonous  substances  extracted  from  Mchites  Nerianda,  a  wild 
plant  common  in  the  lowlands  of  Jamaica,  and  well  known  by  the 
people  to  be  very  poisonous.  It  is  reputed  to  be  occasionally  used  by 
them  as  a  poison,  and  it  is  undoubtedly  sometimes  the  cause  of  the  loss 
of  stock  which  acddentally  eat  it,  in  a  dry  state,  while  grasing.  This 
is  supposed  to  be  the  plant  most  frequently  used  by  OBeah  men  and 
others,  in  the  time  of  slavery,  as  a  means  of  slowly  poisoning  obnoxious 
masters  and  mistresses,  it  being  affirmed  that  the  dried  leaf  could  be  so 
administered  as  to  produce  almost  immediate  fatal  results,  or  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  cause  death  after  the  lapse  of  a  longer  or  shorter  time,  at 
the  option  of  the  poisoner. 

Experiments  indeed  prove  that,  in  comparatively  very  small  doses> 
it  may  be  veiy  rapidly  fatal,  or  given  in  repeatea  and  still  smaller 
quantities  it  can  kill  after  an  interval  of  sevend  weeks,  and  also  that  in 
some  cases  a  single  dose  may  not  kill  until  after  an  interval  of  several 
days. 

Mr.  Bowrey  has  determined  the  ultimate  composition  of  13  prepara- 
tions obtained  from  the  plant,  and  I  have  the  satisfaction  to  report  that 
he  has  been  so  fortunate  as  to  discover  a  simple  test  by  which  this  most 
virulent  substance  can  be  infallibly  detected.  The  resulte  of  this  impor- 
tant investigation  have  been  communicated  to  the  Chemical  Society. 

4.  To  Mr,  C.  E.  Bean  I  have  entrusted  the  continuation  of  the  investiga- 
tion commenced  last  session  by  Mr.  L.  Thome,  on  the  intrinsic  illumina- 
ting power  of  the  luminiferous  constituents  of  coal  gas.  This  student  is 
determining  the  illuminating  power  of  defiant  gas,  tJone  and  when  mixed 
with  various  proportions  of  the  non-luminous  gases, — hydrogen,  car- 
bonic oxide,  and  marsh  gas.  The  research  is  of  great  importance  in  con- 
nexion with  the  manufacture  and  use  of  coal  gas. 

5.  Mr,  D.  A.  Louis  has  been  occupied  with  the  investigation  of  the 
action  of  sodium  upon  acetic  ether.  The  study  of  this  reaction,  which 
was  initiated  in  1865,  has  since  occupied  many  of  the  most  active  che- 
mical laboratories  in  Europe.  Nevertheless,  the  interesting  syntheses  of 
organic  acids  and  ethers  to  which  it  gives  rise  appear  to  oe  still  unex- 
hausted, and  as  Mr.  Louis  has  attacked  the  subject  from  an  entirely- 
new  side,  I  anticipate  novel  and  interesting  results  from  his  expen- 
ments. 
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Appendix  V.       Numerous  samples  of  typical  rocks  from  various  parts  of  the  United 
BiPOBT  BT  Kingdom,  whidi  have  been  sent  to  me  by  the  Director-General  of  the 
Db.  P&akk-  Geological  Sur\'e^of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  are  now  being  submitted 
^•^^^*       to  minute  analysis  in  these  laboratories. 

I  have  continued  to  analyse  and  report  upon  the  numerous  sampler 
of  water  sent  here  from  several  of  the  royal  residences,  and  from  the 
Local  Government  Board,  and  have  also  continued  the  monthly  analvsis 
of  the  different  waters  supplied  to  London  from  the  Tiiames  and  Lea, 
and  from  deep  wells  in  the  chalk.  These  analyses  demonstrate  the  great 
superiority  of  deep  well  waters  for  dietetic  purposes,  and  my  annual 
report  on  this  subject  was  recently  moved  for  in  the  House  of  Conunons 
in  connection  with  contemplated  legislation  on  the  water-supply  of 
London. 

At  the  request  of  Her  Majesty's  Commissoners  of  Works,  I  have 
made  an  investigation  into  the  condition  of  the  atmosphere  breathed  by 
a  laii^e  number  of  clerks  employed  in  the  Central  Telegraph  Office,  St. 
Martm's-le-Grand,  and  have  reported  the  results  to  the  Commis- 
sioners. 

.  The  usual  courses  of  lectures  on  mineral  and  organic  chemistry,  which 
I  delivered  in  the  chemical  theatre  {viz.,  40  lectures  on  mineral,  and  30 
on  or^nic  chemistry),  during  the  year  1877>  were  hstened  to  by  an 
attentiye  and  industrious  class  of  students.  The  number  of  entries  to' 
the  courses  and  the  regularitjr  of  attendance  are  attested  by  the  official 
lists  which  are  in  the  possession  of  the  registrar. 

At  the  annual  examinations  held  in  June,  61  students  presented  them- 
selves. Of  these,  29  passed  in  the  1st  class,  20  in  the  2nd  class,  and  7 
in  the  3rd  class,  whilst  5  failed.  The  examinations  include  both  theo- 
retical and  practical  chemistry,  and  for  a  pass,  even  in  the  3rd  class,  the 
candidate  roust  obtain  at  least  one-half  of  the  total  number  of  marks. 

I  have  continued  to  conduct  the  examinations  in  chemistry  of  the 
students  of  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  Dublin,  and  of  the  Inland 
Revenue  Laboratory,  Somerset  House ;  and,  in  conjmiction  with  Pro- 
fessor Roscoe,  the  May  examinations  in  inorganic  and  organic 
chemistry,  for  the  Science  and  Art  Department. 

To  my  private  assistants,  seven  in  number,  my  best  thanks  are  due 
for  the  efficient  help  they  have  ajfforded  me  throughout  the  year.  Mr. 
W.  G.  Valentin  has  exercised  a  general  supervision  over  the  analytical 
laboratories ;  Mr.  Purdie  and  Mr.  Evershea  have  given  special  instruc- 
tion in  mineral  and  water  analysis  respectively.  Mr.  A.  J.  Greenaway 
and  Mr.  H.  Chapman  Jones  have  taught  in  the  Beginners'  Laboratory. 
Mr.  J.  H.  Starling  continued  to  superintend  the  store  of  chemicals  until 
the  end  of  the  summer  session,  when  he  resigned  his  appointment  for  a 
more  lucrative  one,  and  was  replaced  by  Mr.  A.  Linnell.  Mr.  J.  M. 
Cameron,  in  the  Research  Laboratory,  has  afforded  me  valuable  aid  in  the 
prosecution  of  an  investigation  into  the  source  of  light  in  luminous 
names.    This  investigation  is  still  in  progress. 

Much  of  my  official  correspondence  has  been  carried  on  by  my  private 
secretary,  Mr.  H.  S.  Billing,  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  most  of  the 
time  which  it  is  possible  for  me  to  devote  to  research*. 

Lastly,  the  experimental  illustrations  for  the  courses  of  lectures  have 
been  well  prepared  by  Mr.  G.  S.  Newth,  who  holds  the  office  of 
lecture  assistant  from  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Edu- 
cation.

Report  of  the  Keeper  of  the  Natural  History  Collections 
for  the  year  1877, 

The  re-arrangement  of  the  Natural  History  Collections  has  acrain 
steadily  progressed  during  the  year  just  concluded,  and  they  have  also 
been  largely  extended  by  the  addition  of  many  important  and  valuable 
specimens,  acquired  both  by  donation  and  purchase. 

In  the  ground  floor  of  Hall  No.  3,  devoted  to  British  zoology,  the 
arrangement  of  the  fishes  in  the  wall  cases  of  the  west  side  has  been 
completed.  Two  lar^  cubical  cases  have  been  placed  in  the  north  end 
of  the  central  space,  m  which  the  British  mamnialia,  except  the  cetacea, 
have  been  accommodated ;  while  the  dried  specimens  of  British  sponges, 
coelenterata,  echinodermatEi,  polyzoa,  and  stalk-eyed  Crustacea,  have  been 
remounted,  revised  as  to  nomenclature,  and  systematically  arranged  in 
the  table  cases  of  the  same  hall.  The  collection  of  British  shells^  for- 
merly exhibited,  has  been  removed  to  drawers,  and  the  splendid  and 
much  more  complete  collection  formed  by  the  late  Dr.  Greville  is  now 
being  prepared  for  exhibition  in  its  room.  The  arduous  task  of  re- 
vising and  re-arranging  the  general  palsBontological  collection  has  been 
oonunenced.  A  new  arrangement  in  zoological  and  botanical  order  has 
been  adopted,  and  considerable  progress  has  been  already  made  in  the 
arrangement  of  the  fossil  fishes  on  the  east  side  of  the  upper  galleiy  of 
the  large  Hall  No.  1. 

Of  additions  made  by  purchase,  the  most  important  is  a  large  collec- 
tion of  bird  skins  from  New  Guinea  and  the  admcent  islands,  and  ftora 
Australia,  numbering  968  specimens,  and  including  a  magnificent  series 
of  the  birds  of  paradise.  Many  of  the  species  are  of  great  rarity,  and  the 
collection  forms  a  most  welcome  addition  to  our  ornithological  series,  in 
which  the  birds  of  the  Malay  Archipelago  were  previously  only  scantily 
represented.  The  collection  includes"  also  a  few  mammalian  skins, 
among  which  are  three  species  of  Cuscus,  a  senus  hitherto  unrepresented 
in  the  Museum.  The  work  of  renewing  and  improving  the  collection  of 
British  birds  has  been  forwarded  by  the  purchase  of  48  stufPed  specimens, 
and  to  the  collection  of  British  mammalia  has  been  similarly  added  a

tion of  invertebrata  there  have  been  purchas^  small  sets  of  cruslaoea 
from  California  and  from  Mauritius,  while  to  aid  in  filling  «up  obvious 
gaps  in  the  pakeontological  series  manj  fossils  firom  England,  Genuany, 
and  the  United  States  nave  been  acquired. 

The  sanction  of  the  Department  of  Scienee  and  Art  having  been 
obtained  for  the  transference  to  the  Perth  Musemn  of  a  number  of  old 
specimens  of  stuffed  mammalia  and  birds,  there  has  been  obtained  in 
exchange  a  very  valuable  collection  of  Bntish  annelida,  collected  and 
named  by  Dr.  Mcintosh,  the  highest  British  authority  in  this  depart- 
ment, as  well  as  a  large  number  of  other  British  invertebrata  in  si^rit. 
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The  Natural  History  collections  have  been  likewise  increased  by  some  Appendix (i. 
.important  donations.      To   His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Sutherland  the  aBPatr  bt 
Museum  is  indebted  for  the  present  of  a  beautiful  pair  of  Red  Deer,       prov. 
male  and  female,  from  Dunrobin,  and  to  Sir  C.  Wyville  Thomson  tot     Abchbb. 
the  gift  from  his  private  collection  of  a  beautiful  and  perfect  example  of 
the  Glass  Rope  Sponge  {Hyakmema  Sieboldii)  from  the  Eastern  seas, 
and  a  stalked  crinoid  (Pentacrinus)  from  the  Antilles.     Other  donations 
of  importance  are,  a  collection  of  British  hymen optera  and  other  insects, 
presented  by  Mr.  T.  D.  Gibson  Carmichael;  a  cast  of  the  curious  and 
problematic  fossil  fish  Paladaphus  insignis,   presented   bv  Prof.   De 
Koninck,  of  Li^e,  and  a  piece  of  auriferous  quartz  founci  by  Mr.  A.

1  HAVE  ilie  honour  to  report  to  my  Lords,  on  behalf  of  the 
Council,  that  the  course  of  scientific  instruction  as  laid  down  in  the 
Directory  has  been  fully  carried  out  during  the  year.  The  prizes,  as  well 
as  the  diplomas  and  certificates,  accorded  in  consequence,  will  be  found 
fully  detailed  in  the  statistical  portion  of  the  Secretory*s  report. 

The  distinctions  sained  by  students  of  the  College  during  the  year 
continue  to  attest  the  high  character  of  the  instruction  imparted,  and 
the  Council  can  refer  with  satisfaction  to  the  following  instances, 
amongst  others,  which  have  come  within  their  knowledge,  and  which 
they  now  record,  both  for  the  sake  of  the  students  themselves  and  that 
of  the  institution  in  which  so  much  of  their  knowledge  was  acquired. 

The  first  case  they  would  desire  to  mention  is  that  of  Mr.  Edward  P. 
Culverwell,  Associate  of  the  College,  who  obtained  the  gold  medal  in 
Exnerimental  Physics  in  Trinity  College,  Dublin;  and  recently  the 
hignest  honours  next  to  fellowship  which  the  University  can  confer, 
viz.,  the  seven  years'  studentship. 

Next,  that  of  Mr.  Thomas  Whittaker  (Royal  Exhibitioner),  who 
guned  a  natural  science  scholarship  at  Exeter  College,  Oxford. 

That  of  Mr.  William  Sisson  (gold  mednllist),  who  entered  his  course 
as  a  Whitworth  scholar  at  the  Works  io  Manchester  in  the  third  year, 
and  received  at  the  end  the  prize  of  300/.  as  being  the  best  workman 
amongst  the  students  during  the  term  of  studentship. 

Another  of  our  former  students,  Mr.  J.  M.  H.  Munro,  has  succee<led 
in  gaining  the  degree  of  D.Sc.  in  chemistry  in  tiie  Uuiversiiy  of 
London. 

Mr.  Thomas  L.  Daltry  (gold  medallist)  on  leaving  the  College  was 
appointed  to  the  post  of  sub-editor  to  tjie  periodical  odled  ''  The  Textile 
Manufacturer,"  published  in  Manchester;  showing  that,  notwith- 
standing the  competition  inevitable  in  the  presence  of  Owen's  College, 
students  from  this  College  are  able  to  make  their  way  in  the  great 
manufi&cturing  metropolis  of  the  north  of  England. 

Lastly,  we  would  refer  to  Mr.  Fream  (Royal  Exhibitioner),  who  has 
recently  been  appointed  to  the  chair  of  Natural  History  at  the  Royal 
Amcultural  College,  Cirencester. 

The  Council  have  to  report  the  addition  to  the  teaching  apparatus 
of  the  College  by  the  purchase  of  a  series  of  beautifully  constructed 
models  of  engineering  works,  consbting  of  those  of  bridges,  gurders,  and 
hvdraulic  structures.  These  models  were  made  in  Germany,  and  will  be 
or  great  use  to  students  in  the  engineering  school. 

llie  Council  cannot  allow  tiiis  opportunity  to  pass  without  expressing 
their  sense  oS  regard  and  esteem  for  their  late  colleague.  Dr.  Davy, 
M.R.I.A.,  whose  khidness  of  disposition  and  desire  to  co-operate  m 
all  plans  for  extendinff  the  usefulness  of  the  College  i^ey  fully 
recognise.  They  dmnot  but  regret  that  the  Chair  of  Agriculture,  winch 
was  founded  by  Government  with  such  a  reasonable  expectation  of 
its  advantage  to  those  connected  with  landed  property,  should  not 
nave  been  utilised  by  this  class  to  a  much  greater  extent  than  proved  to 
be  the  case.

Collie.  It  has,  however,  had  the  useful  effect  of  directing  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Works  to  the  arrangements  for  the  prevention  of 
fire  throughout  the  laboratories,  galleries,  and  house.  Considerable  im^ 
provements  have  been  made  in  increasing  the  water  mains  and  providing 
more  hose,  and  it  is  hoped  that  every  reasonable  precaution  nas  been 
taken  to  meet  the  contingency  of  a  fife  to  vrlmh  an  institution  like  this 
is  necessarily  ahvays  liable,  considwing  tiie  extent  of  the  gas  fitments, 
and  the  number  of  furnaces,  fires,  and  fluee«

Science  and  Art  Museum  Act,  1877/'  which  provides  that  at  the  date  of 
the  passing  of  that  measure*  viz.,  the  14th  August  last,  the  lands, 
builainffs,  and  collections,  the  property  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society, 
should  become  vested  in  tttt  Crown  ;  the  present  R«>ort  on  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Botanic  Grarden,  the  Libraiy,  the  Museums  of  Natural 
History,  of  Afn^cultiure.  of  the  School  of  Aj*t,  and  of  other  Departments, 
is  limited  to  that  portion  of  the  year  which  terminated  on  the  date 
referred  to.

Evening  Scientific  Meetings  and  Discussions. 

Seven  meetings  for  the  reading  and  discussion  of  papers  connected 
with  science  and  the  useful  arts,  and  for  the  delivery  of  discourses  were 
held,  the  more  important  communications  being  published  in  the  Society's 
Journal.  In  the  agreement  entered  into  with  the  Government  the 
expense  of  printing  the  scientific  work  of  the  Society  will,  during  the 
next  five  years,  be  home  by  the  Government ;  and  having  regard  to  the 
importance  of  this  arrangement  the  Council  have  decided  that  such 
scientific  communications  as  it  may  be  considered  desirable  to  publish, 
shall  be  minted  in  the  8vo.  fonn  as  "  Scientific  Proceedings,"  and  in  the 
4to.  form  as  *'  Scientific  Transactions." 

The  interest  taken  by  the  members  and  their  friends  in  the  scientific 
meetings  is  indicated  by  the  increasing  number  of  persons  attending 
them,  which  amounted  during  the  last  session  to  1,344,  averaging  177 
at  each  meeting.

"  The  Natuntl  History  Museum  has  during  the  past  seven  months     ^^^^ 
received  many  valuable  and  important  additions  in  the  various  classes.       ^^o^^'^r^* 

''  Among  the  mammalia  a  fine  stufPed  specimen  of  the  Saiga  Antelope,  Hbrton^ 
Antelope  saiga,  in  winter  fiir  has  been  obtained ;  it  exemplifies  in  a  Museum, 
striking  manner  the  change  of  colour  which  takes  place  in  this  animal 
at  the  two  seasons. 

''The  whole  series  of  mammalia  has  been  thoroughly  cleaned,  re- 
arranged, and  newly  labelled. 

**  jSoaoTkf^  the  birds  many  foreign  specimens  have  been  added,  and  the 
native  collection  has  been  increased  bj  the  addition  of  such  rare  Irish 
birds  and  their  varieties,  as  were  required  to  complete  this  interesting 
section. 

"To  the  herpetological  collection  several  specuneus  of  reptiles  pre- 
served in  spirit  have  been  added. 

''  A  fine  specimen  of  the  remarkable  fish  Ceratodus  forsteri,  from 
Australia,  has  been  acquired. 

"  Dr.  Edward  L.  Moss  while  serving  as  surgeon  and  naturalist  on  board 
the  'Alert,'  one  of  the  ships  engaged  in  the  late  Polar  Expedition, 
made  a  very  interesting  collection  of  miocene  Arctic  fossil  plants, 
which  having  been  identified  by  Professor  Heer  of  Zurich,  he  has  most 
liberally  presented  to  the  Museum.  This  collection  has  been  added  to 
the  Greenland  fossil  plants,  formerly  given  by  Admiral  Sir  F.  L. 
McClintock,  and  Captain  Colomb,  R.N.,  and  will  thus  help  to  complete 
our  knowledge  of  the  flora  of  Greenland  during  the  miocene  period. 
These  remains  of  fossil  plants  are  of  especial  interest,  as  indicating  that 
the  climate  of  Greenland  has  undergone  a  marked  change  since  that 
time. 

"  To  the  conchological  collection  many  specimens  have  been  added, 
and  a  large  number  have  been  re-mounted  and  labelled. 

"  The  entomological  collection  has  been  increased  by  toe  important 
purchtse  of  a  large  portion  of  the  valuable  collection  of  British  insects 
formed  by  the  late  Mr.  Edwin  Brown  of  Burton-upon-Trent. 

"  Tberoreign  collection  of  insects  has  also  been  enriched  by  the  addition 
of  numerous  specimens  from  Abyssinia,  Russia,  and  other  countries. 

**  In  the  mineralogical  department  the  labelling  and  arrangement  of  the 
specimens  some  time  in  contemplation  has  been  commenced.  This  work 
will  necessarily  be  slow  and  tedious,  as  many  of  the  old  specimens  will 
require  careful  chemical  anaJvsis. 

"  I'he  additions  made  to  the  minerals  during  the  last  seven  months 
include  25  species  not  previously  represented  in  the  collection.

''  The  foregoing  shows  that  the  attendance  in  the  evenings  (composed 
wholly  of  gentlemen)  is  considerably  more  than  half  that  of  the  mom- 
inffs.  I  am  strongly  inclined  to  think  that  were  the  mode  of  lighting  of 
a  better  description,  such  as  that  afforded  by  petroleum  lamps  of  the 
'  Silber '  or  of  the  *  Berlin  Round  Burner '  construction,  the  attendance 
on  the  part  of  the  public  in  the  evenings  would  be  largely  increased, 

"The  binding  of  rthe  books  has  fallen  greatly  into  arrear.  This  es- 
sential part  of  our  requirements  must  necessarily  involve  a  considerable 
present  outlay  and  a  larger  cost  in  the  future. 

"  The  press  marking  of  the  books  as  thev  at  present  stand  still  continues, 
but  it  is  noped  that  it  will  soon  be  completecl. 

''  The  turdiness  in  getting  the  suoplemental  catalogues  through  the 
press  has  led  to  a  delay  in  placing  them  in  the  hands  of  the  public,  a 
matter  beyond  my  control,  and.  which  I  greatly  regret." 


Botanic 
Gardens. 


Botanic  Gabdbk,  Glasnbvin. 

The  Director  of  the  Botanic  Garden,  Dr.  Moore,  thus  reports  on  the 
estabUshment  under  his  charge : — 

"  The  various  ranges  of  conservatories  and  other  buildings  have  been 
maintained  in  good  condition  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  The 
large  palm  house,  and  part  of  the  wrought  iron  culvilinear  roofed  range, 
have  been  painted  outside  by  the  Board's  regular  painters.  Several  of 
tiie  pits  and  frames  for  half  hardy  plants  have  also  been  painted  during 
the  present  season. 

"  No  new  buildings  have  be^i  erected  this  year,  though  I  pointed  out 
in  my  requisition  for  1876-77  the  great  want  of  a  proper  house  for 
cultivating  the  fine  collection  of  succulent  plants  which  are  now  in  this 
establishment.  The  public  take  much  interest  in  these  curious  plants, 
whic^  re(|uire  to  be  cultivated  togetiier  in  a  dry  atmosphere  not  suitable 
to  other  kmds  of  plants .  Thev  are  now  scattered  among  the  conservatories 
wherever  room  can  be  found  for  them,  an  arranf^ement  which  is  very 
inconvenient  as  well  as  detrimental  to  their  healthmess. 

*'  With  reference  to  the  outside  grounds  of  the  garden,  no  alterations 
of  any  importance  have  taken  place.  The  botani^  arrangements  have 
been  mamtained  in  good  working  condition,  and  have  been  extensively 
consulted  by  students  and  by  the  public  during  the  lecturing  season. 

"  I  have  ft^uently  reported  on  the  want  of  room  to  extend  the  arbo- 
retum, and  am  now  glad  to  hear  that  the  field  adjoining  the  mden  ia 
likely  to  be  added  for  that  puipose,  a  cbrcumstance  which  has  been  long 
contemplated  as  the  additional  space  is  very  much  wanted. 

"  I  have  still  to  regret  the  want  of  a  good  supply  of  drinkable  water, 
which  is  {i^reatlv  needed  by  the  public.  It  almost  amounts  to  a  public 
reproach  m  a  place  like  this,  which  is  visited  on  an  average  by  200,000 
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people  annually,  not  to  haTe  a  single  drinking  fountain  when  visitors  Appendix  I. 
ean  get  a  draught  of  clean  water  except  from  the  old  wooden  pump,  Bspobt  ov 
round  which  there  is  such  a  crowd  on  Sundays,  tiiat  it  is  difficult  to 
approach  it. 

'<  The  exchange  of  plants  and  seeds  with'other  kindred  estahlishments 
at  home  and  abroad  has  been  effected  on  the  usual  extensive  scale. 

''  During  the  month  of  June  I  made  a  rather  hurried  journey  to 
London  for  the  purpose  of  exchanging  and  selecting  plants^  when  I 
visited  Kew  and  uie  other  great  establishments  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  the  metropolis,  with  which  we  have  been  in  the  habit  of  making 
exchanges.  The  proceeds  of  this  journey  were  both  numerous  ana 
important,  espedally  the  plants  obtamed  from  Kew. 

"  The  gardens  have  been  much  f^quented  during  the  ^rear  by  the 
professors  of  the  various  medical  schools  and  their  pupils  for  the 
purpose  of  instruction. 

''The  students  of  the  School  of  Art,  Kildare  Street,  have  had  supplies 
of  plants  sent  to  them  twice,  and  frequently  three  times  eaeh  week, 
ana  supplies  have  also  been  obtained  from  the  garden  by  the  Professor 
of  Botany,  College  of  Science,  Stephen's  Green,  according  as  they  were 
required. 

"  The  state  of  the  Botanical  Museum  has  been  so  often  mentioned  in 
these  annual  reports,  that  I  need  only  again  allude  to  it  here.  Its 
contents  form  veir  important  adjuncts  to  the  living  plants  in  tiie  garden 
in  an  educationafpoint  of  view.  It  has,  therefore,  special  claims  to  be 
considered  by  the  Science  and  Art  Department. 

''  Notwithstanding  the  very  wet  summer  of  1877  there  has  been  a  large 
increase  of  visitors  to  Glasnevin  Gardens  up^  to  present  period,  compared 
witii  former  years,  which  in  no  small  degree  is  attributable  to  tiie  opening 
of  the  North  Dublin  Tramway  Lines.

Miss  Nesbitt  has  completed^  at  a  cost  of  upwards  of  350/.^  and  handed 
over  to  the  charge  of  your  Council  the  handsome  aviary  promised  by 
her  in  our  last  Report. 

Your  Council  reconunend  the  Society  to  pass  a  vote  of  marked  thanks 
to  Miss  Nesbitt  for  her  munificent  lib^ralilnr,  which  has  provided  for  the 
public  of  Dublin  a  handsome  aviary  for  the  exhibition  of  the  smaller 
tropical  and  sub-tropical  birds. 

The  Council  have  taken  steps  to  have  the  hot  water  apparatus  and 
other  necessary  fittings  supplied  at  once,  in  order  to  take  advantage  of 
the  ''  Nesbitt  Aviary ''  before  the  close  of  the  present  winter. 

During  the  course  of  the  past  year  it  became  necessary  for  your 
Council  to  consider  what  should  be  done  finally  with  the  unique  and 
valuable  tossil  the  Plesiosaurus  Cramptoni,  presented  to  the  Society  in 
1853  by  the  late  Sir  Philip  Crampton,  who  may  be  regarded  as  the 
founder  of  the  Society. 

This  remarkable  fossil  was  exhibited  in  the  Zoological  Gardens  for 
eight  years  up  to  1861,  when  the  Council  believins  that  they  would 
better  carry  out  Sir  Philip  Crampton's  wishes  b^  exhibiting  the 
Plesiosaurus  in  immediate  conjunction  with  other  similar  fossils,  de- 
posited  it  in  trust  in  the  museum  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society,  where 
tor  a  period  of  16  years  it  has  proved  more  useful  for  the  advancement 
of  natural  science  in  Dublin  than  it  would  have  been  if  its  exhibition 
had  been  continued  in  the  Zoological  Gardens  in  association  witi^  a 
collection  of  living  animals. 

The  proposal  of  the  Government  during  the  course  of  last  year  to  con- 
vert  Uie  Museum  of  the  Roval  Dublin  Society  into  the  National  Museum 
of  Ireland,  to  be^  supported  altogether  out  of  public  fiinds,  rendered  it 
necessary  for  your  Council  to  aecide  what  should  be  done'  with  the 
Plesiosaurus  Cramptoni,  the  ownership  in  which  your  Council  liad  never 
relinquished. 

For  the  reasons  already  assigned  as  having  influenced  your  Council 
in  1861,  it  would  have  been  undesirable  to  renew  the  exhibition  of  this 
valuable  fossil  in  the  Zoological  Gardens. 

Your  Council  further  felt  that  the  new  National  Museum  had  no 
claim  on  their  generosity,  such  as  they  recognised  in  a  sister  royal  and 
partly  private  society,  when  they  deposited  the  Plesiosaurus  in  trust  in 
the  Museum  of  the  Royal  Dubhn  Society.  The  managers  of  the  new 
National  Museum  concurred  in  the  feeling  of  your  Council,  and  offered 
to  give  200/.  purchase  money  for  the  Plesu>saurus,  in  order  that  it  might 
continue  to  be  exhibited  in  the  same  place  as  heretofore.* 

Your  Council  accepted  this  offer,  and  believe  that  in  so  dcung  they 
carry  out  in  the  best  manner  the  double  intention  of  Sir  Jrailip 
Crampton,  which  was  to  advance  the  study  of  natural  science  in 
Dublin,  and  to  confer  a  benefit  on  the  Zoological  Gwdens,  of  which 
he  was  the  distinguished  founder.

My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  printed  Report  of  the  Rojral 
Zoological  Society  of  Ireland  for  the  year  1877>  wherein  at  page  15, 
after  referring  to  the  motives  which  in  the  year  1861  induced  the 
Council  to  deposit  *'  the  unique  and  valuable  fossil,  the  Plesiosaurus 
"  Cramptoni,  in  the  museum  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society,"  now  the 
property  of  the  Crown,  it  is  stated  "  Your  Council  further  felt  that  the 
"  new  National  Museum  had  no  claim  on  their  generosity,  such  as 
**  they  recognised  in  a  sister  royal  and  partly  private  society,  when 
''  thev  deposited  the  Plesiosaurus  in  trust  m  the  Museum  of  the  Royal 
^  Dublin  Society."  The  managers  of  the  new  National  Museum  [i.e.. 
Dr.  Carte  and  myself]  concurred  in  the  feeUng  of  your  Council,  and 
offered  to  give  200/.  purchase  money  for  the  Plesiosaurus,  in  order  that 
it  might  continue  to  he  exhibited  in  the  same  place  as  heretofore. 

With  regard  to  the  assertion  that  Dr.  Carte  and  I  concurred  in  the 
''  feeling  of  your  Council,  that  the  new  National  Museum  had  no 
'*  claim  on  their  generosity,"  I  give  it  our  unquidified  contradiction, 
and  at  the  same  time  I  beg  to  remark  that  the  statement  referred  to 
would  have  been  less  misleading  as  to  our  motives  had  the  Report 
disclosed  the  fact  that  your  Council  had  informed  me  of  their  deter- 
mination to  sell  the  specimen  before  we  were  induced  to  offer  for  its 
purchase. 

I  trust  I  may  be  excused  for  expressin^^  a  doubt  that  the  members  of 

the  Council  of  the  Royal  Zoological  Society  of  Ireland,  itself  subsidised 

by  the  State,  some  of  whom  hold  official  positions  under  the  Crown, 

should  cease  to  have  feelings  of  '^generosi^  "  or  rather  of  interest  in  a 

museum  which  was  founded  for   the  diffusion  of   a  knowledge  of 

zoology,  and  which  since  the  year  1866  at  least  had  been  altogether 

supported  out  of  public  funds,  because  its  management  had  passed 

from  the  hands  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society  into  those  of  the  State.    I 

prefer  to  entertain  the  hope  that  the  National  Museum  will  still  largely 

benefit  by  deposits  on  loan  and  donations  p^ven  to  it  by  those  who  are 

interested  in  the   several  branches  of  science  it  illustrates,  practice 

which  so  extensively  and  usefullv  prevails  as  regards  the  museums  at 

South  Kensington  and  Edinburgh.

Report  of  Council  for  the  Year  1876-7. 

The  Council,  in  presenting  to  the  Academy  the  annual  report  of  its 
proceedings  for  the  year  l§76-7>  is  glad  to  state  that  a  further  and 
most  marked  improvement,  as  compared  with  the  results  of  the  last  two 
years,  is  evident. 

Since  the  annual  meeting  of  .October  18th,  1876,  the  Academy  has 
held  nine  general  meetings,  and  seven  meetings  of  Council. 

The  exhibition  opened  on  Thursday,  February  15th,  and  closed  on  Annual 
Saturday  the  2nd  of  June,  remaining  open  for  16  weeks  and  three  days;  ®*l"bition 
during  nine  weeks  it  was  open  in  the  evenings  by  gaslight  at  a  reduced 
chu^e  of  one  penny. 

The  exhibition  contained  504  works,  being  an  increase  of  53  over  that 
of  the  preceding  year,  and  was  generally  considered  as  beinff  of  more 
than  average  interest  and  merit.  The  sales  also  show  a  marked  increase, 
being  3,258/.  Ss,,  against  1,925/.  Ids.  last  year,  being  an  increase  of 
1,332/.  13*. 

The  season  tickets  sold  exceeded  by  76  those  purchased  during  the 
Exhibition  of  1876;  single  admissions  at  Is,  show  an  increase  of  1,086, 
and  evening  admissions  of  3,267.  Private  purchases  amounted  to 
2,938/.  Ss,,  which  compared  with  the  year  1876,  shows  an  increase  of 
1,332/.  13;.,  and  the  sum  expended  by  the  Art  Union  of  Ireland  amounted 
to  320/.    Total,  3,258/.  8«.

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Appwijx  L.      Under  circumstances  of  increased  prosperity,  and  with  an  income  of 
Rbpoetof  late  years  showing  a  surplus,  however  small,  beyond  what  has  been 
HiMRNiAx  absolutely  necessary    for  the  most  pressing    current    expenses,   the 
Academy,  improvement  and  development  of  the  Academy,  so  long  (lelayed  for 
want  of  means,   have  occupied  the  attention  of  the  president  and 
Council;  many  suggestions  of  a  general  character  have  been  before 
them,  and  a  sub-committe  nominated  by  the  Academy  has  been  engaged 
in  receiving  suggestions  and  reporting  on  them  in  a  definite  form  to  the 
Council.     The  gradual  repair  and  renovation  of  the  buildings,  library, 
pictures,  casts,  and  other  property  of  the  Academy,  on  which  there  has 
been  but  little  expenditure  for  some  years,  have  been  begun  systemati- 
cally, and  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  carried  on  from  year  to  year. 

New  build-  The  extension  and  development  of  the  annual  exhibition,  and  the 
schools  of  the  Acedemy,  have  occupieil  the  still  more  serious  attention 
of  the  Council.  An  essential  to  progress  in  this  direction  (the  provision 
of  additional  buildings),  appeared  at  first  impossible,  the  Academy, 
being  without  endowment  or  means  of  providing  for  the  expenditure ; 
l)y  the  liberality  of  another  president,  however,  the  Academy  is  placed 
in  a  position  to  meet  this  difficulty.  Mr.  Thomas  Alfred  Jones  having 
spontaneously  come  forward  with  a  munificent  offer,  gratefully  accepted 
by  the  Academy,  to  erect  a  new  school  at  his  cost  (estimated  at  between 
600/.  and  700/.)  on  terms  which  constitute  it  a  handsome  gift  to  the 
Academy,  viz.,  a  charge  of  30/.  per  annimi  on  its  funds  for  the  term  of 
his  life  only.  The  buildings  are  in  a  forward  state,  and  will  when 
completed  practically  afford  (by  the  extension  of  the  sculpture  room 
erected  by  Mrs.  Anne  Johnston),  an  additional  spacious  exhibition 
gallery,  and  a  well-lighted  room  for  the  study  of  the  hving  model,  &c. 

The  plans  sanctioned  and  approved  of  by  the  president  and  member 
have  been  prepared,  and  the  superintendence  of  the  carrying  out  of  the 
works  conducted  by  one  of  the  architectural  members  of  the  Academy, 
Mr.  Thomas  Drew. 

This  improvement  will  enable  the  schools  to  be  carried  on  at  all  times 
without  any  interference  from  or  inconvenience  to  the  annual  exhibitions. 
At  the  same  time  the  accommodation  of  the  keeper's  apartments  has 
been  materially  improved  in  a  mode  recommended  by  a  Minute  of  the 
Academy  so  far  back  as  1846. 

Another  important  augmentation  to  the  resources  of  the  Academy  is 
to  be  recorded  in  the  receipt,  during  the  past  year,  of  a  donation  from 
the  trustees  of  the  Prince  Albert  Memorial  Fund,  sanctioned  by  Her 
Majesty  the  Queen,  of  a  sum  of  940/.,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be 
applied  to  the  foundation  of  a  scholarship  or  prizes,  to  be  called  the 
**  rrince  Albert  scholarship  or  prizes." 

In  a  new  scheme  for  the  settlement  of  the  trust  known  as  "  the 
Taylor  bequest,"  the  Academy  has  been  granted,  by  the  ruling  of  the 
Master  of  the  Rolls,  the  right  to  nominate  one  of  three  judges  in  its 
administration,  and  valuable  scholarships  and  prizes  under  it  are  thrown 

rn  to  competition,  calculated  to  be  of  service  to  the  Academy,  and  to 
promotion  of  the  fine  arts  in  this  country,  by  encouraging  and 
stimulating  young  Irish  artiste  and  the  pupils  of  the  Academy  schools. 

The  Council  is  thus  in  a  position  to  record  for  the  past  year  a  pro- 
gressive improvement  and  vitality  in  its  affairs,  at  the  same  time 
accompaniea  by  an  undoubtedly  progressive  development  of  taste  and 
appreciation  for  Art  on  the  part  of  the  Irish  public,  evidenced  by 
attendance  and  sales  greater  than  has  marked  any  year  for  the  past 
ihirfy.

The  schools  of  the  living  model  and  for  the  study  of  antique  opened  Schools, 
for  the  winter  session  on  Monday,  16th  October,  and  closed  on  Friday, 
9th  February,  being  opened  16  weeks,  and  reopened  for  the  spring  and 
summer  sessions  on  Monday,  19th  February,  closing  on  Friday,  1st. 
June,  being  open  16  weeks. 

The  average  weekly  attendance  in  the  school  of  the  living  model  was 
40.    And  in  the  antique  school  the  average  weekly  attendance  was  15.
